An Article of News from Fog’s Journal. 

We hear from Campechey, by Letters dated the 2oth of 
November.

detained. ‘This Reprifal Ship we were, it feems, obliged 
to reitore; but as yet we do not hear that the Captain or 
Owners of the Wooiball have received amy Satisfaction.

Mr. Mean- 
evell farther owns, that the Craft/man’s Application, of thede 
his Principles, has been uniform too ; thathe has conftantly 
tortured them into every Conclufion, that would flatter the 
Hopes of a defigning enraged Faction ; every Art that 
would influence the People to Sedition, and every Cla- 
mour that would affront and injure the Government. 

It is not my Bufinefs (fays Mr. Meanwell) to reconcile the 
different Schemes that different Writers have taken to expel 
the Poifon which the Craftfman, under the Difguife of 
Phyfick, has doled about amongft the People ; or account 
for the Miftakes that any Particular has been guilty of; ’tis 
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what I don’t expeét from them, and what they don’t need 
from me: This | can fafely fay for myftelt, that I have 
conitantly and uniformly detended the Miniftry on W hig 
Principles only, and am conicious they don't desire to be 
defended by any other. "Tis not at all inconfiitent with 
Liberty, to be an Advocate for thofe who make it their 
Bufinelé to preferve it: And I fhall never be afhamed of 
this ‘T'ask, till the Craftfizan blufhes at the Occafion of it. 
I remember Mr. 4ddifox, in his Travels, takes Notice ofa 
Column of Infamy eveSed ina certain Town in Italy, in 
Memory of the Defign of an Apothecary and Barber to pol- 
fon ailthe Lababitants, by tainting the Springs: What thefe 
Wretches literally contrived, the Craft/iman and his Affect 
ates do inthe Figure, by difperfing their weekly Pacrets 
of envenomed Slander, to corrupc the Heart of Loyalty, 
nd make Difatkection contagious. As therefore our Laws 


have provided no Method to {tigmatize fuch notorious Of- 
tenders, ‘tis but reafonable the fame Liberty fhould be ued * | 
to expole their Calumnies, as they take to make them pub- 


lick 5 and asoften as the Venom is renewed, the Antidote 
fhould follow.

hallemploy the remaining Part of this Letter with a 
Con.inuation of my Reply to the Crafifman, on his Ob- 
jections to the prefent Mruitary Eftablifiment 5 and in my 
next fhall prove the Necefliry of their Continuance, during 
the prefent Situation of kurcpe. , 

The next Cavil we meet with to the Army«is the Ex- 
pence of maintaining it; and no body will difpute, but 
that, it twas poflible to make a Saving in the Charge of 
Government, it ought to take Place; but when the Pub- 
tick Peace is concerned, Frugality is ill-timed, and would 
be reputed a Crime, even by thefe reforming Patriots 
themic.ves ; as may be eafily proved by their Clamours 
againit che Mizifiry, tor delaying Harm, when the Spa- 
niaras were preparing for their Expedition againft Oraz 5 
L lay, theretore, tis ridiculous to complain of an Expence, 
which State Exigencies render neceflary, and without 
which even Society itfelf weuld fail. 

The Crafijman defcends now to flatter the Viftuallers 
and dun-keepers, that he may extend his ‘Popularity down 
to the lowett of the People, like the anjufi Steward, when 
he is dilmified from his Lord’s Service, he makes himielf 
Friends with his Tenants: For this, thefe honeft, harm- 
lets Pudblcaxs are pitied, and pleaded for 3 for this, they 
are 


o— 
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gre reprefented as under great and manifold Oppreflions, 
and for this, fo great a ‘Patriot makes an Heroick Effay for 
their Deliverance. But tobe ferious ; that the Army is 
not removed into Barracks, is one of the greateft Proofs 
that can be required forclearing the Government of all 
Intention to continue it longer than Publick Danger requires 5 
for if they had any fuch Defign, or meant to employ it to 
the Hazard of Liberty, nothing could favour the Scheme 
fo effectually as Barracks, or be efteemed fo good a Place 
for keeping the Troopsin a Body together. But as this is 
the leait of their Intention, there is no other Way fo rea- 
fonable as to quarter them in Publick Houfes, where Con- 
veniencies are always fuppofed, and where the very Nature 
of the ‘T’rade renders fuch Inmates the leaft Burthen. 

As to what is infinuated concerning any Outrages that 
may be committed by fome Particulars in the Afilitary 
Body, *tis no Objeétion to the Whole ; as much may be 
often faid of theCivi/ /! and no one furely would be fo mad 
as to wifh all Government might be laid afide for the Faults 
ot thofe who abufe ir. 

As I have not the leaft Apprehenfion of the Afartial 
Laws incroaching oncommon Right, or general Liberty 5 
and as every body is fenfible what Care is taken to render 
it impoflible ; I think ’tis needlefs to follow our AKvight- 
Frvant thro’ this Walk of his Political Romance ; and his 
Satire on the Morals of the Army I fhail leave to the Con- 
fideration of the Reverend Clergy or the Sage Reformers of 
Maznners. 

We have now fomething more important in View ; the 
Army, it feems, which is of Strength enough to repel a 
Foreign Invafion, is able toenflave the Nation’tis railed to 
defend. I have {poke tothis Point in a former Paper, but 
will add a Thought or two more in this. At prefent the 
Army is difperfed all over the Kingdom, and hardly any 
one Party is formidable enough to begin this grand Revo- 
lutionalone ; we muft fuppofe then that Councils muft be 
held, Expreffes muft be nom Magazines mutt be filled, all 
the Troops muft be in Motion, and a general Alarm muft 
be given tothe whole Nation. But all this while would 
our tremendous Jfilitia fleep fo foundly, that the Noife 
of Arms could not awaken them ; or would the boatfted 
Hundred Thoufand be marfhalledin vain? Our Patriot, in 
this Circumftance, feems to think they would, and why ? 
He infinuates, Leaders would be wanting; for he imagines 
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all Men of Figure and [ntereft, except himfelf, to be fo 
influenced by the Power of the Court, as to become Vaf- 
fuls tamely, nor once wifh to prevent it. . 

This is one of Mr. D Anvers’s Cavalier-Compliments to 
his Majefty, and all the Nobility in general: In the firkt 
Place he hints, that the Power of the Prerogative 1s abun- 
dantly too great; and in the next, that Corruption is uni- 
verfal; from both which he concludes, that ove would 
execute whatever the other would command; and that no 
Command would be wanting from that Quarter to inforce 
their Obedience. 

Tis true, he has Recourfe to his ufual Artifice to glofs 
over thefe monitrous Inucndo’s 5 and may be isa Phrate to 
foften what he would have us believe really 1s. Nothing, 
furely, can be more prefumptuous than all his Reafonings 
on this Subject; for even to luppofe it peffible we can lote 
our Liberties under the prefent Reign, is to bring his Ma- 
jeity’s Juitice and Paternal Affection to his People, into 
Sulpicion ; and a Sovercign’s Reputation fhould be held 
facred, at leaft, till his own A€tions have deftroyed it.

and Independency ; nor can he fuffer the juit Refentment 
of an injured Government, but he is canonized at once a 
Party-Saint, and ftiled a Martyr to the Liberties of the 
People. 3 
As the Favourand Affection of the Populace is the great 
Succefs our Male-content aims at, fo he muft contend for 
ublick Freedom, and publick Virtue with the warmett 
Zeal and boldeft Spirit. The Multitude, tho loft to every 
Principle of Truth, love the Name when the Thing is no 
more: Corrupt in their Morals, and ready to bow their 
Necks to the Yoke of any Oppreffor; yet they ute vw 
with exalted Notions, and paflionately fond of high found- 
ing Names : Patriot Cares muft therefore adorn the moft 
virulent Libel ; and the more an Incendiary expatiates on 
the darling Topicks of the Rabble, the more readily does 
he enflame their Paffions.

The fame Author bas frequently infinuated, that the 
Reafoning and Speeches of this Great Man are weak and 
wordy ; shat the Impreffion they have fometimes made upon 
bis Hearers bas only been owing to Lis Plaufible Manner of 
Delivery ; Lut that if any of bis Speeches were to appear 
in Print, and to be fairly examined, the Fallacy and Weak- 
nels of all bis Arguments would moft evidently appear. 

Since two fuch different Accounts are given of the {ame 
Geutleman’s Manner of fpeaking, we cannot doubt but all 
our Readers will be highly pleafed to fee a Speech in Print, 
which they are affured by one of bis Friends is genuine ; 
and which may enable them to judge for themjelves, of the 
Force of bis Arguments aud Eloquence. We Shall there- 
fore nolonger detain there from fo agreeable au Entertain- 
ment ; but lay before them the Speech itfelf, as it is Pub- 
lifbed by Mr. Walfingham, iz bis Free Briton of Jan. 4. 

I have obferved that Gentlemen, through the whole 
Courfe of this Debate, have well exercis’d their Parts, 
and declaimed very juftly againft the Wickednefs and Dan- 
per of Standing Armies.

ate, it isone of the greateft Arguments that ever was dif- 
cuffed. Iam fenfible of the Danger of Standing Armies, 
and the great Milchiefs. which they have always brought 
upon the Countries where they were eftablifhed, and I fhall 
always oppofe them with as much Zeal as any Gentleman 
whatever: But this is not now the Queftion; the Quef- 
tion is, Whether, for the Service of the prefent Year, 17000 
Soldiers foould be maintained, or 120002 Thisis the Point, 
and I could heartily wifh, that Gentlemen would confine 
themicives to it, and weigh impartially the Arguments on 
both Sides. Gentlemen talk much in Generals, and throw 
many Reflections. I have not only on this Account, but 
on many others, borne much Reproach, and I hope I fhall 
always bear it with Patience, without making Ufe of the 
fame Weapons. Gentlemen call the Thing in Debate what 
it 18 not, in order to oppofe what it really is; whereas, if 
they called it what it is, they would want Arguments to 
objet againtt it, I with Gentlemen would confider, that 
the Quettion is not about Standing Armies, but only for 
allowing bis Majefty 17000 Forces for this Year, and 
for 





- Majefty, they fay, 
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for this Year only. Gentlemen talk as if what they grant- 
ed now was to be perpetual, and their Vote this Seffions 
muit bind them in the next ; but thiscannot be the Cafe. 
Surely, Sir, every Body will be as much at Liberty to 
vote againit themnext Year, as they are now. It willne- 
ver be faid toany Gentleman, Sir, you voted for them laft 
Year, therefore you muft this: No, Sir,every Gentleman 
knows he fhall be as much at Liberty to vote according to 
his Opinion and Confcience then as he is now. Let us 
then confider what is now asked of us; it is 17090 Men, 
and thefe forone Year ; they are the Soldiers of the Peo- 
ple, kept for their Safety only, for the Support of the 
Nation againft foreign Invafions; What is ir then that 
Gentlemen are afraid of 2, Dothey think thefe Soldiers are 
defigned to be made Ufe of againft our Liberties 2? Do 
they think their Arms are to be turned againft their Coun- 
try ? 1 will not make Ufe of the Name of the King ; 
I think it ought to have no Awe on our Debates, nor will 
I ever attempt it. J amin that way of thinking, and do 
hold the Maxim juft, that the King can do no Wrong, nei- 
ther by Zaw nor Force, and his Minifters are refponfible 
Sor every Thing ; therefore I will with all my Soul put 
the Fate of the Queftion, and the whole Debate upon this 
Iffue. I defire every Gentleman to look into his own 
Breaft, and appeal to his own Confcience : Let him ask 
himfelf, if he does ferioufly think that the Minif@ry, who 
ask thefe Forces, have any Intention to employ them 
againit our Liberties, or turn them againft our Rights ? 
And letevery Gentleman fpeak as his Confcience dictates 
in this Affair ; I fhall very gladly fubmit the Queftion to 
this Decifion, and do fincerely make this Appeal to the 
Heart of every Gentleman. 

But Gentlemen fay, in Oppofition to the prefent Mo- 
tion, Where is the Advantage of this honourable Peace, 
this profound Tranquillity that isfo much boafted of ? His 

hes told us in his Speech, that it was 
obtained upon fuch Terms as can give no juft Reafon or 
Provocation to any of the Powers of Europe, and that it 
hath taken nothing from any Power; Where then is the 
Danger now 2 Whom have we to fear? And what are 
the Motives from whence thefe Troops are asked ? If we 
gre to keep up the fame Forces in Peace, where is. the 
Benefit of it 2 Gentlemen, who talk in this Strain now, 


- were of another Opinion the firft Day of the Seffion 5 
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they could not then fee that we had an advantagious Peace, 
that we had this profound Tranquillity; “twas then only 
a Wound skinn’d over, that had Gangrenes and Mortifi- 
cations underneath it, which would foon break out again; 
’rwas then only a popular Covering to perfuade the Par- 
jiament into good Humour on the firft Day of the Sef- 
fions. Have thefe Gentlemen really changed their Opi- 
nion? Did they think it a bad Peace on the Bett Day of the 
Seffions, and do they now think it a any honourable 
one ? Or do they only ufe thefe Expreffions for a prefent 
purpofe 2? And will their good Opinion of the publick 
‘Tranquillity laft no longer thana few Hours ? As I believe 
this is really the Cafe with thefe Gentlemen, I think they 
can upon no Pretence, with no Colour of Argument, op- 
pofe the Maintenance of thefe Soldiers ; for if Affairs be 
as they apprehend, if the Wound is only skinned over; 
if we are in as much Danger as before, we ought by no 
means to disband our Forces: They, Sir, furely can ne- 
ver recommend his Majefty to leave his Kingdom naked 
and defencelefs in fuch a Situation ; and therefore thefe 
Gentlemen fhould never be againft the prefent Queftion. 
Nor can! think it proper to leffen our Forces at this Junc- 
ture, tho the Peace be eftablifhed on the moft juft, moft 
folid Foundations. It is an Infant juft born, a hopeful 
Child it is, and I hope it will grow up to Manhood: But 
fhall we defert it in its Infancy? Shall the firft grateful 
Return which we make to his Majeity, be Diftruft, and 
depriving him of his Forces 2 
All the Courts of Europe now look upon the Diffatif 
faction among us, to arife from the Enemies of the Pre- 
teftant Succeffion. The Cafe of Difaffe@ion is now redu- 
ced quite to Facobitifm. 1 know that fome Gentlemen 
would gladly have this looked on only as a Bugbear ; and 
they would rejoice to fee the Time, when any Alarms,

Invafion. If it be all Chimera, if there be no Danger of 
this Kind, I fhould be very glad to knowir. This Iam 
{ure of, that our Forces never have been leffened, but it. 
gave Occafion to foreign Powers to form defigns upon us, 
and attempt Invafions ; and yet it never kath been done 
but with great Pretences, great Shew of Zeal for the Safe- 
ty of the People. The Pill muft be gilded with Populari- 
ty ; it was fo in the Queeén’s Time, and I believe no Gen- 
tleman doubts with what View our Forces were then re- 
duced. 

I believe Gentlemen imagine, that the Reduétion which 
they propofe of 5000 Men, will be a greater Saving to the 
Publick than it really will ; for, of thefe 5000 to be dif- 
banded, 2000 will be Jnvalids, that muft return to Chel- 
Jfea-College; fo that the Saving from them will be buta 
Farthing a Day, which will make the whole not fo confi- 
derable as may be apprehended. Gentlemen feem to me 
to have let flip out of their Memory, what was dropt in 
the opening of the Debate ; thatif there fhould be any 
Power in Europe, that can be induced to form any De- 
figns againft us, this muft be the favourable Jun€ture, when 
their Arms have no Call any other Way. While the A4f- 
fairs of Europe were unfettled, and Danger was threatned 
from every Quarter, and on every Hand, there was no 
Temptation to embroil themfelves in new Difficulties ; but 
now, Sir, there is Leifure for Ambition to look round. 

I am the more convinced of the Hopes of the Enemies 
of the Proteftaut Succeffion, and that it would give them 
great Pleafure to fee our Forces reduced, and our King- 
dom defencelefs, from an Accident that happened laft Night, 
which I will beg Leave to relate to the Houfe. Ihad the 
Honour to be prefent at a Committee of Conncil, where 
no lefs than five Bills were laid before us from Ireland, 
to prevent the Growth and Encouragement of Popery,which 
prevailed and flourifhed fo much in that Kingdom, as was 
very alarming, There was a Counfel who pleaded on 
their Behalf ; a Gentleman of great Learning, and who 
made the beit of a bad Caufe. In the Courfe of his Plead- 
ing, he cited the Articles of Limerick ; which being cal- 
led for by the Lords of the Council, a Popifh Sollicitor, who 
attended on this Affair, produced it in a little Book, which 
he took out of his Pocket.

drefs and Application would have form’d the fame Con- 
{piracy, fince the Wifhes and Inclinations of all the People 
were as thofe of oue Man. 

Tho’ fome of the Nobility might engage in this Enter- 
prize out of Revenge and Difappointment, and others with 
a View of obtaining the principal Employments and great 
Offices of S:ate, as foon as the new Government was fet- 
tled; yet the Love of Liberty, and the Hopes of fecuring 
the Remain der of their Properties, was the Cement of this 
glorious. Undertaking. It was this Spirit which influene’d 
the Ny ee of Lisbon, who were the greater Number of 
the Confpirators. By the new Methods of Taxation which 
Vafconcelios was daily projecting, they forefuw the total 
Ruin of thei ir Commerce, and they thought it much more 
eligible to die with their Swords in their Hands, endeavour- 
ing to reicue their Country, than to live Beggars and Slaves 
under a Spanifh G yovernment, 

3. T will conclude with a Remark on Vafconcellos’s Beha- 
viour. He treated the Nobility with fo much Haughtinefs, 
he was fo little moved by the Compiaints and Murmurs of 
the People, and there appeared fuch an Inflexibility of Tem- 
per in all his Actions, even then, when the ftrongeft Re- 
inuonf{trances were made to him, that many of his Eneinies 
as well as his Friends reputed him to be a Man of great 
Fortitude of Mind; and they were confirm’d in this Opi- 
nion by the carelefs Manner in which he generally appeared 
Abroad. For 1 feldo in had many Attendants; and the ve~- 
ry J ght before the Execution of this Plot he crofs’d the 
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Tagus upon a Party of Pleafure in Company only with two 
or three of his Creatures. But this C onduét of the Mini- 
fter’s was Owing to that great Contempt in which he se, 
his Countrymen, whom he look’d upon as Beaits of Bu 
then, and judg’d (rightly en ae that they never dur ft make 
anv Attempts upon his Perfon, unlefs at the fame time 
they revolted from the King of Spaim. However, when be 
faw his real Danger, he difco vered his natural Cowardice, 
Inftead of endeavouring to detend himieli, he crept into a 
Hole, and when he was difcovered, he had not fo much 
Prefence of Mind as to utter one Word.

‘The firft, Freedom of Eleétion, has already been provi- 
ded for by alate Act ; how effectually, or righteoufly, 
Time mutt difcover. 

The other, Freedom of Debate, and Voting in this 
Houfe, is, or ought to be, provided for by the Bill now 
inder your Cont ideration. 

The only Evil, deftru€tive of the Freedom of Parliaments, 
propofed to be remedied by this Bill, is Corruption. But 
if it fhall appear, that a wicked and defperate Oppofition has

done infinitely more Mifchief than the moft bale and mer. 
cenary Compliance ; then this Bill muft be very detective, 
and for that Reafon ought not to pafs this Houte. 

Confult the Hiltory of former Reigns, and former Pare 
liaments, precedent to the Revolution ; and you will find 
our Anceltors bravely, and wilely, and honetiiy oppoting 
he Court ; becaufe the Court purfued Meatfares, deltructive 
of the Liberties of their Country. 

But carry your Enquiry no farther back than the Revola- 
tion, aud you fhall hardly meet with one remakable In{tance 
of Oppofition (always excepting the four laft memorable 
Years of the lave Queen) but what was founded on Party, 
Revenge, or Difappointment. 

Could it ever have entered into the Heart of Man to con- 
ceive, that a Nation reduced to the very Brink of Deltruc-

If we come down to the prefent Times, what Man, 
Who was an Eye-Witnefs of that univerfal Joy and Satis- 
faction, with which his Jdajeffy afcended the Throne of 
his Anceftors, would at that Time have believed, that ia 
fo fhort a Space of Time fuch a Spirit of Oppofit:on could 
have appeared ; which firlt began with the molt virulenc

But this, Sir, is not the only Defe& in this Bill, nor 
the wortt Part of it: For as, on the one Hand, no fober 
Man would give his Confent to any Bill, that thal] make

Hand, he never will concur in the paffing of any Bil 
which fhall make the Crowz to become abfolutely depen. 
dent on a H. of C. 

Whenever fuch a Bill as this fhall pafs into a Law, 
there is an End of your Conftitution ; and a Ag of Ey. 
dgnd is no longer a King; he isno morethana Szatdbolae 
of Holland. 

Such, Sir, is the Bill now before you. A Bill, which, 
indeed by the Title of it, carries with it the moft plaut 
ble Pretences; but, by the exprefs Words of it, invell 
this Houfe with the moft difcretionary and arbitrary Power, 
A Bill, calculated for no other Purpofes, but to ere& a 
Sort of Common-Wealth upon the Rais of Monarchy. 

Inthe Parliament in the Year 41, there was not ¢ 
bove one Part in fix of the Members left in either Hout, 
This could never have been bri ught about, but by the Or 
cinances, as they were called, of thofe Times, for the more 
effectual preventing of Delinquets and corrupt Members 
from fitting and voting in either Houfe of Parliament. 

And I defy any Manto fhew me, that any one of thofe 
Ordinances yave fo great a Latitude of Power to that Par 
hament, as is given to all fwtere Parliaments by thof 
general Words of this Bill— Ivdirectly to take or receive 

any Reward or Gratuity whatfuever. As it-is impoffible 
to Imit or determine what it is—indiredtly to receive aly 
Gratnity—or, what fhall be deemed a Gratuity. 

And how any Gentleman can fatisfy himfelf to invel 
a Hi. of C. with that very individual Power, which deftroy- 
ec even the Parliament it felf, and overturned the Confti- 
tution, rs beyond my Comprehenfion.

If you 
have ever happened to meet with an aakward ALimick, as 
now and then fuch a Creature is to be found, you have, 
in my Opinion, the neareft Refemblance of an affected 
Fellow; and 1 need not, I think, fay any thing more, to 
warn you agatuft being like one. 
* Iil-Nature, in the Senfe I here take it, is fetting, up 
for a Wit at the Expeuce of others. The Eafinefs of 
fucceeding in this Charader, is what | fuppofe, makes fo 
navy pretend toit. But, a little Reflection mutt, me- 
thinks, convince you, that he is very unfit for a Caxpe- 
wion, Who, you have Reafon to believe, can never be 
madea Friexd. When you confider fuch a Man in his 
true Light, rejoicing at the Follies, and even at the fatl 
ings Of his Acquaintance, thriving, as it were, upon the 
Misfortunes, and expofing, with the greateit Pleature, all 
their weak Sides; farely, a Pure fo unamiable, mul 
itrike fuch Horror on the Jmagization, as to make you 
* fo far from endeavouring to refemble fuch an one, that 
‘ | fancy you’d be afham’d to be feen with him.——Fise 
" Raillery requi:es a very delicate Turn of Thought, as 
as well as Accuracy of Judgment: Téis, therefore .can 
be the Province but of few, fince but very few can be 
capable of it; and yet, even this is what I fhould not 
detire ia a Perfonl wih well to. °Tisa dangerous Te- 
lent; the Ufe and Abufe of it bordering fo near upon each 
other, that 'tis {Carce poffible, at all Times, rightly 0 
diftinguith them ; and the Confequence of a M:ftake, is 
at belt difagreeable, and may be fatal. A good 
Underftanding, improv’d by reading the be/t Books, and 
Keeping the deft Company, will make you welcome 
wherever you go, without the mean Helps of Rasling 
and Scandal. An ingenious and fprightly Conzverfatiom 
| upon the moft indifferent Subjeéts, is what diltinguifhes 
a ddan of fine Parts from the meer Men of she en 
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A fuperficia! Knowledge of the World, and of the Stile 
and Language in Pogue, fet off with a Shewy Drei, 
and a Forward Air, is all that is requir’dto fet up this 
kind of Gentleman; and that fo many of them make 
the Figure they do, is more Owing to the fhameful ]e- 
norance Of others, than any Merit of their own. The vi- 
fible Increafe of this Sort of Geatry, is, I doubt, a Fore- 
runner of the Depravity of our Zaffe, and muit at latt 
end in the general Extinétion of all good Senfe and good 
Vianners among us. I muft, thefore, above al! Things, 
intreat you not to put yourfelf upon a Level with thofe, 
who either never had a good Education, or never knew 
how to profit by it. 

‘ IT would not have you endeavour too much to fine 
in Company; neither would I have you think you don’t 
recommend yourfelf at all, if you are not always doin 
it Thereis a fealoufy in Mankind, which you moi 
take Care not to raife; or otherwife, inftead of appland- 
inz, they will be looking for fomething to cenfure, and 
you will mifS of your End by atoo open Pufuit of it. 
Tis a common Error among young People, to judge of 
their Wie by the Mirth it occations. This is a very 
wrong Standard, andthe Way to be led into great Ab- 
furdities. Laughter is not always a Sign of being pleas’d; 
or if it were, it is what the /eaft knowing are ufually fo 
remarkable for, that a w/e Maz thould as little value 
himfelf upon raifing it in others, as he wauld have Rea- 
fon to do for fetting the Example of it himfelf. ’Tis 
very obfervable, the lower the Diverfion, the louder is 
the Laugh; and for this Reafon, an Harlequin or a Merry 
Andrew, is, by fome fort of Wits, preferr’d before all 
other Dramatick Performances. Betides, a Man of that 
Species Of Pleafamtry 1 am mentioning, feldom fails, 
one Time or other, to dwindle into a ‘efter, a’ Cha- 
racter our Ancetftors ufed very properly to dittinguifh by 
a party colour’d Coat, and a Cap and Feather. 

"Tis fo common to call Things by wrong Names, that 
it will be convenient to examine into their Natures, without 
taking them too much upon Truft, for fear of being de- 
ceiv’d. Thus downright Jmpudence is very frequently 
cover’d under the Notion of a good Affurance. The one 
's neceffary, but the other intolerable; and the Difference 
between them fo obvious, that ’ris all Experince can do, 


‘ t0 convince us, “tis poflible they fhould be taken one 
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for tother, An tmpudent Fellow, like a woly Baily, 
impotes ror a Momcut, but becomes very difpicabie as, 
fon as he is difcover’d. A Man may as well pretend 
to fet a Value upon his own Joney, as upon his own, 
Merits, fince whatever they may be in his Opzaion, they 
can pats in Dealimg but at the common Rate. To de. 
ceive the Zgworant, is neither very difficult nor defirable; 
"tis Jike fpoining by Cazdle-light, which is always molt 
advantageous to Things of Jeaft Value. If you aim, 
therefore at Applanfe, you matt take the Pains to deferve 
it, or.elfe, I’m afraid you'll be in Danger of a Difap- 
pointment True Merit, which is the Beauty of the 
Mind, is like that of the Body; it’s impofflible long to 
conceal it where it really; is, or to counterfeit it where it 
is not. As Patches and Paimt make Uglinefs the more 
remarkable; fo an affaming Coxcomd is in a manner a, 
double one ; while he is taking as much Pains ta.expofe, 
his own Nakedue/s, as if he was afraid his Imperfections 
hould pafs unobferv'd. .

ther View, but of gratifying their Vices with the publick 
Money, in the mean Time the Foreign Interefts of the 
State went to Wreck. It was no Matter how any 
thing was patch’d up Abroad, provided it gave the Men of 
Bufinefs an Opportunity of Fleecing at Home, for that was 
the End of all their Politicks. 

While Things were in this bleffed Situation, the Men 
in the publick Employments were continually prefling for 
new Taxes to be laid upon the People, it happened, that 
When one of a moft extraordinary Nature was propoled in 
the Senate, one Galielmo Poggio, a Man of Honour, one

all theit Salaries, that it may be feen what will be rais’d 
by this Projet; but I have made no Article for what ad- 
heres to their felonious Fingers, but fhall leave every Mat 
to guefS at that, who will take the Pains to comparé 
their prefent Wealth with their former Poverty, and has 
been Witnefs of their luxurious Way of Living in the 
mean time.

N.S. and as fO much time had elapfed before the open- 
ing of their Commiffions, it has been fince agreed between 
the two Crowns, that the three Years for finifhing the 
Commiffion of the faid Comiffaries, fhall be computed 
from their firlt Meeting ori the faid 23d of February. And 
it may be computed, that befides the Delay of Payment 
as to what is due to us, the Spaniards get from ws about 
1scol. a Year; by the Continuance of onr Commiflaries 
among them.

S I never before troubled you upon this Occafion ; and 

as I fhall not repeat any of thofe Arguments which have 
been made ufe by other Gentlemen in any former Debate; 
and as it is a Queftion of the laft Importance to the Peace 
and Happinefs of this Realm ; I hope I fhall be indulged a 
few Words, if l endeavour to ftate the Argumen:s, Ou both 
Sides, as they appear to me, in the ffroage/# Light. 

On the one hand, Sir, it has been often argued in general 
from what has happened to other Nations ——— That an 
Army may, atone Time or other, be made ufe of to deltroy 
your Liberties, | 

On the other hand, it has been as often.argued, from what 
has happened in this Nation, not only jie, but iminediate 
ly before, his late Maye/ty’s Acceflion to the Crown —= 
That, if you make any Reduétion of the Forces, you will 
very {vow be deprived of that Peace and Tranquillity, which 
we how enjoy. 

lam very ready toallow, Sir ——_< That no Nation ever 
loft their Liberties, but by a Standing Army. 

Ido likewife agree ——. That there is bardly an Inttance 
ofany one Nation, where an Army was kept up, but that 
Nation, foower or later, lott their Liberties. 

But then give me Leave to obferve —~ That this is 4 
very fallacious Way of Reafoning ; and by no means appli- 


A 


cable to the prefent Times, and Circumftances of Things, 
or to the Forces that are now kept up. 

Thofe Nations, who have loft their Liberties by Stand- 
ing Armies, have fatfered thofe Armies to be mainrained 
and kept up without any apparent Reafin or Necefitys 
and then *tis no Wonder that any Prince, who had no 
Cumpetitor to his Crown, fhould take the Opportunity, 
by Means of that Army, to make himfelf abjolute. 

But I defy any Man to give me an Inflance of any 
one Nation, Who having deprived their Prince of tie 
Liown, for aiiuming to himfelf arbitrary Kowes.in opel 
yolaton 
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Violation of the known Laws and Conftitution ; and 
judged it meceffary to keep up an Army to oppofe any 
Atteinpt that fhould be made to reftore him, that ever was 
caflaved by that Army. | 

‘And the Reafon is very plain———Becaufe, in this 
Cafe, there is a Competitor to the Crown, who mutt 
bea Check upon every Attempt to eftablifh arbitrary Power ; 
and a perpetual Remembrance That a People, who, 
in the moft extraordinary Manner, have hazarded their 
Lives and Fortunes, in Defence of their Liberties, wil! 
moft certainly run the fame Hazards, whenever they fhall 
find their Liberties in the fame Daxger. 

And it is avery juft Remark of one of our belt H:/forians, 
——!* That the Convention Parliament, at the Revola- 
‘ trom, in that famous Conference concerning the Vacancy 
‘of the Throne, feemed to have had this ia their View, 
* that there fhould be a C4eck upon all facceeding Princes, 
‘ not to tread im the Steps of the late Aezg Fames. 

So that, in this Cafe, we may very jultly fay, 
That that which is our Daxger, is at the lame time oue 
Security. 

To demonftrate the Reafonablenefs and Neceffity of 
keeping up the prefent Nomber of Forces, | fhall not in- 
filt upon that Argument, which has been fo often ftated 
to you, in fo ftrong and clear a Manner, that no one has 
lo much as attempted to give an Anfwer to it, which is, 
——That if the prefent Number of Forces was teduced 
t0 12,000 Men, it is impoffible that sooo could be drawn 
together in fix Weeks Time, in any one Part of the 
Kingdom. Aud let any Man lay his Hand upon his 
Heart, and declare, whether he does not not think, 
that it a Foreign #orce were to land upon us, and to be 
immediately joined by a large Body ofthe Difaffeted (as 
there is too much Reafon to apprehend they would) 
the Blow might not be ftruck in much lefs Time, than 
{0 inconfiderable an Army (if it deferves that Name) could 
be got together, as sooo Men. 

And therefore, Sir, tho? his Majefly might have all the 
Reafon in the World to reft his Incereft upon the Affecti- 
Ons of his People, from the L#nocence and Uprightnefs of 
his Actions ; yet this Husfe would be inexculable, both in 
the Sight of God and Man, if any unforefeen Accident 
thould happen, and there was not a Force provided fuit- 
able to the Greatuefs of the Occafion.

fitted upon by any Gentleman.

Sirets of the Argument for the prefent Queftion. he 

And, for my own Part, Sir, I am free to declare, 9 
That no Danger that threatens us, either at Home, or from 
Abroad, fhould influence or determine me, to give my 
Vote for the prefent Number of Forces; if I were not fu 
ly convinced and fatisfied, from every Carcumftance of you 
prefent Situation, not only of the Dazger you will be & > 
pofed to without them; but that thefe Forces can never > 
employed to deprive us of our Liberties. 1 

To make this plainly appear, let us confider, in the fit [7 
Place, ———- What little Reafon we have to apprehend, > 
that any Priace fhould attempt or defire to become Air 
jute in this Nation. bd 

If we look back, we fhall find,--- That the principa, 1 
if not the oaly, Motives, that induced any of our form 
Princes, efpecially fince the Time of the Reformation, © F~ 
make that Attempt, have been, either; that they. wet 5 
greatly ftraitened tor Want of Money, or, that they hi 
formed a Defign to extirpate the Prote/tant Religion. 

Thus, Sir, in the Reign of King Charles 1. it cannot (7 
denied, --- That that Prince took fach Meafares, as dire@l) 5 
tended to introduce Arbitrary Power. But for what Rew 
fon ? Not purely for the Sake of being Arbitrary, but thi 
he might have it in his Power to raife Money to fupply 
Nece(jities. | 

_And this appears to have been the Senfe of the Conve 
iow Parliament, at the Reftoration ; who, vpon fertling 
the Revenue of the Crown, came to this unanimous Re 
folucion, ---* That the Mistortunes of the jate King, a

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Ir we come down to the Time of King ‘fames, we 
fhall find that Prince taking large eps to make himfelf 
Abfolute ; but p/aim/y for no other Reafon than this 
That he had determin’d within himfelf to eftablith Popery. 

Happy for us, Sir, and for our Polterity, not only-—— 
that all Pap.?s are for ever excluded the Britifh Throne, 
but--- thatthe Varliament has wifely ettablithed fuch a Kee 
venue, as Will always be fufficient to fupport the Honour 
and Dignity of the Crown. 

In this Situation, freed from the Danger of any Inno 
vations in Religion, treed from the Apprehenfions of any 
illegal atid exorbitant Demands from the Crown; I fay, 
Sir, in this Situation, to talk of the Danger of your Liber- 
ties, is the groffeft Abufe and Affront that can be offered 
to all Common Senfe. ; | 

This, Sir, is, I think, fufficient to fhew---- how little ap- 
plicable any Arguments againft Standing Armies, in geseras 
are to your prefent Circumflances and Situation ; Nor are 
they more applicable to the prefent Number of Forces. 

For if the chief Command of thefe Forces be given to 
the Nobility and Gentlemen of the beit Eftates and Families 
in the Kingdom, how improbable, I may fay; morally :m- 
pofible, is it—that fach Men fhould ever join with any 
Prince in making him Ad/folute ? 

And tho’ it fhould' be allowed, what no Man, I think, 
in his Senfes can fuppofe—— that we cannot be fure how 
long they may be continued in Command, and that Men of 
no fortune or Family may not be put into their Places———- 
yet, if we may rely on the Reafoning of fome Gentlemen, 
there can be no Danger to your Linerties, even from fuch 
a Change as this; becaufe, fay they ‘ All the Nobility 
‘and Gentry in the Kingdom would unite againft them, 
‘ and foon defeat their Detigns. 

As to what has been faid-————- That neither Officer nor 
Soldier dare to diipute the Orders of their Supreme Com- 
mander; but chat, if any Officer were commandec to pull his 
own Father out of this Houfe by the Nofe, he mulido it, he 
dares not difobey---I would only puc Gentlemen in inind 
of one Incident of the like Nature, in the Reign of the 
late King Fames. When that Prince thought to itimi= 
date his Army, by his own Prefence, to concur with his 
Defigns, and began with one Regiment firit, purpoting to 
have gone thro’ his whole Army ; commanding thofe who 
Wercjagain{t taking off the Penal Laws and Telit to lay 

Nuno. [V. hae down 
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down their Arms; all, excepting two Captains, and a few 
Popifh Soldiers, laid down their Arms ; plainly tettitying 
by this--- that they would not comply with his Defigns. 

So far from being trve, nay, f0 fhameful, is that Affer- 
tion, which has been laid down---* That neither the Af 
‘ feétion of the Soldiers towards their Country, nor the 


© Honour and Integrity of their Under-Officers, are to be 7 


© depended on. 

It has been often faid, Sir--- thata Prince ought to reign 
in the Heurts and Affections of his People; and, Thatthis 
is his beft Security. 

This is very true. Nor do [| believe--- that any Prince 
ever deferved to reign more in the Hearts and A ffections of 
his People than his prefenc Maje/fy--- Nay, I will go far 
ther, and acknowledge--- that I believe his AZaze/ty to have 
fo much the Hearts and Affections of his People, that any 
Attempt in favourof the Pretezder would end in the De 
ftruction of the Authors of it. 

NeverthelefS, Sir, tho’ this be /aficient to fecure his Ma 
jefty onthe Throne; yet Experience has taught us— that 
this aione is not fufficient, without a competent Force, 00 
reftrain a defperaté Faction from making continual Atrempts 
in favour of the Pretexder, and calling in Foreign Powers 
to their Afliftance. 

What Mifchiefs or Dangers fuch Attempts may poffibly 
be attended with, at one Zime or other, no Man can pre 
tend to forefeé; but this I am fure—we fhould be the om 
ly People in the World, who,’ for our own Sakes, had we 
no Regard for the Honour and Safety of our Prince, that 
wou!d not guard again{t them. 

Befides this, Sir, whenever thefe Men have feemed to 
repent, how {oon have they returned to their former Prin- 
ciples of bringing this Nation into a State of Slavery? A 
memorable Yuftance we have of this in the Rejon of the 
jate King ames. When that Prince returned fiom Re 
chefler, with what 4cclawations was he reccived as he pal- 
fed thro’ the City of Lozdoz, as if he had been returning from 
a Victory? 

lf thofe who were Eye-Witxeffes of the Calamities, that 
wert coming upon their Country, could fo foon torget that 
ocene of Horror ; ic is the lef$ to be wondered’ at— that 
all the Terrors of Popery make little or no lupreffion upon 
the Minds of many in thete Days. |

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Upon the Whole, Sir— we have not only a large Bo- 
dy of Paps/fs among{t us, many of whom are pofleiled of 
creat E/fates; but tis too notorious, their Prief/fs are more 
xumerous, and appear more opexly in this City, than has 
been known for many Years We have a much larger 
Body of Men, who indeed ca// themfelves Proteftants ; 
but, I know not by what ftrange /#fatuation, are ever rea- 
dy to joim the Papifts— We have a powerful Nation upon 
our Borders, with whom indeed we are entered into a 
Union; but, I fear, a Union, which, tho’ a Biefiag to both 
Nations, may reafonably be fuppofed to require fome /ozger 
Time to perfeét— and to make us become entirely one 
People— We have France, 1 will not fay our declared Ene- 
my, but, I believe, no very fracere Friend— And, to men- 
tion no more, We are perpetually put in Mind by thofe 
wno are moft zealous for a Reduction of the Forces—‘ That 
‘the Affairs of Ewrope are in fuch a Sitation, that you 
‘ may almoft every Moment expect to fee a War break 
© out. 

And is this, Sir, a Timeto talk of difarming yourfelves? 
Is this a Yame to complain of the Danger of your Liber- 
ties from Standing Armies ? Is this. a Zeme to put on the 
Patriot, and affedé to be thought a zealous Affertor of the 
Liberties of your Country ? Is this a Zime to pretenda 
Concern to eafe the People of a Part of their Burthen, by 
reducing the Number of Forces, which would foon be 
found to bear no Proportion to the fatal Confeguences of 
luch a Reduction ? 

_Parcon me to fay it, Sir— It is trifling with your own 
Safer, . 

The beft, the only AZethod to provide for your own Se- 
curity, and to tranfimit to Pofterity the Blefings we en- 
joy, is this To guard againft every Accident, which may 
in the dea/f hazard tne Safety and Prefervation of 4:5 Ma- 
jefly and nis Reyal Family.

N the Daily Courant of the 24th Inftant, the Occaf- 

omal Financer aadri{j:s bimjelf to the Traders in the fol- 

lowing ‘Manners E 2 Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen, 

When, upon the Revolution, the Defence of the Li- 
berties of Europe in general, and thofe of England in par- 
ticular, were undertaken, did not the Land Holders gem. 
roufly take much the /arge/# Share of that Burden on them: 
felves? And have they not, for many Years, continued to 
pay a fifth Part of their annual Incomes for that Purpofe; 
while they al‘ bore their full Share of all other Taxes in 
common with you; tho’ your Stocks in Trade, as ’tis well 
kuown, efcaped almoft intirely feot-free ; tho’ a very great 
Part of that Expence was applied dire&tly to fxpport, to 
defend, orto enlarge that VERY TRADE in which your 
Stocks were fo employed, almoft Tax-free; except thofe 
few which you paid in common with the Land-Holders 
for confumable Commodities ? How much, by this means, 
your whole Body has been inriched, is moff apparent, not 
only from the vatt Purchafes already made in the Coipats 
of a few Years ; but by the numerous Mortgages that now 
hang heavy on perhaps oxe Third of the other Ettates of 
the Kingdom, as well as from the waft Majs of Money in 
the Funds; both which wait but till a dettle farther Pro- 
grefs of the Land-Taxes fhall intirely difable the prefent 
Owners from fubfifting on the fall Remains of their E- 
{tates, to make an iutire Change in that Part of our Pro- 
perts, and fwallow up the Body of our o/d Gentry at 
once. And is it reafonable, Gentlemen, that, upon the 
firft Talk of a Law to curb fome particular Frand:, by 
which the Revenues may be greatly increafed, and a Means 
opened of faving perhaps the Remains of zhofe Fortunes 
which have been lavifhed in your Defence? Is it reafonable, 
I fay, that you fhould, one and ali, join the Outcry of 2 
Hindful of Men aga‘nft the only Remedy for thofe Abufes, 
and Speculations of the Publick Money Nay, can it 
be imagined that you fhould go farther, as this your pre 
tended Spoke{fman would infinuate; and facrifice their Ls 
berties, who have already not only impoverifbed themfelves 
in defending yours, but have vaftly exr:ched you at the fame 
time, by the Tendernefs with which they have treated both 
you and your Trades Would you as impolitickly and 
as unjultly break in on the Cow/titution, and forettal] the 
Freedom of Debates and Vores in that Par: of the Legi- 
flature to whofe.Care you owe thofe Advantages; and that 
for the Sake of defending a few particular Men, from the 
only Infpe@ion that can compe] them to pay z/ofe Sams 
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to the Publick Ufe, which they have for a long time raifed, 
and mow do actually levy, on the Lawd-Owners, on your- 
felves, and on all the reft of the Nation; as is evidently 
the Cafe of the Wine-Brewers ? 

In the next place, can yor, Gentlemen, who arealready 
under the Inconveniencies of an Excsfe, not only be foun- 
jult to the Land- Holders, as to join fuch a Cry as tends 
to oppofe any Relief to their prefent Burdens; but impoli- 
tickly be led to oppofe a Defign, which, by offering firft 
or laft a large Increafe to the Simking Fund, promifes a 
much {peedier Removal of thofe Burdens from yourfelves, 
than can be otherwife expected? 

And can you, Gentlemen, who are Proprietors of the 
Fusds, moft injudicioufly join in fomenting and fupporting 
among the Populace a mifchievous Sperit of Mutiny, that 
in the very next Step tends to facrifice your All— Think 
you that the Cry of Down with Excifes on one Side, does 
not pave the Way for Down with the Land-Taxes on 
the other; unlefs your real Defign be, initead of oppofing 
thefe, to throw off zhofe you yourfelves pay? If the Mdem- 
bers of any Parliament are to be intimidated and foreftall’d 
in their Debates concerning the proper Methods of levying 
the Publick Taxes, may not another Fac#son, in Imitation 
of the prefeut, put themfelves at the Head of a Landed 
Rabble, and cry, Down with the Land-Taxes allo? What 
may be the Confequence of all this to yourfelves in parti- 
cular, you in particular ought juftly to contider; and ex- 
amine, whether you are not thus preparing the very Spange 
you dread and would avoid. 

And laftiy, Geutlemen, it would not misbecome a// of 
you to weigh ferioufly, not only its Tendency and Effeéts,

Excifes in other Countries are not levied in the fame Mas- 
ner as in England. 


M2. D  Anwers ix bis left Crafttman in anfwer to fuch 

of bis Adverfaries as have talked of the Exct[es imHole 
land aud Venice, fhews that the Excifes in thofe Commom 
wealshs are not levied as they are in England. 

The Officers of Excife, in thofe Countries, are empows 
ered only to collect the Duties, and not allowed to harrafs 
the People afterwards; whereas our Excifemen may put 
the Trader to infinite Trouble and Vexation, after. the 
Crows is fully fatisfied; which often proves of worfe Con- 
iequence to Him than paying dowble the Duty. 
$ Vhe Dutch ixcifemen have no Power of entering and 
tearching Houfes as the Exglifh have, by the Ads before- 
Inentioned., 

_ The Officers in Holland are not appointed by the Stadt 
poder, Not in Kemice by the Doge; but in England They 
we nomMmated by the King, and removeable ‘at his Plea- 
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In Holland and Venice, the Duties collected by Excife 
are intirely apply’d to the publick Service of the_refpective 
States ; whereas, in England, great Part of the Fines and 
Forfeitures comes into the Pockets’ of the Crown-0O fficers, 
aud for that Reafon tempts Them to opprefs the Subject. 

Betides, in Exgland not only the Officers, but likewile the 
Judges of all Offences againit the Laws ot #£xci/e, are ap- 
pointed by the Crown, which is to have a farge Share of 
the Axci/e icfelf; whereas in folland and WVevice Vhofe, 
woo appoint the Officers of the Revenue, and Thofe, who 
are the Jn dges of Offences againtt Excife-Laws, have not 
the lealt Gain from fswes and Forfertures ; but the whole 
Prduce of the Revenue belongs to the Commonwealth. 

Tie / enetians are great Enemies to Bribery, as well as 
fevere Punithers of it when difcover’d; and the Dzke Him- 
fel pays a larger Proportion of alé/- Laxes than any other 

erion. | 

The Governments of Venice and Holland are therefore 
it no Danger from an E-xcife, under the Circum{tances 
and Rettridtions beforementioned. 

[am intormed that the Excifes in FRANCE are under 
much the fame Regulations, with Regard to the Officers, 
who have no Power Of estring and fearching Houjes; fo 
that, if this be true, our boalted Land of Liberty is ina 
worle Condition, on this Account, than even the arbitrary 
Kingdom of France, or perhaps any Nation in the World. 

Archbifhhop Jellotfom obferves of the Romi/h Religion, 
that it were better to have no Religion than one, that tends 
t0 the Oppreffion of Mankind; and may it not with equal 
Reafon be faid of Government; Better 20 have none than 
one, which tends to the Ruin of the People, inftead of thei 
ProteFion? Would it not be extremely fevere, nay, 
cven tyramnicaly if ‘Taxes fhould be fo collected, as to de- 
troy the very End of raifing them; vz. the Prefervation 
Of the People in their Trade, Rights and Liberiies ? 

But We are told by the Advocates for Power, that the 
Merchants fhall have greater Encouragement by an £xei/e 
than they now enjoy ; and the Fetters fhall be fo nicely 
prepared and fitted to the Legs of the Xesaslers, that they 
Will be in Love with them, and verify the Prediction of 
Our prefent excellent Laureate, in bis Birth-Day Ode.

The Nature of Political Oppofitions examined. 


BEDIENCE (fays Carus) is due to every Govern- 

ment, fo long as thofe who adininifter it keep to their 
Duty, that is, remain fatisfied with that Proportion of Power 
which is entrufted tothem by the Conttitution, and mak 
ufe of that Power for thofe Purpofes, and for thofe only, 
for which it was entrufted with them; this, I think, muft 
be granted me as a Principle felf-evident. 

It follows from thence, that Oppoflition to any Govern- 
ment or Adminiftration is only jult and reafonable, when 
thofe at the Helm are apparently taking fuch Meatures as 
are contrary to, or dettructive of the Conttirution. Now 
this was actually the Criterion which diltinguifhed the late 
glorious REVOLUTION, from an open and iniamous KE- 
BELLtON. The King and his Miniflers broke in upon 
whatever the People held valuable or facred, they intring’d 
our Civil and Relizious Rights, invaded our Property, and; 
by anew aflum’d di!penfing Power, diffolv’d the Laws enaét- 
ed by the Legiflature. Now whenever fuch a Cafe thall 
happen again, Men will not be at a Lois for a Remedy ; 
but till then, whoever oppofes an Adminiltration acting in 
due Subordination to the Laws, and attempting nothing a- 
gaintt the Liberty or the Property of the Subject, is fo far 
a Traitor to his King, and an Enemy to his Country. Ac- 
cording to our prefent Conftitution nothing can be clearer 
than this. 

Indeed, if at any time Men of prodigious Artifice fhould 
get into the Adminiftration, and fhould take fuch Meafures, 
tho’ not directly contrary to the Leiter of the Laws, as 
tended either to extend the Royal Prerogative, or theit own 
Power, beyond the due Bounds; or were calculated to 
fleece, or to opprefs the People; 1 am ready to grant, an 
honett and wife Man thould oppofe, and by every lawful 
Means he could think of, endeavour to defeat them; and 
on the other Hand, if a reftlef$, unruly, and traiterous Par- 
ty of Men enter into deep and watearchable Methods of 
Nouns. Y. C injuring 
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injuring and diturbing the Commonwealth, fo cover’d with 
Fraud, as to be out of the Gripe of legal (fadgment; it 
feems both rational and equitable, that they fhould be pua- 
nfhed according to their Deferts, by that immutable Law, 
‘Chat Iniguity fhould not efcape with Impunity. But thefe 
are extraordinary Cafes, with which, however necetlary to 
my Purpote, [ fhould have been cautious of meddling, it 
in the latter I had not been direéted in my Opinion by that 
of the ingenious and difinterefted // r » Efg; de- 
livered on a memorable Occafion. 

But above all Things, proper Evidence is neceflary in all 
Cu'es of Political Oppofition ; and if thofe who accule a 
Miviltry are unsble to produce any Proofs of their having 
deligned or attempted to conftrain the Confciences ot Men 
in retpeét to Religious Tenets, of having exerted illegally their 
Power over the Perions of his Majetty’s Subjeéts 5 or levying, 
againtt{ Law, Taxes or Impotitions of any kind; then we 
may fafely conclude, that whatever Motives may have raifed 
and (upported fuch an Oppofition, they are neither Righ- 
teous in themfelves, nor can in their Confequences be Bene- 
ficial to their Country.

Jury fome Particulars relating to the Faét. 

Mrs. Lydia Duncomb was a Widow Lady, about 89 
Years ot Age, fhe had liv’d 40 Years, four pait of Stairs 
high in the Juner Temple; {he had one Maid Elizabeth 
Larrifon, who had lived with her many Years, and was 
growe 
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erown old in her Service, for fhe was about 60, and very 
infirm withal: But tho’ fhe was now patt ber Labour, the 
eood Lady (who was Bed-rid herfelf) retain’d her (till, in 
refpect to her former faithful Services, and hired others to 
doher Work: The Prifoner had formerly been employed 
on fuch Occafions as a Chairwoman, and bv that means 
had an Opportunity of becoming acquainted with Mirs. 
Deacome’s Circumftances. Bur about three Months ago, . 
Mrs. Daxcomb hired Auz Price (she unhappy Creature, for 
the Murder of whom the Prifoner ftands indicted) to be a 
conttant Servant; fhe was a young Maid not above 17. 
Mrs. Daxcoms had a middling Fortune left her by her 
Husband; and thus fhe liv’d withhertwo Maids contented, 
and in Peace, till this Night, this fatal Night, the ath of 
February! when (it my Inttructions are right) the Prifoner 
entered the Chambers of this little Family, and cruelly de- 
prived them both of their Lives and their Moncey. 

This barbarous Faét was undiicovered til! Sazday Noon, 
When Mis. Love, who us’d ta vilit Mrs. Dancomb, came 
to dine withher. She found the Door fhut, and having no 
Antwer when fhe knock’d, fhe concluded that the old 
Maid was fick, and that the young one was ent out Ou au 
Errand ; She waited. a confiderable time for her Return, 
butto no Purpofe. She wonder’d what could be the Mean- 
ing of it, and wentdown to Mrs. RAymer (who was Mrs. 
Duncomb’s Friend, and lived in the Temp/e) and acquainted 
her wich it. Mrs. RAéymer came back with her to the 
Door, but could get no Entrance. They then began to 
think fome Misfortune had happened; and meeting with 
Aan Oliphant, a Laundrefs (whofe Matter’s Cnambers 
were oppofite to Mrs. Duncomb’s) they perfuaded her to 
get out-of her Mafter’s Garret Window, and fo into Mrs. 
Duxcoms’s Chambers. She did fo, and opened Mrs. Dua- 
comb’s Door. hey entered: But the Surprize, the Hor- 
ror they were in, is not to be exprefs’d, when the firlt Ob- 
ject they fix’d their Eyes on was the poor unhappy young 
Maid murder’d! inhumanly murder’d! and lying weltring in 
hee own Blood, her Hands clench’d, ber Hair loofe, and her 
Uhroat cut from Ear to Ear! A terrible Speétacle! But this 
Was vot all, the tragical Scene did not clofe here; the ho- 
helt old Servant lay ftrangled on her Bed, and a little far- 
ther, her good old Lady robb’d of her Life in the fame manner.

This 
made him {till more uneafy, and he refolved the fhould fy 
no longer: Upon which fhe went down Stairs. His St 
fpicion caufed him to fearch further, and in the Clofe-foal 
he found fome Linen, and a filver Tankard, with the Har- 
dle bloody. Looking under his Bed he found a Shift and 
an Apron all bloody. Thefe Difcoveries gave him a0 & 
traordinary Concern; he call’d the Watch, and {ent them 
after her: And fuch was the Providence of God, that fhe 
had not Power to go beyond the Inmer Temple Gate: Thee 
fhe was found fitting between two Watchmen; fhe ¥é 
brought back to him; he fhew’d her the Tankard and the 
Linen bloody as they were, and ask’d her if they were het; 
fhe faid yes, and thatthe Tankard was left her by het Mo- 
ther.

Modefty might compel a Woman to conceal 
her own Secrets, if Neceffity did not oblige her to the con- 
trary ;.and "tis Neceffity that obliges me to fay, that what 
has been taken for the Blood of the murdered Perfon. is 
nothing but the free Gift of Nature. 

This was all that appear’d on my Shift, and it was the 
fame on my Apron, for I wore the Apron under me next 
to my Shift. My Mafter going out of Town defir’d me 
to lye in his Chamber, and that was the Occafion of my 
foul Linen being found there. The Woman that wahh'd 
the Sheets I then lay in can teftify that the fame was upon 
them, and Mr. fobnfon who fearch’d me in Newgate has 
{worn that hefound my Linen in the like Condition, That 
this was the Cafe is plain; for how is it pofiible that it 
could be the Blood of the murder’d Perfon? 

Ir it is fuppofed that I kill’d her with my Cloaths on, 
my Apron indeed might be bloody, but how fhould the 
Blood come upon my Shift? If | did it ia my Shift, how 
fhould my Apron be bloody, or the back part of my Shift? 
And whether I did it drefs’d or undrefs’d, why was not 
the Neck and Sleves of my Shift bloody as well as the 
lower Parts? 

I treely own that my Crimes deferve Death ; I own that 
I was accefiaryto the Robbery, but | was innocent of the 
Murder, and I'll give an Account of the whole Affair.

Cvart. The Court cannot determine whofe Property the 
Money is, till the Jury have brought in their Verdict. 

The Jury withdrew for about a Quarter of an Hour, and 
then brought in their Verdiét, viz. Guilty.

_ This courtly Piece was publifhed foon after the Rewola+ 
trom, and written with a Defign of reconciling the People 
to thofe Methods of Taxation, which were thought necef- 
fary at that Time, In order to This, the Author propofes 
(0 thew rhe Nature, Uje and Benefit of TAXES in this Kingy 
dum, and compare Thim with che Impofitsen of forege 
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States; together with their Improvement of TRADE, iy 
Time of War. . 2 

He begins with obferving that Tribute, or as We now call 
it, Cuftoms, Taxes, &sc. were originally a Mark of Servj- 
tude, being the Impolitions of Coxguerors on the Conguered; 
and that the Romans were the firlt People on Record, who 
converted thefe barbarous Exactions into regular and equal 
Taxes for the Support of civil Government. This, fays He, 
enabled Ahem to pay their Army and Miniliers of State fo 
well, shat They lay not under the Temptation of Violence, or 
Bribery.© So far [ agree wih Him, and believe no Man 
will grumble at any Taxes, which are neceflary zo keep the 
People from the Ravage of SOLDIERS, or the worfe Exact 
tions and Corruptions of Civit MAGISTRATES. But the 
Misfortune is, as He allows Himfelf, z4at rhe Romans 
foon became Artifls im taxing the People; and I with.heir 
Example had never been copied by fome other Nations, in 
the more civilized Ages of the World! 

~Fhe-Prectice- of Holland and Venice, with Regard_to 
Taxes, hath been fafficiently explained in our Jatt Paper; 
but there is one Remark onthe /atter, in the Tract now 
before me, which deferves a little Notice. We are told 
that the Venetians, befides great Cuftoms upon all Merchan- 
dize, pay Excite for every Bit of Bread and Meat ; nay, fit 
the very SALT They eat.— This Patlage is quoted by the 
Author of the Genuine Thoughts ; but tor what Purpofe, | 
confefS my felf at a Lofs to guefs. A Tax upon Salt, 
one of the moft neceffary Provifions of Life, is here menti- 
Oned as the fevereft Impotiiion that.can be laid on any 
Nation, and in order to fiew how happy the People oi 
England were, atthat Time, in not having any fach Tax; 
but, for God fake, is That our Cafe at prefent? Do We 
not pay a Duty for every Grain of Sa/z, that We ule, tn 
‘Times above the original Value; and can any Man ol 
common Sente thiak this Circumftance of a ryrantcal Arifie 
eracy (tor fo it is) a good Argument in Behalf of the late 
Revival of the Salt Duty, or the prefene Scheme for ¢t 
tending Excies in this Kingdom? it is notorious that ths 
particular Kind of Tax was always efteemed a grievous 
Ampofition, and hath occafioned terrible Convulfions it 
féveral Nations. It was firft received in France with great 
Reluctancy. ~ ly Naples it work’d up a defperate |nfurrec 
tion; and thefirft Man, who'introduced it amongtt the 
antient Romans, is dclivered down to -Pofterity under th 
Name 
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Name of Sgliwator; or what may be call’d_ in Exgli/h the 
Dry-Salter. . 

I fhall now cite fome other Paffages from this Treatife, 
which our prefent mnifferial Vriters have thought proper 
ty omit. 

In {peaking of the Taxes in France, He diftingnithes be- 
tween Them and our’ £xglijh Taxes in the following 
Manner. 

* France makes a fair Shew to the People ; and yet makes 
‘a better Market for the Asmg. He impofes Duties under 
‘the Pretence of the Parliament's laying it on the People; 
‘but at the fame Time it is only the Asng’s ord, that 
‘makes the Ordinance of Parliament; not as here in 
* Exzland; where it comes laft to the King for the royal 
‘ Affent; but there the King fends the Parliament Word 
‘ that be wiil have fo much Money, and all the Favour 
‘ They can obtain from Him is, to place it on fach Com- 
* modities, or Ways, as They think moft expedient. 

lt appears from hence that the only Advantage We en- 
joy above our Neighbours in France confifts in the Dif- 
ference of our Parliaments; which ought to make us ex- 
tremely watchful in preferving the Independency of thofe 
Affemblies ; for if the Crown fhould ever gain fuch an Af- 
cendency asto controu] the Ordizances of Parliament, it will 
be ridiculous in us to boaft of any Preheminence. Nay, 
We fee that even the Parliaments of France have the Fa- 
vour of raifing Money for the King by fach Ways and Means 
as they think moit expedient for the Eafe of the People; 
and that is ail we. contend for at prefent. 

He purfues this Diftin@ion ftill farther, and explains it 
by the following Particulars, which deferve the Attention 
oF the Publick at this Time. 

_* The Difference, indeed, is great in the Modas of our 
Taxes from other Kingdoms, and alfo in tne Ufe of 
them. For the Modus iz other Kingdoms, They general- 
ly confider only the Noéslity and Gentry; that Impofiti- 
ons may not touch, ar affe@ Them ; and care not how infup- 
portable, or grievous, They are to the Commonalty. But 
With us the Taxes reach every Man, in Proportion to his 
ality and Expence. ; 
in other Kingdoms, They place Taxes only to raife 
Money, and have no Regard to the Trade of their King-

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© merce. But in England Care is always had, that Impof- 
* tions may not impede our Trade and Manxfacturies, 

* Now as to the Uje and Employment of Taxes in other 
* Kinedoms, They alfo differ much from oars. 

‘ In fome Kingdoms, They are immpoted to exflave the 
© People, and keep Them poor, as in Afufcovy. \n other 
‘ Parts, Taxes are laidto exrtch the Nodsl:ty, asin Poland, 
‘ In others, to fill the Coffers of the Prince, as in Flo 
© rence. 
‘Whereas none of thefe Ufes take up our Taxes. 
‘ They are with great Care and Caution lard out, and by 
“ the fame Law that raifes them, appropriated for a parti- 
* cular Service, and Jaft no longer upon the People than 
* the Neceffity of the Nation requ:res. 

What a Bleffling is ik to this Kingdom that We are fo 
happily diftinguith’d from other Nations in all thefe Particu- 
Jars, relating to the Impofition, Modus, and Ufe of Taxes? 
But before | congratulate my Country upon this glorious 
Condition, let us follow car Aurhora little farther; for He 
now comes to the main Defign of his Difcourfe; which 
is to thew, tat Taxes are no Charge. 

In the firtt Place, He tells us, shat the wort Members of 
the Commonwealth, viz, the extravagant aad debauch’d, 
pay the greatc/t Part of our Taxes; and fo far as This is 
true, I have no Objection to the Arguiment ; but he feems 
to carry it a little too far in the following Patfage, which [ 
recommend to the Contideration. of Thofe, who contend 
tor Excifes, on Account of their Eguality, and have been 
pleas’d to cavil at an Obfervation, That Taxes, which are 
sw Reality the mott burthenfome to rhe People, may become 
élmoft imperceptible, ey being arawn from Them in {mall 
a kaniities. 

* It wo! hardly gain Belief, fays zis Writer, that there are

many of meancr People, Labourers and Mechanick', 
* who by their Expence, when They are (as too many be) 
‘ 


extravagant, pay to the pubick Taxes above one Tenth 
© of tesr datly Prof ; 2S fppofing that a Jabouring Maa 
way earn finteen Poxnds a Year; He will expend, though 
not very extraorcinarily profefe, ene half of ic in Draw 
and Zobacce; upon whichthe Duty of Cuffoms and Ex- 
eije is, at lealt, two Pounds of the eight, which he lays 
Ont 1 sale bxpences, Now, it would be vehemently 
cecry’d and exclaim’d agzinft, as the greate/t Oppreffion 
mpow the Poor imaginabie, if by a Poll or Land Tax this 
‘ Man, 
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‘ Man, that virtually pays forty Shillings, thould a@ually 
‘ ond above-board pay /v many Pence by the Year. 

He likewife obferves, ‘that fuch a poor Man, by his 
‘latle Luxury of Beer and Tobacco, pays ten Times as 
‘much in the Year, in Proportion to his Income, as the 
‘ greateft Peer. 

He then endeavours to prove from the Circulation of 
Taxes, that They are of great Ufe in the Improvement of 
Trade, aud the Employment of the Poor ; whereas if it fhould 
ever happen that the greateft Part of the Money, rais’d upon 
the People, fhould center in a few Hands, and be lock’d 
up in private Coffers, it is demonttrable that Taxes mutt 
have the contrary Effeéts, and dettroy the Trade of the 
Nation. 

But as This is the moft curious Part of the whole Trea- 
tife, | am fure my Readers will be pleas’d with fome far- 
ther Extraéts from it. 

Having condemn’d all Taxes, which tend to debauch, 
effeminate and impoverifh a Nation, by leffening its pablick 
Stock, or carrying away its People, He proceeds thus: 

‘ Now in both Thefe the TRADE oF Taxes (for fo, 
* favs He, I will callic for the future) hath the Advantage ; 
‘ forit carries nothing out of the Kingdom, nor yet takes 
‘ off Hands, that would be better employ’d; but on the 
* contrary, takes away the Difeafe of the Country, /dlers, 
* and makes Them at leaft fo profitable asto fpend Money, 
* which they would not be able to do, if the padlick Re- 
‘ venue were not their Stock. 

The Trade of Taxes is certainly a very proper Expreffi- 
Cn, andit muft be allow’d that it hath lately been the moft 


jlourifhing Trade of any in the Kingdom; for if the Rea- 


Cer will only look into the INDEX of Keeble’s Statutes, He 
Wiil find no Jef$ than ten or a dozen large Columns in 
Folio, fill’d up with the fingle Article of Taxes; and 
when thofe Colleétions are continued down to the prefent 
lime, We fhall have Reafon to admire the prodigious 
Abilities of fome Gentlemen, in extending and improving 
this Branch of our Commerce. 

lhe Poor, comtinues He, are employ’d by Taxes, and 
re by that Means taken off from being a Charge to the 
Kingdom. Many Men of broken Fortunes are brought

For you toam, and roar, and {well high} ‘and beat {tron 
againft my Patroz. But my Pacron is like a Rock, an 
fiands firm to his Text, fo that you'll beat out your Brains, 
before you’ll move him to change his Refolution. 

* Pray, who mov’d you to make all this Noife? Who 
routed and inflamed you! Why the Crafijman and fog; 
(sot that their Caxfe is good, or that they are better WVriters 
tean I am) but becaufe they throw envenomed Darts, 
becaufe they fcatter Firebrands, Arrows and Death. [So 
that "tis @ Mercy amy of you are alive at this. Day.) And 
i fhort, becaule they fay every Thing of my Patron, 
that is talfe; tor they ‘never fay any thing of him, 
that is true.

T will be neceffary to confider ( fays Mr. Meanwell) who 
firft took it into their Heads to make the Word Excife 
the Subject of Clamour and Party-Debate ; and what felfifh 
Ends they had in View, by making the Government odious 
to the People: Neither need | be long on this Head ; for 
every Body knows, the Perfons in the Oppofition were the Au- 
thors of this Clamour ; and that ’tis the Whole of their 
Polilicks to libel and defame the AZ:zifiry, in order to undo 
them, and advance themfelves. Thefe are Fa&s fo gene- 
rally known and believed, that none but thofe of the Party 
will difpute them. It ought to be remembered then, that 
thofe who think it their Intereft to vilify ought never to be 
believed without unque(tionable Evidence to fupport them;

than the Buftle that has been made againft them: For, if 
the Traders were not apprehenfive they fhould not pay more 
tothe Government than they do at prefent, why do they 
endeavour to prevent them ? And if they legally ought to 
do it, why fhould not the prefent Scheme take Place? If 
the Cultoms were overloaded before, why did they not. 
complain of Taxes in that Shape, as well as in this? And 
furely if this Suppofition was true, either there was fome 
clandeftine Method of evading their Force, or they would 
not have failed to have been as ftrenuous for Redrefs then, 
as now: For, as the Devil fays of ‘fob, Touch a Merchant’s 
Property, and he will curfe you to your Face. 

If the Cuffoms were not overloaded, and the Traders ftill 
object to the Excsfe, two Faéts that are equally evident, 
than either there was, or might be, fomeclandeftine Method 
to obviate the Duties fuch as they were; and, tho’ l am 
ready to confefs there are Numbers of Merchauts who would 
as foon part with their Credit on the Exchange, as defraud 
the Kimg of his Due; yet, as there are many Fa@s on the 
other Side of the Queition, nothing can be more jult or 
reafonable than to prevent them, if poffible ; and if this Me- 
thod will not effeét ir, none will. ' 

The Evidence of the Merchants therefore is, in this Cafe, 
of no more Force than that of the Malecontents themfelves: 
For Ambition and Intereft intail the fame Prejudices ; and 
the Mind is. equally fwayed by either. The Verdict of the 
Merchants is then to be fet afide in the fame manner with 
theirs; and we muft appeal to yet more impartial Judges. 

But, before we determine who they are, Jct us enter more 
particularly into the Merits of the Cafe, and try how far 
we are ableto adjuft it ourfelves. ’ 

To this Purpofe, *cwill again be neceffary to examine 
whether the prefent Duties, as paid at the Cuftom-Houle, 
are reafonable in themfelves, or legally impofed, or occa- 
fioned by real Exigencies of State. With refpeét to, the 
Reafonablenefs of the prefent Duties, we have the chear- 
ful Compliance of al] the Merchants, without Back ward- 
nefs, or Repining, as was hinted above, to teflify ix. The 
Affent and Authority of Parliament makes the Impofition 
legal ; and the yearly Applications of the Sums arifing from 
them to fupport the Expence of Government, is a ftanding 
Proof that they are demanded by the real Wants of the Pub- 
lick. If therefore thefe Duties are reafonable in themfelves, 


they ought furely to be impofed in fuch a Manner, as all 
C 2 might 
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might bear an equal Proportion. Now ’tis plain, that Nem 
bers of Frauds have been carried on under the firft Efta- 
blifiment, notwithfanding all the Care and Vigilance that 
have been ufed to prevent them. "Tis as plain too, that 
every one of thofe Frauds was equally Prejudicial to the 
Revenue and the fair Trader ; becaufe thofe who had firft 
evaded the Duty, were able to fell theif Commodities be- 
veath the Market Price, and of Courfe did more Injury to 
Trade itfelf than any Impoft. whatever. "Tis not to be 
gueftioned then, but ’twas the Duty of the Government to 
yedre{S both thefe Grievances together, to fecure irfelf, and 
relieve the Subje& ; and this, as 1 conceive it, is the on'y 
Intent of the new Regulation; notto impofe any new Tax, 
but merely preferve the old, and fet all Traders in the fame 
Commodity on a Level. 

I will not difpure but fome Difficulties may arife from 
the Officioufnets ‘of thofe who are appointed to execute it, 
and trom the Nature of Excife Laws in general. But are 
theré not equal Objeftions to all Laws, and all Inflruments 
of Authority whatever? T béleve I may venture to fay, 
without Offence to Truth or Decorum, that bath the Chan- 
cery and Common Law, as well as their inferfor Detegares, 
have been guilty of as remarkable Injuries to the Subjed, 
as the moft grievous Oppreffion thar even the Advocates for 
the Uppofitiow can lay to the Chatge of the Officers of Ex- 
dile. = ‘ 

Let_me‘add, that an Inconvenience to one fingle Indivi- 
dual, or ane Se@.or Sociery of Men can b‘ar no Propor- 
tion, nor be eflecmed of any Weight to a Detriment that 
ativcts he Whole.” “And of this Nature is the Affair now it 
Debdace; for "tls demonftradle, by fome* Experiinents that 
have already been made between the Coftoms and Excifé, 
that the fame Duties collGted by the taft Method, would 
prove of much greater Valué than by the firft.— ’Tis plain 
the efore that fach Deficiencies ‘will naturally produce 4 
Ca!l of Ways and Méans to make them good ; whereas, 
were they colledied as they ought, foch a Saving might be 
produced’; as ‘would enable the AUminiftration to remit 
more 5D rmentome Duties, which on the prefent Foot caa- 
not be cifpented with. 

Agsit, Were the Laws to ‘take -Place’ by Intreaty only, 
Or were they‘nae enforced by Penalties, there ismuch Rea 
fon to fear, that Government would be very little regarded, 
aud pudtick Tages aid ag little Counrenance as private 
Occonoriy:"** * “+> 2 HD Le 
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It has been likewife a current popular Objection to Ex. 
cies, that they would influence the Freedom of Eleétions; 
aid-that a tingle Officer in that Way would fwallow up 
the Privileges of a whole Corporation in a Night’s time, 
Tho’ this is a Circumfance too ludicrous to be taken No- 
tice of; yet as it has been ferioufly advanced, I anfwer as 
ferioufly, that firft, no Commiffioner of Excife can hold a 
Seat in Parliament, therefore can influence no Law to the 
Prejudice of the People ; and fecondly, "tis ridiculous tn 
imagine, that any of their Officers, by fairly doing his 
Duty, fhould have it in his Power to diftrefs a Trader into 
voting contrary to his Principles, or his Confcience. This 
is the Grievance chiefly infifted on by the Malecontents, and 
Ifubmit itto the common Senfe of Mankind to determine 
whether the honeft and upright Dealing of the Trader is not 
the beft Security, or whether the Petulancy or even Malig- 
hity of a defigning Tool, if there fhould be any fuch a- 
mongit them can trefpafs fo far on his Warrant, as to bring 
a Man into Difficulties, whether. he jultly incurs them or 
no. No certainly; If the Trader does not violate the 
Law, the Officer can have no Influence over him; and if 
he does, he fins with his Eyes open, and ought to be con- 
tent with his Punifhment. 

Upon the whole,.my private Thoughts are not to be 
efteemed the Senfe of the Mixiftry; nor muft any Weak- 
nets in my Reafoning be miftaken for the Strength of theirs. 
l only make ufe of the common Liperty of a Briton to 
cetend what js call’d their Meafures, that others do to at- 
tack them.

FRANCE. 


"THE Alliance between France and Spain is now 89 
* More a Secret, and it is faid to be offenfive and ¢e 
fenfive. 
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fenfive. It is likewife reported, that the Fleet mentioned 
in our Jalt, is to be fitted out in confequence of this Alli- 
ance, and that an Army of 6coco Men will be quickly form’d 
onthe Rhize, under the Command of the Duke of Beg- 
wick, Some however contradict this Report, and fay, that 
there are to be two Camps, one of Cavalry under the Com- 
mand of the Count de Bel/ifle, near Adetz, and the other 
commanded by the Duke of Levi, on the Soawe; but that 
each Camp will confift only of 18000 Men. 


HoLLAND and the Low CountTRIESe 


HE King of Praia, tho’ he has given Orders for the 

Releafe of our Officers, has fhewnhis Refentment to 
the Dutch Nation another Way. For according to Letters at 
Amflerdam from Berlin, his Majetty has demanded 20000 
Rix-Dollars of the Datch FaGtors at Konisbergh, (which ure 
but five Families) towards the Relief of the Salszbarghers 
lately fettled in his Territories. 

It is thought the Refolution for the Delivery of that Part 
of the late ing Ws/iiam’s Eftate, which belongs to the 
Prince of Oraxze, will be confented to in the approaching 
Aflembly of the Sates of Holland, with the Alterations 
propoted by his Highnefs, who waits the Iffue of that Af- 
air at the Hague. 


SPAIN awd PORTUGAL. 


WE have the following Particulars of the A&tion before 

Oraz, which we mention’d in our laft, The Moors 
attacking the Spanifo Workmen, who were employed in 
creing a new Fort, under the Cover of fix Companies of 
Grenadiers, the Governor fent them immediately a Rein- 
forcement of 200 Grenadiers, and follow’d them himfelf 
loon afterwards with 2000 Men and feveral Officers.

which conftitutes him Legate a Latere for 30 Days, 
at the Court of Portugal, with full Power to conclude a0 
Accommodation and good Intelligence between the two 
Courts, which has been fo long defir’don both Sides. He 
has likewife difpatch’d two Briefs to the Court of Tarm, 
tending to accommodate the Differences which have fo long 
fubfifted between that Court; and the Holy See. From 
furim we have an Account, that the Archbifhop having, 
by Orders of the Pope, prefented a Brief ro the King, et 
horting him to be reconciled tothe Holy See ; His Sardinian 
Majetty was pleafed to anfwer, that He could not concert 
why the Pope foould make any Difficulty of letting him enpay 
the Privileges grauted kim by bis Predeceffor ; after whieh 
he gave him a State of the Cafe in eight Sheets of Paper, 
defired him to perufe it with Attention, and to give him 
his Sentiments of it. 


GERMANY. 


LEtters from texma advife, that a grand Council of Wat 
—- had been held in the Prefenceof Prince Eugene, where: 
in it was refolv’d to form three Armies; to be ready upol 
al! Events; one in S:lefia, another in Italy, and the tt 
upon the Rhime; and that Prince Alexander of LWVirtemberg, 
zovernor Of Belgrade, and Conuat Merci, were order’dt0 
come to Court to receive their Inftruétions. 

‘ From Berlin we have Advice. that Orders are givente 
form two Camps againft the End of May ; one near chat 
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Capital, and the other in the Neighbourhood of Magdeburg. 
The Minifter of Bavaria at the Court of Drefdex- has Or- 
ders from his Court, to get the Treaty which was conclu- 
ded with Saxony, on the gthof Fuly laft, renew’d with all 
poflible Expedition. 


PoLAND, SWEDEN, ad the NORTHERN Powers. 


Rince Anthony Ulrick of Beveren, is very gracioufly re- 

ceiv’d at the Court of Petersburg, and hadthe Honour 
of dining with the Czarima on the Day. of his Arrival. 
This PrincefS has order’d 15000 Men to be drawn together 
at Riga, andto bein Readinets to march at an Hour’s War- 
ning. 

Letters from /¥arfaw fay, that the Affair of Prince La- 
bomirsky begins to make a great Stir. They talk of two 
powerful Confederacies, which are form’d for and againft 
him: It is however faid, that, after feveral Conferences with 
the Primate, the Senate has refolv’d to make Ufe of Force, 
to compel this Prince to fubmit to the Republick, if the 
Perfuation of the Bifhop fhould not influence him to quit 
the City and Cattle of Cracow, which he has taken Pof- 
{flion of in an hoftile Manner. Téh:s City ts the Capital 
of the Kingdom (notwithftanding the Refidence has of late 
Years been chiefly at Warlaw) and kere the Crown, the 
Archives, and the Treafure are kepi. 

The Counte{s Palatine of Ruffia, in Order to promote 
the Election of her Husband, Prince Surtortshs, to the 
Crown of Poland, offers to join her real Eftate, which is 
luppos’d to be worth 2000c0 Crowns annually, to the 
Domains of the Republick. She is faid to be back’d by 
the Vice-Chancellor, and fome believe, that the old Re- 
gimentary, MW.

O U cannot be, nor are not unfenfible that there is a juft 
God, before whom we mult give an exact Account 
of all our Actions, at the End of our Lives. 

So as my Life is at an End, and I mutt appear before 
the All-feeing Judge of Heaven and Earth, to give an Ac- 
count of mine, fo I take that great Judge to witnefs, that 
what I here declare is true. 

Fanuary the 28, which was Sanday, after my Matter 
was gone-to Commons, Mary Tracey came to me, and 
drank Tea, and then it was, I did give my Confent to 
that unhappy Act of Robbing Mrs. Dancomd, but I do de- 
clare before the Almighty, before whom 1 fhortly fhall ap- 
pear, I did not Know of the Murder.

The Bree is the Subje&t Matter propofed for the VIth 
Converfation: The Prior introduces it by bringing a Honey- 
Comb into the Company. The firlt Queftion, however, 
which the Knight’s Curiofity excited, was, Whether the 
Bees bive a King? The Prior, who took upon him to 
folve this Queftion, obferv’d, That every Hive contains 
three different Sorts of Bees. (1.) The Common, or Homey- 
Bees, which are the Body of the Society, aud to whole 
Share all the Labour falls: Thefe have all of them Arms, 
for their Defence, and a Probofeis or Trunk for their Work ; 
and are neither Male nor Female, (40zw there can be any 
Species of natural Animals, diftinguifh’d by neither Sex, 1s 
hard to coucerve ?) (2.) The Drone-Bees, which differ both 
i Colour and Size from the Honey-Bee, are fuppos’d to be 
Males, and have no Stings. (3.) A Species much larger 
and tronger, than either of the two former. Some will have 
burone of them, others fuppofe two, or at moft but three, in 
every Hive; the Queftion is, whether thefe are Asmgs or 
Queens? ‘The Count fays they are Queens, (and indeed he 
could not well do otherwife, upon a Suppofition of there be- 
tag no Females among the other two Kinds.) After an en- 
tertaining Account of the Oeconomy and Behaviour of the 
Bees, with refpe&t to the Drones and Queen-Bee or Bees, 
the Count proceeds to a curious Amatovncal Defcription of 
thefe little Animals. The Prior having inform’d the Kaige 
of the Manner how the young Bees (warm and are hived, 
the Count, to put an End to this Converfation, difplays the 
Nature of their ArchiteFure, and the Method they take in 
building the'r Neits, or Cells. 

In the VIlth Comverfation, the Count and the Prior 
give their Pupil an Account of the Method ufed by the 
Bees in manufacturing their Wax and Honey: He is told 
there are two Sorts of Wax, one of a dark Colvar and 
Pitchy, and the other clear, and of a fweet Udour, not un- 
like Turpentine; and that the Bees have a fort of natural 
Glue, with which they ftop up every Hole and Cranny, to 
{creen their Cells from thg Inclemency of the Air, and the 
Infule of any other Infeét. The Count takes Occation from 
this Obfervation, to tell an entertaining Story of the Ca- 
toflrophe of a Snail, that attempted to rob a Hive, with 
the Manner of bis Death and Burial. The young Knight 
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is next entertained with a Defcription of the W’2x, and its 
Ute, not only in building their Cells, but to clofe them, 
when their Maggots are putting on their CAryfalis. To con- 
clude this Article of the Honey or Garden-Bee, the Knight 
is told, that the Bees extraét their Honey from a thoufand 
different Flowers, with the Help of their Prodofcis, from 
which it is difcharg’d again into their Cells; that the hot- 
ter the Day, the greater is their Harveft, and that Rata is 
particularly pernicious to the Labours of thefe affiduous 
Animals. 

The Prior then undertakes to give an Account of the 
Wild Bees (which by fome are likewife cali’d Dromes) and 
Hornets ; whofe Labours (tho’ they areneither fo induftrious 
in them asthe Bees, nor is the Produce of them fo advan- 
tageous) are curious, and different from the Works eithet 
oi the dosey-Bee, or Walp. One Singularity is as remark- 
able as entertaining ; the yoarg Hornets being, it fecms, an 
idle Generation, one among them, of more Amthority than 
the reft, and who is conveniently lodg’d at the upper End 
of their Town, puts half his Body out of his Hur every 
Morning at half an Hour pat Seven, and founds the Re 
verlé, upon which the whole Colony, atter fome Yawning 
and Stretchimg, turn out, every one to his Work. This 
Conver({ation and Article ends with an Eftimate of the Pro- 
fits of a Bee-bive, and. fome Obfervations on the Place 
where the beft Bees are to be found.

Confider that evety 
new Article of Trade made fubjeGt to the Laws of Excife 
is One Step nearer toa general Excife, which the Proyector 
as yet pretends to abhor; and if ageneral Excife be a for- 
midable Evil, every Step towards it is in Proportion for- 
midable, and renders it more praéticable. 

_Confider, Gentlemen, that the Majority of the Hanfe of 
Commons are fent from Boroughs, and that a large Propet 
tion of Burgeffes and Freeholders will be Dealers in £* 
ctleable Commodities; whofe-Houfes and Shops will com 
tequently be open to Ewectfe Officers, appointed 1 ae 
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Crown, and themfelves liable to fevere Penalties, on Ac- 
count of any Blunders, or Omiffions of their Servants ; 
that upon any publick Struggle, fome through Hopes of 
Favour or Connivance, fome through Fear of Trouble, 
and fome perhaps from Guilt, may be induced to facrifice 
the Liberty and Welfare of their Country to the Care oi 
their private Families. 


R. D’Anvers 4as a fecond Letter in Anfwer to fome 
Kemarks of Carus’s (pablifh’d im the Daily Courant) 
upon Appeals to the People, im the Difpute about Excites.

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Wine and Tobacce, but will probably make them dearer, 
and thereby leffes the Confumption; They turn fhort upon 
us and reply, that the Duties upon thefe Commodities are 
only Taxesupon Laxary, andthat it would be happy forthe 
Nation if a// ovr Luxuries were taxed. 

It feems then, at Jatt, that this Scheme was projected only 
for the Suppreffion of Laxury; which is certaiuly a very 
Jaudable End; but if That is the true Defign of it, ] cannot 
help thinking that it would have been fomewhat more to 
the Purpofeto have laid a Tax upon Gold and Silver Lace, 
as well as foreign Thread Lace and fine Liveus ; upon fump- 
$uousS Equipages, coftly Pictures, and other Things, which 
are really unneceflary, and contribute only to the Vanity, 
Pompand Luxury of Life. 

As for Tobacco and Wine, They do not feem to fall im- 
mediately under the Denomination of Luxary. The first 
of thefe Commodities is grown Ifo habitual to vaft Mult- 
tudes of People, efpecially the labouring Poor, that They 
can hardly fubfitt without it; and the /azter is become equal- 
ly natural, by long Cuttom, to moft of the higher Ranks ot 
Men. In many Cafes, it is a Cordial, and prefcrib’d by 
Phylicians as fuch. Nay, fome Conttitutions camnot bear 
any other Liquor than //4me ; and therefore it cannot pro- 
perly becall’d Laxury any more than Sugar, Spice, and all 
other Commodities, which are notof our own Growth, or 
ablolutely neceflary to the Prefervation of Life. 

But if shefe Reformers are refolved in earne{t to reduce 
he Confumption of Wine and Tobacco; how are the landed 
Gentlemen to be eas’d, by an Improvemeut of the Revenue, 
or, indeed, what will become of the Government itleif, 
which is principally fupported by Luaxary, according to this 
Acceptation of the Word? —No Body but fuch a doting 
old Wretch as Mother Osdorwe, or fuch a blundering Crea 
ture as Carus, could have ever ftarted fo filly an Argu- 
meiit; and theretore itis beneath any farther Notice. 

We are likewife intormed that the o/d Sub/idy upon Wise 
and Zobaccc, which belongs to the csasl L/f, will be con- 
tinued at the Cx/fow-boxje; and therefore our Objeftion, 
that the Croww will be a confiderable Gainer by the Scheme, 
mult tall to the Ground. J am far from being fatisiy’d as 
to this Point, for feperal Reafons, which may be hereafter 
explained. At prefent, I fhall only take Notice that this 
Circumitance is lo tar from being an Anfwer to our UOb- 
yeQion, that # is a new Argument againit the Proged? itfelt ; 

not

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It was certainly nothing but Mockery to talk of theRe 
gard that Men in Power had to the Laws, while the Ma. 
jority of the Senate were as fubfervient to a vile Sefaias, 
as fo many Negroes in the Weft-Ludies are at this Day to 
the Planter that bas bought them— while the corrupt Man 
in Power need only fignify his Will and Pleafure to the 
Senate, and that Will was made into Law, what a Jef it 
muit be to tell the People that he made the Law theRule 
of his Conduét. 

Tacitus tells you that feveral Candidates put up for the 
Ofhce of Pretor, among the reft one neither worthy nor 
qualified by the Laws ; but this laft was favour’d by Dre: 
jas, the Son ot Tiberias. It came before the Senate to be 
decided which had moit Right, and they very fairly gaveit 
for the Man nor qualify’d. Thus were the Laws madethe 
Rule of Government, for the Senate’s Decree rendered 
this Man qualify’d Such is the boafted Liberty of 
limited Governments in a State of Corruption. 

This Circumftance pleafed Tiberius very much, becaule 
(fays Tacitus) it fhew’d him that the Scheme he had laid 
of intirely dettroying the Liberties of the Romans would 
be brought about without any Difficulty. 

But examine the Condu& of the Parliarnent of Pari, 
from its firft Inftitution to this Day, and you will mect 
with no Inftances of fuch villanous and flavith Submiffions 
to Power. 

It is objeGted indeed againft the Conftitution of this Par. 
liament, that its Members are not chofen by the People ; 
but yet it is feen they a& as if they were, and they look 
upon themfelves as the Guardians of the publick ‘Lioerties- 
Let us fuppofe they were chofen, and fhoutd be feen bang: 
ing and cringing round a Minifter for Bribes and Places, 
(ir a Man may makea Difference) receiving ‘his Commands 
like fo many Negroes, and only meeting to flatrer Power, 
and give up the Peoples Rights, I believe it would no 
much mend the Matter. , 

It is certain, the Freuch in general do not think they are 
in ‘Poffeffion of all the Liberties they formerly enjoy d, 
and ‘Strangers are much miftaken who run away with 4 
Notion that they enjoy none at all. —— Property is fate 
there, nor do the Taxes bead the People to the Earth wi? 
their Weight, and by modern Inftances it appears that, 
Things which are againft the general Bent and Inclinano® 
Of the Subjects are nor infifted upon to brave and as 
them. y

The Duke Regent call’d a Council to determine what 
was t0 be done upon this Occalion, and fome of the 
Princes of the Blood were for punifhing the Affailants, and 
protecting Laws againft them ; but the Regent was too 
wife to pufh Matters to that Extremity, and would not 
infure his Safety upon any other Terms than of his retiring 
out of the Kingdom.

An Excife on the Publick Peace more detrimental than as 
Excife on Wiue and Tobacco. 


HE moft innocent Things ( fays Afr. Meanwell) may 
be mifreprefented and abufed ; and an E-xctfemams 
harmlefs Rod appears nothing lefs than a Serpent in the 
Crafisman’s Hand. But let us for once take it for gramted, 
that his Arguments on that Head are unanfwerable, and that 
they ought julily to be efteemed a Standard or Teit of all 
Excifes in general. Such a Conceffion as this will furely 
convince Mr. D’ Asvers of my impartiality; and if } con- 
clude with him in one Refpeét, 1 hope he will be as cols 
plaifant to me in another. 
Tis not to be queftioned, but that the Word Excife will 
admit of a more general Application than commonly falls 
to its Share ; and we have the Craft/man’s Authority to con- 
firm this Opinion; who has already done his endeavour © 
adapt it to every thing that was either knavifh, or atteD 
with Misfortunes.—— Let us follow his Examp!c them @ 
enquire 
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enquire whether it will not fuir with the PraGice of the Pu 
ivi, as well as the Politician; and whether an Excife on 
the Publick Peace and National Reputation is not as detri- 
mental ro the Commonwealth, as any Extenfion of the 
State-Excife with regard to Wines and Tobacco? 

Nothing is more eaty than to prove, fuch an Excife as 
this, has now been a-foot for many Years ; that it was arbitra- 
rily eitablifhed, unjuftly executed, and of confequence ought 
to be ranked among the foremolt Padiick Grievances: Nay 
tis demontftrable the firtt ProsecZors of it had a regular 
Scheme in View, and propofed to pay themfelves for their 
Trouble, by the Mifchiefit was to occafion. But, not ca- 
ringto appearin it publickly, or bear the Odiumfof fo per 
hiclous a Scheme, they commiflioned Meffieurs D’duvers 
and Fog to be their. Deputies, and thefe again others, who 
Were to firve as Supervifu:s, Collectors, &9e. 

State Affairs in general, both Foreign and Domeftick, 
whether beneficial or detrimental, were deemed excifeable 
Commodities; and he who had the moft Art ia undervalu- 
ing the be(t, and expoting the worft, was looked upon as 
the ableft Officer, and was preferred or perifioned according- 
ly. This was a Motive for many of them to firain their 
Commiffions to the utmoft; and many of them have even 
pat their Patrons to the Blufh, by tome indecent Excefles, 
that nothing but their Zeal for the Caufe could palliate or 
excufe. 

A new Treaty, or a Supply, were ranged amongft the 
moft valuable Branches of their Employment ; and "tis no- 
torious, the whole Poffz has been bulied from Week to Week, 
in excifiag them, merely forthe Sake of the Perquilites, 
that Scawda/, their ‘Treafurer, allowed for fuch infamous 
dirty Drudgery. : 

The Army was looked upon as a: Part of their Province 
too, And ‘tis obfervable, that the poor Soldicr never re- 
ceived his anutal Food and Cloathing, wixhout being attacked 
by thefe Patriot Excifemen. They even pretended to force 
the Bread out of their Mouths, and to excute fuch a Rude- 
Hels, only pulled off their Hats, complemented them as 
biave Fellows, and begged their Pardon. 

Indeed they carried their Influence much farther fill, by 
eiitering violently into the Senate, and claiming a Right not 
only to fet their. Mark on the Law, but even controul the 

cbates, and reduce the Contcicnces of the Members to 
What Shape and Dimenfion they thought prope, 

Numa. VIIL D Neither 
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Ne'ther did they confine themfelves to Publick Affars 
alone, but hadthe Affurance to rufh into Families, at wha 
Hours, and in what Manner they pleafed: Private Charac. 
ters were made a legal Forfeiture, and Family-Tranfactions 
expofed with a Licentioufnefs that a common Excifemen 
would be afhamed of: Nay the moft facred Names and 
Perfons have not efcaped them, but Laws and Rules were 
laid down to Exeife them, as well asthe Vulgar Of 
this we have had the molt flagrant Inftances ; and, whereas 
the State-Commiffioners can cnly punifh thofe who are ap- 
parently guilty, the Patrsots refine upon the Scheme, put the 
Innocent on the Rack, and torture 2 Reputation into Infa- 
my, that itmay becomea Prey to them and their execrable 
Deligns. 

State-Exeifes arife from State-Exigencies, and are calcu: 
lated to prevent Frauds in colle€ting the neceffary Sums for 
the Support of Government : But this is an illegal and arbi- 
trary Tax on the Fame of the Publick, as well as the pri- 
vate Behaviour of thofe who are intrufted with the Admini- 
firation. eputation isa Part of our Property ; and we have 
as juft and natural a Right to it as to our Lives and Effates. 
The Law has confidered it in this Light, and has taken 
many Steps to fecure them alike: Burt, in fpite of all, the 
two laft are often expofed to the Afzfin and the Robber, 
and the firftto the Libeller; a Character as black as either, 
tho’ not liable to the fame Punifhment. ’Tis plain there- 
fore that no Excife whatever can be more infamous in its 
own Nature, or worfe in iis Confequences, thaw this on 
Reputation ; yet this is the Trade of thofe who file them- 
felves Patriots, and yet, for fo many Years back, have em- 
ployed themfelves folely in violating one of the mott facred 
Privileges of the People they affe@ed to defend. (an 
there be a worfe Excise invented by the worlt Adinifer, 
than a weekly Libel on the Fame of one’s Native Coun- 
try? than to aim at Importance, by afperting another; oF 
to advance an Enemy’s Intereft Abroad, by efpoufing and 
aggravating our own Weakneffes at Home? Yet fuch has 
been the uniform Condé of thefe publick-fpirited Exe 
men; as the Volumes of their Tranfaétions abundantly 
manilelt; Nay, fa obftinately do they perfift in their invi- 
dious Scheme, that they now endeavour to make it univer 
f3!, by {eduacing the Peopte to join in the fame Defign, #0 
#flit in betraying themfelves. ’Tis true, they are not faith- 
{ul cnough to call it by the odious Name of Exc#f*, cS 
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more palatable Terms are invented to make it go down 
theeafier. ho’ if there is any thing really mifchievous in 
the Word, ’tis more jultly applied to their PraGtice than any 
other, becaufe Fame is more valuable than any other Poflef= 
fion; and what Portion of our Profits is allotted for pub- 
lick Ofes, has both Law and Equity to juilify it; whereas 
this is oppotite, in its own Nature, to both, and can re- 
ceive the Sanction of neither. 

Tis true, as this Exesfe of theirs is laid on the Charac- 
ters and Actions of the Great, there is no Reafon to fear 
the want of Profelytesand Advocates : It agreeably, flatters 
the weak Side of human Nature, fooths the Envious, 
tickles the Difcontented, feems to Ieffen the Diftance be- 
tween Man and Man, and bring the whole Species on a 
Level. Befides, as I hinted in my laft, all other Excéfes 
may either deteét our Frauds, or clath with what we call 
our immediate Intereft, tho’ fubordinate to what is of in- 
finitely greater Value to the Good of the Whole, and 
therefore is liable to an Oppofition, that the other is en- 
tirely free from. For tho’ the unreftrained Licence of 
ocandal equally affects all Mankind, at one Time or an- 
other, yet no Man, when he wounds his Neighbour, 
thinks of himfelf; or, if he does, he is fatisfied with hav- 
ing it in his Power to make Reprifals. 

Upon the whole, whatever Calumnies may be raifed on 
the AMimijiry, for attempting to regulate the Revenue in a 
jult and equitable Manner, they ought to be placed to the 
Account of thele Patriot Excifemen.

Ditcount, reduc’d to Three-far- 
things; but, if Bowded, has only au Allowance of 1¢ per 
Cent. Inthe intended Regulation, eventhe Toree-farthings 
is notto be paid down az Importation, but the ‘Tobacco is 
to be landed, weighed, and put into Ware-houtes, under the 
Locks of the King’s Officers, and of the Merchants; and 
no Money is to be receiv’d, ull the Tobacco is fuld, and 
removed from thence for fHeme-Confumption; at which 
time the King’s Three farthings is to be paid atthe Cuftom 
Houfe,and the Fourth to be paid at the Excife-Office. Thus 
will the Tobacco Merchant (which furely mutt fatisfy 
him) be reliev’d from paying any Adoney dowz, or giving 
Bond; and the King will never receive, or have in his Or 
ficers Hands, any more than the Duty of what is to be 
confumed at Home; and his Three-farthings per Pound for 
Tobacco intended for Exportation, will never be receiv'’d 
Inwards, (as has been tzfinuated) becaufe there is to be ao 
Drawback whatever, of that or any other Part of the Duty. 

And further to encourage the better Collecting of the 
Publick Revenues. (even to the Di/advantage of his own 
Civil Lift) yields up all Fines and Forfeitures to the-Ule 
of the Pudbitck, and they are to be added to the Receipts in 
the Ordinary Colleétion of the reinaining Duty of 4 4. in the 
Pound, which is propofed to be receiv’d at the Excile 
Office. 

The Guftom-Houfe Officers, affified by the Excise Off 
cers, will become a double Check to prevent Frauds ; fof 
where Tobacco is run clandeftinely on Shore, and efcap’d 
the former, the latter will meet it as {oon as it reaches the 
Retailer. This Method, well executed, will, in Tims 
prevent Running ; and fo render the V ifiting of Retasiers 
lets neceffary and frequent ; who fhould, indeed, mot have 
been wi/ited at all, if any OTHER METHOD could have been 
found Out, tO dijcover whether there was any Goods i 
their Poffefion, which had not paid Duty: Therefore till 

unming Can be prevented, they mult be content to be 
fited. Nor will this be any great or new Hardfhip; 1° 
many of the Retaslers of Tobacco are already Dealers 0 
excijeable Commodities; and fo will be no more vwilit€ 
than at prefenr. 

No Duties will be paid but for what is confumed at Homes 
fo that there can be no Frauds in Drawbacks, nor any 
Temptations to Perjuries. Dut 
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But befides thefe great Benefits, the poor Planters Abroad 
(who ought to be contider’d as Eugii/obmen,: and neceflary 
tothe Mealtd and Projpersty of England) will be relieved ; 
no way being lefi for the Hader Acre to abule them. 

No more axbappy Sufferers will be thrown into Jail, 
and their Eitates confitcated, to give Satisfaction, to. the 
Publick, when an expen/ive, luxurtous, and negligent Dealer 
hath ruin’d himfelf and his Friends ; toc no Bonds with 
Sureties will be requir’d on Lmportation. 

Not Two Hundred additional Officers will -be wanted all 
over the Kingdom ; and from the Number of thefe Offi- 
cers. added to. the Excif2, mutt be deducted fome that-may 
be reduced in the Cuitoms. : 

The Jvflaeece of fuch Officers in Eleciions may be made 
wore Penal, if *tis thought worth while: But, who ever 
heard of an Election where thep were of any Weight? Nor 
is it poflible they fhould have any Weight, butupon Avaves, 
Who put themfelves in their Power. |

-We have feen Kings in fome 
Nations have taken it into their Heads, that they had a Di- 
vine Right to their Kingdoms, which no Body could de- 
prive them of, and that therefore they might Fleece their 
wretched Sabjects as much as they pleated, to gratify their 
own Avarice or Luxary: But a King of Poland freely 
clected, cannot poffibly torget, that his State,’ his large Re- 
venue, and his magnificent Palaces, were all generonfly 
given him by his People; and while he lives in the Eu- 
jovment of thefe, if he has either Mfomour or Gratitude, 
how tender an Atfection muft he have for a Nation who 
have made him fo many noble Prefents!

M* D’Anvers begins bis laff Craftfman with obferving, 

that an odd Piece of Dodtrine has been advanced of laze, 
vz. That Parliaments do not fitto pleale the MERCHANTS. 
Mr. D’Anvers allows that if the MERCHANTS are indeed 
no better than a Band of STURDY BEGGARS (as they have 
been lately call’d) inftead of being gratified, the Statutes a- 
gainft Vagrants ought to be put in Force againft them. Nay 
(fays Mr. D’Anvers) if all the foreign Commodities which 
they import for the Conveniency of Life, i” return for our 
fuperfiuous Manufactures, a ¢ to be ranked under the Deno- 
mination of Luxury (as we have likewife been lately told 
TRADE itjelf ought to be fuppref[ed as well as the Mer- 
CHANTS. 

But when Writers argue againft Luxury in the prefent 
Cale (fays Mr. D’Anvers) they are guilty of a moft ridicu- 
lous Piece of Sophiftry, by dividing all Commodities into 
two Claffes only, the Necefaries and Superfluities of Life; 
Whereas, in all civiliz’d Countries, the Convemrencses of 
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Life ought certainly to have a Place, diftinét from either: 
for the coarfeft Frize, or Dowlas, that is made, will pro- 
tect us from the Injuries of the Weather, as well as the 
fineft Manufaétures; and the moft homely Diet will fup- 
port Lite, as well as the richeit Delicacies of Earth, Ait 
and Water. Will shefe Gentlemen therefore call every 
Thing Superfluity and Luxury, which is not abfolutely x- 
ce/Jary to our very Exiftence; or would They have no Di- 
ftinétion made between different Ranks of Men?—— But 
as Authorities have often more Force than the ftrongeft 
Reafoning, or clearelt Demonftration, [ will fill up this 
Paper witha moft excellent Effay of the late Mr. Appisoy, 
trantcrib’d verbatim from one of the Spedators ; in which 
he gives us his Sentiments of TRADE and the BRITISE 
MERCHANTS. 

Mr. D’Anvers here quotes a very fine SpeStator, whieh 
was wrote by the late Mr. Addifon upon Trade, The Spec- 
tators have been fo much read by People of ail Ranks and 
Degrees, thit we believe there are but few Perfoms who 
have not {een this Piece in the Original; yet fo perfed are 
moft of Mr Addifon’s Compofitions, that a Man of ‘Fudg- 
ment, who reads them again and again, will fisll difcover 
new beauties ia them.

Parts of the Globe might have a Kind of Dependance 
upon one another, and be united together by their com. 
mon Intereft. Almott every Degree produces fomething 
peculiarto it. The Food often grows in one Country, 
and the Sauce in another. The Fruits of Portygal are 
corrected by the Produdts of Bardadoes: the Infufion ofa 
China Plant {weetened with the Pith of an Indian Cane. 
The Péilippick Iflands give a Flavour to our Exropean 
Bowls. The fingle Drefs of a Woman of Quakeyis often 
the Produ&t of an hundred Climates.

Natural Hiftorians tell us, that no Fruit grows 
originally among us, befides Hips and Haws, Acorns and 
Pig Nuts, with other Delicacies of the like Nature; that 
our Climate of itfelf, and without the Affiftances of Ar, 
can make no farther Advances towards a P/umé than to 
a Sloe, and carries an Apple to no greater Perfeétion then 
a Crab; that our Melos, our Peaches, our Figs, ovt 
Apricots and Cherries are Strangers among us, imported 
in different Ages, and naturalized ia our Exnglifh Gar- 
dens ; and that they would all degencrate and fall awe) 
into the Trafh of our own Country, if they were wholly 
neglected by the Planter, and left to the Mercy of ou 
Sun and Soil.

Nature, indeed, furnifhes us with the dare Neceffa- 
ries of Life; but Traffick gives us a great Variety of what 
is wfeful, and at the fame time fupplies us with every 
thing that is convenient and ornamental. Nor is it the leat 
Part of this our Happinefs, that whilft we enjoy the re- 
moteft Produéts of the North and South, we are free from 
thofe Extremities of Weather, which give them Birth ; 
that our Eyes are refrefhed with the green Fields of Bri- 
tain, atthe fame time that our Palates are feafted with 
Fruits, that rife between the Tropicks. 

‘ For thefe Reafons, there are not more ufeful Members 
‘jn a Commonwealth than MERCHANTS. They knit 
‘ Mankind together in a mutual Intercourte of good Of- 
‘ fices; diflribute the Gifts cf Nature ; find Work for the 
Poor; add Wealth to the Rich; and Magnificenceto the 
* Great. Our Englifh Merchant converts the Tin of his 
* own Country into Gold, and exchanges his Wool for 
‘Rubies. The Adahometans are cloath’d in our Britifb 
* Manufacture, and the Inhabitants of the Frozex Zone 
* warm’d with the Fleeces of our Sheep. | 

‘ When I have been upon the Change, I have often fan- 
* cied one of our old Kings ftanding in Perfon, where he is 
* reprefented in Effigy, and looking down upon the weal- 
* thy Concourfé of People, with which that Place is every 
‘ Day fill’d. In this Cafe, how would he be furpriz’d to 
‘ hear all the Languages of Europe fpoken in this little 
* Spot of his former Pohitisions and to fee fo many pri- 
‘ vate Men, who in his Time would have been the V/affals 
‘ of fome powerful Baron, negotiating like Princes for 
‘ greater Sums of Money than were formerly to be met 
‘ with in the royal Treafury! Trade, without enlarging the 
$ Britifh Territories, has given us a kind of additional Em- 
* pire. It has multiplied the Number of the Rich, made 
* our lauded Eflates infinitely more valuable than they were 
‘ formerly, and added to them an Acceffion of other E- 
* flutes as valuable as the Lands themfelves.’ 

Thus fur Mr. Addifon, whofe Writings moft modern An- 
thors jhould avoid quoting, as1t may afford too fair an Up- 
portunity of comparing his Manner of Thinking and Stile 
with their own.

Though we donot find our Letters have given any Diftaite 
to the Gentlemen, to whom they were feut, and who only 
have a Right to be difpleafed, if they had found any thing 
Offenfive in them; yet Mr. Osborue and his Corre/pondents 
feem to be extreamly gall’d, and to roar loudly againit 
them. It would, indeed, have been Mat er of much Wot-

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many others have been fent in much ftronger Terms than 
ours; had we not been well apprized of the Reafon of this 
extraordinary Diftin@tion, and of that peculiar Regard paid 
tousand our Letters. Wewere look’d upon as pass con- 
guis, to be fo much under the Influence of Commiffioners, 
Naval Officers, Excife Men, and the reft of the Pe//e, that 
we durft not prefume fo much as to open our Mouths;

Pretence 
of fealing a publick Leale; avd took that Opportunity, againft 
the Conjent of the Deputy Mayor (as be affirms) and with- 
out the leaft Knowledge of the Mayor, to fix tee Seal to the 
two Letters. it your Patience is not exhaufted, let me 
goou withmy Comment; for this Paragraph richly deterves 
it. Here is another remarkable Parenthefis, which mutt be 
firlt difpatch’d. The Adsmday on which the Committee and 
Others met, was an xf#al Court-Day, a ftated Day, on 
which any BufinefS: may be done that offers. That no 
Bufine/s of this kind was ever done on it, 1 readily agree 
with him; That is, the, Corporation never before, on a 
Monaay, happened to addrefs themfelves to their Adembers, 
In relation to Exefes. But, Bufinefs of a dke Nature has 
as frequently been done upon a Moxday, as at any other time. 

The Letter gues on to mention fome other Particulars, wrth 
which we do mot think it wecetlary to trouble our Readers; 
and then concludes in the following Manner.

‘ don and Monmouth, that the Situations, look you, is both 
‘ alike. There is a River in Macedon, there is alfo more-

It happens indeed a little unluckily, that there is no Bridge 
over the Tagas, fo that Vafconcellos mutt be tuppofed to 
have crofs’d it in a Boat.

— But perhaps thele 
are only the Surmifes of fuch vulgar Heads as mine. The 
fazacigus Author of thefe Remarks knows very well that 
Fujtice is blixd, or in cafe the thould open her Eyes, Sir— 
can deal with her. He has the beft defenfive Weapons 0 
the World to oppofe to her Sword. And as to her Be 
dauce, he is not fo ignorant in Staticks as to be at a Lofs 
how to turn the Scale in his own Favour. 

Some Peifons who are not quite fo good Antiquaries # 
the Learned Author of the Remarks, may be apt to wonder 
how a Medzl, which was ftruck in the Reign of King 
James the lid, cou’d be properly introduced to explain 4 
Political or Hiftorical Paper, publifh’d about 47 Years alter.

Keeper will fhew him a Silver Afedallion, which was ftruck 
as appears by the Date inthe Year 1659. On one fide you 
fee the image of a goodly fat Man, and Britanaia fitting 
altride his Shoulders with this Motto, Quid Valeant Hu- 
meri. Britanzia feems to expref$ great uneafinefs, as if 
fhe was not in a proper Attitude for a fine Lady. Over 
her Head you read this Motto, Stzprum Paffe Tyr : 
The lait Letters are quite. defaced; however [ make na 
doubt, but the ingenious Meff. Osborne and Walfingham 
will readily fupply this Defe&t. On the Reverfe of the 
Medal you fee a groupe of Figures, Lords and Citizens, Ca- 
waliers and Round-heads, Churchmen and Diffenters, Va- 
grants and fiardy Beggars ttanding on a Pedeftal, and kil- 
fing and embracing one another. At the bottom of the 
Pedeital you read this Motto, Quo Ego, which may be 
interpreted in two contrary Senfes, and yet are both a pli- 
eable to the Sculpior’s Defign. Some part of the Crowd, 
Who ftand on the Pedeftal are looking up and pointing to 
a Vine growing out of a Rock, which Viwe a fquinting ill 
favour’d Fellow is cutting down: Near him you read this 
Moto, Excifa renafcitar. Another Part of the Groupe 
are obferving an IJwdiam in a fine Coat fitting on an 
Higfoead of Toabcco, and feeming with great Eagernefs 
and Delight to count avaft Heap of Money, which lies 
ona Table before him. On the Hogfhead you read this 
Motto, Ex Re gualibet, Clofe by the ladtan ftands a bulky 
Figure, with a pleafan¢ Countenance ; but whether it be the 
Figure of a Man ora Woman, you cannot difcern. I here 
is taftned to the Girdle of this Figure a large Basket full 
of Sucar-Plumbs, which the Figure throws by Handfuls 
to the Crowd, who ftand on the Pedeltal. Near it you read 
this Motto, Usile Duici. And the Engraver has done his 
Part fo well, that you wou’d think the Words were juit 
come out of his Mouth. ‘ 

If {had not well examin’d this Asthor’s manner of Ar- 
Pumentation, I fhou’d not have imagined, that a competent

Wwe (ILE the Difputes that divide us (Cays Mr. Cares) 
turned on the common Topicks that are ever bul 
icted about between thofe who are eager to enjoy Power 
ana fuch as are unwilling to part with it; 1 thought indeed, 
tat the Pubick had lei$ to do in the Matter than the 
V riers 
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Writers on either Side cared to allow: For I took it for 
granted, that when the Antiminifterial Party found their 
Endeavours vain, and faw that neither in their Domeftick 
Condu@ or Foreign Negotiations, thofe at the Helm could 
be jultly charged with any thing unlawful or unwile, they 
would lay afide their Oppofition, and betake themfelves to 
more duiful, and confequently more likely Methods of 
gaining the Favour of the Crown.

tical Madnefs; but AZadmen are for all that dangerous, 
and the more fo, when, inftead of raving, they appear on- 
ly moody.

Since the Troubles which happened between the Years 
Firty one and Sixty, another Party has fubfifted in this Na- 
tion, who, from an over-weening Fondnefs for Liberty, 
aim at changing the Confi:tution into a Republick; q 
Scheme which, however romantick it may feem, they have 
yet conftantly purfued.

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It is now faid, that the Arag of Prafia only infits on 
roc000 Rix-Dollars, by way of Loan, from the Duta 
Merchants at Kowingsberg. Somefay, that they have ady- 
ally paid this Sum; but others affirm, they have declared 
their Incapacity of raifing it, and that they will rather quit 
the Country, than fubmit to fuch Exaétions. 

The Exprefs which Count Sinzendorf fentto Vrenna, jg 
return’d with the Emperor’s Anfwer in Relation to the 
Differences between the Kiag of Prajiaand this Republick.

HE Captain General of thefe Iflands, notwithflanding

his Catholick Mayjeity, by his Excellency Mr. Keene, Mis 
nifter of His Britaxznick Mayjelty at the Cour: of Sram. 
Chis ill Ufage is confirm’d now a-new by the faid Gene 
ral’s fu mimoniug the whole Factory to the City of Lagan 
five Leagues diftance from the Places of Abode of the 
chiet Merchants, to the great Detriment of their Affairs; 
aud this in order to force them to confent to a pretended 
Nnapiuary Salary, due to him, as Judge Confer vaior of their 
Privileges, 
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Privileges, which Title feems incompatible with his Ty- 
rannical Deportment to them. His Britaunick Majefty’s 
Subjeéts here refiding are unanimoufly determin’d not to 
come into the faid General’s Meafures, but to refift them 
vigoroufly to their utmoft Endeavours. 

The Emperor’s Council is very intent in concerting pro- 
per Meattres, with Regard to the King of Fraxce’s late 
Declaration, touching the Freedom of Voting at the en- 
fuing Election in Polazd. The Primate of that Kingdom 
having likewife exprets’d himfelf, much to the fame Pur-

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As Extradts of the former Edition may probably have been 
already inferted in fome of the Literary Journals, either Fo- 
reign or Domettick, our Obfervations fhall be confin’d to 
the Additions in this new Edition. Thefe are partly difpers’d 
throughout the whole Work, and added to the former Dif- 
courfes, and partly two entire new Difcourfes. One, which 
isinferted in the fecond Volume, is, Upow the Nature and 
Subjtance of [Vater 1m general; and the other, which our Au- 
thor has plac’d in the fourth Volume, is, Upow the Souls of 
Beajis. We propote to give Extracts of thete two Difcourfes. 

That upon Hater begins with a Definition of this Ele 
ment. Let us difcourie upon Water in general, lays Erz- 
fius; Ludoxus immediately anfwers, It is ealy to compre- 
hend, that JWater is (1.) @ Fluid, whofe Particles are (2) 
Rexible ; (3.) diaphanous ; (4.) rounder, fincother, or lefs 
branched than thote of Oyl ; (y.) romgéer, more branched, cr 
lager than thofe of Spirits of Wine; amd (6.) more fulid 
than thofe of Air. 

Evpoxus explains every one of thefe Qualities in par- 
ticular. UW eter (fays he) is (1-) a Liquid; becautfe its Par- 
ticles are continually agitated on every Side, and it diflolves 
Salts. (2.) The Particles of Water are flexible, becaufe 
they take the Form of the narroweft Spaces, and penetrates 
thro’ them. (3.) They are diaphanous, becaute they trant- 
mit Light on every Side, and are fourteen times lighter than 
thofe of Mercury. (4.) They are rounder, fmoother, or 
lels branched than thofe of Oy}, becaufe Water is more 
duid, and dries much fooner off from Linnen. (5.) They 
are rougher, more branched, or longer than thofe Spirits of 
Wine,becaufe Water freezes, and congeals, which Spirits of 
Wine do not (sur Author /hould have added) or at \eatt not 
foloon, fur that they do freeze in colder Climates 15 evt- 
dent: And (6.) they are more folid than thofe of Air, bee 
caufe Air penetrates where Water. will not. 

N.B. Eudoxus here interrupts Arifias, and fays, that ac- 
cording to Mr. Halley’s Obfervations, Water is eight hun 
dred times heavier than Air. Arifias trom hence takes Oc- 
calion to obferve, that for this very Reafon it is fo difficult 
to fink a blown Bladder into the Water. And £adoxas re- 
fuming the Thread of his Difcourfe, remarks, that this ¢x- 
ceflive Ditference of Weight furnifhes us with a very ule- 
ful Level, to take the Level of the Earth, and to know 
the Horizon. ;

Ariftus: I foould be glad (fays he) to know the Nature and 
Uje of this Inftrument. Eudoxus, who readily embraces 
every Opportunity of giving his Friend Satistaction, tho’ in 
the moft minute Enquiries, explains to him, very particu 
larly, what this Level is, and in what Manner it is made: 
But to embellith his Difcourfe, tells him, That to this Level 
we, in fome Meafure, owe, as well the Waterworks of Vet- 
failles, which pleafe the Eye with a@ thoujand furprizing 
Views, as the famous Canal of LANGUEDOC. He takes Oc- 
cafion, at the fame Time, to inform his Friend, (1.) That 
this Canal was begun by Command of Lewis X1V. Ann 
1666, under the Direction of MZ. Riguet; (2.) That it was 
finifh’d in 1681; (3.) That it has 12 Sluices, where the 
Water rifes or falls according as they are open’d or fhut; 
that Veficls may with Safety afcend or defcend, notwith- 
ftanding the Water-falls ; (4 ) That this Canal extends from 
the Haven of Cette to the Bafon of Thoulonfe; (5.) That 
with the Help of this Bafon it joins two Seas, feparated by 
france and Spain, viz. the Medtterranean and the Ocean. 
Arifius, charm’d with this Difcourfe, asks Eudoxus, whe 
ther the Lg\ptiaus and Romans, at the Height of their Splen- 
dor and Power, ever undertook Works more advantageous 
to the Publick, more arduous, and more worthy of Egypt 
and Rome: Aad one of the chief Inftruments (cries he with 
Attonithment) is @ fmall Glafs Tube, fill’d with dir and 
Water. He then immediately remarks, that Water bemg 
beavier than Air, bas confequently in Proportion fewer In- 
terfiices. his gives Exdoxus room to add, that Water is 
likewile very diflicu't to be compreiled; but that itis how: 
ever compreflible. This Compreffion he proves by the Ex- 
periment of a hollow Ball of Silver, which, being filled 
with Water, and afterwards clofed or foddered with the 
fame Metal, if hammer’d, will leffen in Size, and emit the 
Water thro’ the Pores of the Silver like Sweat. . 
This is the Subftance of the Difcourfe between Ariftas 
and Exdoxus upon Water in general, That upon the Sow 
of Beafis being pretty prolix, we fhall only mention a itw 
of the moft material Obfervations. ; 
The Author’s Detign in this Difcourfe is to prove, 
Oppotition to Defcartes, that Bealts are not mere Pieces 0 
Machinery, but that they have Perception and Knowledge: 
Eudoxus opens the Conference, and ftarts the Queilions 
Whether after a Reflection upon the Senfes, and Opera 
ons of Animals, we can ferioufly maintain, that ym 
neitie! 
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neither Knowledge, nor Perception, nor Paffions ? Ariffus, 
in his Turn, propofts this farther Queilion, tho’ out of 
Raillery; If Beatts (fays 4e) are endued with Knowledge, 
have tome fimall Degree of Reflection, and a Soul acceiti- 
blero Paffion and Anger, would not the moft fenfible, the 
fierceft, and moit furious among them, have fhewn their 
Refentinent atthe Injury and Indignity offer’d them by De/- 
cartes, who fubjeéts them to the Laws of meer Mechanifin 2 
Euduxns, upon this, gives feveral Inftances, related in Hi- 
flory, how tar Art has been made to imitate Nature. As, 
of the artificial Horfe which, in an open Plain, would run 
feven or eight Leagues ina Day; of the Iron Statue, the 
lnvention of a Captive, which walk’d thro’ feveral Turn- 
ings and Windings to the Palace of the King of Morocco, 
and after having prefented a Petition to that Prince upon the 
Knee, retarn’d back to the Prifoner; of the artificial fpeak- 
ing Head, made by Albert the Great; and the Statue of 
Memnon, which utter’d certain Words as foon as the Rays 
of the Sun darted on its Lips; with feveral more. 

Endoxus continuing his Difcourfe, confeffes, that it is 
impoflible to fet Bounds to the Wifdom of the Almighty ; 
and that if tne Hands of Men have been able to make fuch 
lurprizing Machines, with much greater Reafon may we 
luppofe, that the All-wife Workman might make others, 
Which, without the Affifttance of a Soul could perform the 
lame Things which we fee done by Beatts. But (adds 
be) the Author of Nature, who is as Wife as he is Good, 
has created us with an innate Propenfity which leads us, al- 
mott irrefittib'y, to attribute Knowledge to Animals: And 
he pretends, that this Propenfity itfelf is a trong Evidence 
again{t the Opinion of Defcartes. The Docility of feveral 
Animals, to learn almoft every Thing we can defire or with, 
s another Argument upon which he lays a great Strefs. We 
fhall not pretend to enter into al] the Particulars mentioned 
on this Subjeét ; we fha!l be contented with obferving, that 
all the extraordinary and furprizing Things which have been 
pertorm’d by brute Animals, whether the Etfect of their own 
natural Initinét, or of Inftruétion, are here expos’d at large; 
and that Ariftus and Exdoxus from thence conclude, that 
Animals mutt neceffarily be fomething nore than meer Ma- 
chines. But (fays Ati(tas) if we muft allow brute [ealts to 


have *, > ' = 
‘ave Souls, what manner of Souls can we fuppofe them to 
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Exdoxus anfwers, that they are of a Subftance, which i 
properly neither Spirit nor Body ; buta third Species of Sub- 
itance, only fufceptible of the Paffions, and of fenfible 
Knowledge without Deliberation, without Choice, without 
Liberty, without Merit, and confequently is deftin’d to perith 
with the Body.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


FRANCE. 


THE Militia of the Provinces, which confit of roo 
Batallions, making 60,000 Men, are order’d to be af 
fembled, as in Time of War. The Camp upon the Ma- 
felle, under the Command of the Count de Bellifle, is to 
confit of 25 Battallions of Infantry, and 65 Squadrons of 
Horfe and Dragoons, 
The Parliament of Paris are employ’d in fecuring the 
Privileges of their Fellow Subjeéts againft the Innovations 
and growing Power of the Court of Rome. 


HotitAND and the Low COUNTRIES. 


HE equitable Equivalent, which, as mention’d in our 

lat, the Deputics of Zealand had thought fit to of- 
fer the Prince of Naffav, in Lieu of the Marguifate of 
Ter-Veer and Filujhing, is faid to be 400,000 Florins, 
(setween 36 and 37,0001. Sterling.) The Anfwer that 
Prince gave to the Deputies, when this Offer was made, 
istemarkable: /f Gentlemen (aid he) the Margquifate be- 
long s tome, it is not to be purchafed with all the Money 
m Zealand: If tt does not belong to me, why do you offer 
me Money for it ? Upon fome Differences which have ari- 
fen between the Deputies of Holland and Zealand, con- 
cerning fOme Pretenfions of the former, in- Return for their 
Concurrence and Affiftance, it is faid, that a new Scheme 
has been propos’d for an Accommodation, which feems 
calculated to pleafe both Sides : And this is, To erec? the 
Marquifate into a Mafculine Fief in Favour of ihe Prince 
of Orange, upon Condition, that in Default of Heirs of bis 
Highne/s in a dire& Line, the Marquifate fhall revert to 
the Domains of the Province. The Refolution of the States 
of Holland, which approves of all the Deputies of Zea- 
land have done, concerning the Devaflalage of the Mar- 
guifate of Ter-Veer and Flupbing, and which the Penfionary 
himfelf had carried to the States General, feems to contra 
cict this Report ; and o argue, not only, thatthe Prince’s 
Ailairs are in a worfe Situation than ever; but a oe 
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Anti-Statholder-Party begins to triumph. Notwithfand- 
ing the fanguine Hopes they entertain’d in Holland, of a 
Reconciliation between the King of Proffia and the States 
General, new Difficulties arife daily. Both Sides have jn- 
deed accepted of the Mediation of his .mperial Majefty: 
But the Preliminaries, which are infifted upon by the States, 
on the one Side; and the new Demands from the King 
of Pruffia, on the other Side, for Sarisfaétton and Repara- 
tion, on Account of a pretended A& of Violence, and 
Damages enfuing, by a Cannon fired from the Ramparts 
of Arnheim, the Ball whereof went thro’ a Honfe be 
longing to his Majefty, do not ftem to promife fo fpeedy 
a Conclufion. In the mean Time Preparations are making 
on the Frontiers by both Sides, as if War was expedted. 
From Bruffels they write, that the French Court has de- 
clar’d they will not hear of any farther Demolition of the 
Fortifications of Dunkirk. It is likewife reported, that the 
French have a Defign to make a Harbour at Graveling, 
between Calais and Dunkirk. 





SPAIN and PORTUGAL. 


TH E Spaniards proceed vigoroufly in their military Pre- 
parations. 
Our laft Letters from Spain mention the Death of the 
Duke of Offana, a Grandee of the firft Clafs, in the 4gth 
Year of his Age. 


RomME and ITALY. 


From Rome we hear, that by Order of the Congrege: 
tion /xper monnullis, a Precept is direéted to Cardinal Col- 
cia, ordeving him to confign, within the current Month, al! 
he has to produce relating to his Defence, otherwife they 
will proceed to Sentence. 















GERMANY. 


A Projeét is faid to be on Foot, which will reconcile the 

Ditferences between his Imperial Majefty, as Archduke 
of Auftria, and the Ele@tors of Bavaria and Saxony, Wit 
Regard to the Pragmatick San&ion , probably fome Equi 
valent in Silefia, or ellewhere, in Licu of the Prettne 
ot the two Jofephin Archdutchefles. Some Advices pe 
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that the Emperor, by Way of Inducement, offers the City 
of ADgra or Paffau to the former, and to the latter the In- 
heritance of fome Part of Silefia, and all his Power and 
Influence to get his Electoral HighnefS chofen King of 
Poland. All theSaxon Forces are preparing to form them- 
felves into different Camps, in fuch Manner, that they may 
be able to join on the firlt Orders. 


PoLAND, SWEDEN, avd the NORTHERN Powers. 


PReparations for War, by Sea and Land, are continued 

with great Affiduity ac Petersburg, Riga,&c. The Go- 
vernor of Riga has Orders from the Czarina to put him- 
{elf at the Head of the Ratlian Troops in Courland, to 
reinforce them to what Number he thinks neceffary, and 
not to futter any Grandee of Poland, nor Soldier of any 
Nation whatfoever to enter that Dutchy. Even the Cour- 
landers themfelves are deny’d an Entrance without Paffes. 
A Fleet of 30 Men of War of the Line, and feveral Fri- 
gates, lying in Petersburg, Cronflot and Revel, are order’d 
to be equipp’d againft the Month of May, and 6000 Ma- 
tines are held ready to embark at an Hour’s Warning. Ie 
is believ’d the Czarina will make a Journey to Riga, in 
the Month of June, that fhe may be at Hand to iffue fuch 
Orders as the Pofture of Affairs may require: And the 
Prince of Bevern, it is faid, will foon be declar’d Stat- 
holder of all the conquer’d Provinces, and High Admiral 
of Roffia. 

Notwithftanding the Primate of Poland continues to 
ufe his utmoft Endeavours to prevent Factions in that King- 
com, they increafe daily.

At the Anti-conventional Dyet, when he infilted, 
that the Nobility and Gentry, who had not fign’d his Con- 
federacy on the 23d of February, fhould then fign i, they 
abfolutely refus’d it, as contrary to their Liberties, and the 
Laws of the Republick, went immediately out of the 
Church, enter’d into a new Confederacy, and unanimoufly 


choge them a Marhhal ; upon which feveral of the Pala-

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tine’s Party went over to them, and join’d them. Diffn 
tions begin to run high at feveral Places. .And in Sendo 
mir it has come to Blows, and feveral have been kilf’den 
both Sides of the Difpute, 

The Pope’s Nuncio has Orders to recommend the-In- 
tereft of the Elector-of Saxony, as a voluntary Conver, 
and a Princé who has very much promoted the Intereft of 
the Roman Catholick Church.

‘Fob his Father, having’ left Tecrit, came 
with hiS Brother, Afedoddin-Schirkoub?é, to fertle at Mofal, 
wheré the two Brothers were invetted with the moft ho- 
nourable Dignities, under the Favour and Prote@ion of 
Atabek, or Sultan Zenchi, whom our Wettern Hiktoriahs 
call Samguin. Some Time afterwards, Job remov'’d a ft 
cond Time, with his whole Family to Balvec, a City of 
Syria, of which he was made Governor. Herehis Son S# 
ladine was educated in a Princely Manner, and began to 
fhew, in his earlieft Years the molt favourable Difpofitions 
tothe Artsof Politicksand War. Saltan Noradine, the Son 
and Succeflor of Zenchi, conceiv’d fo ad¥antagions m 
Opinion of him, that pe foon plac’d him in the Namber of Di 
thofe intimate Favourites, who were admitted to the entire 


Confidence of their Prince. | D 
Here our Author breaks off the Thread of his Diftourfe cl 
totake a.more exa& View of the excellent Qualities of his T 


Heroe. He paints, in the moftlively Colours, the Piety, 
juftice, Liberality, Valour, Conftancy, Patience, Clemen- 
cy, and Policy of Saladime; ‘and gives feverat remarkable 
Initances of every One of thefe Virtues.

His Biftorian affures us, that when Saladine 
was incaimp'd Jin’ the Plain of Aeres, a Computation was

In a Word Sa- 
ss hardly knew what it was to refufe a Requelt, and 
the Importunity of Suitors, never put a Sropto the Readinefs 
and Affability with which he difpens’d his Favours.

Which they obtain’d without any Trogble on their, Side, -or

His Valour and Intrepidity placed him above the Fear of 
Danger.

‘ and in anfwer to fome of your Worhip’s Queries, | fend

“ my Arrival in France. 

‘In the firft Place, dear Ned, let me affure you of one 
* thing: However we Exglifo Efquires may value our- 
‘ {elves upon our Good Nature, yer | have received ten 
Noms. XI. B * Gumes 
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times more Civilities, and more Marks of Good Nature 
already among the Frenchmea, than you and I met with 
among our own Country-Gentlemen in all that Suthmer 
when we rambled together into the Welt of England. To 
our Shame be it fpoken, dear Ned, the French do mok 
certainly outdo us in their Civilities to Foreigners. | like 
France a great deal better than I thought | thould have 
done; yet I find a Man has his Misfortunes every where, [ 
have been on this Side the Water now almott three Months, 
and, wonld you believe-ir, dear Ned, | cannot geta 
Drop of fuch Claret as you and | had from Briafden: The 
Wine every Body drinks here is Burgundy ; but is, ge- 
nerally fpeaking, fuch damn’d Stuff, that] believe | hhail 
hate the Name of Burguzdy for the future as long as | 
live: In fhort, we thould break a Drawer’s Head in Lox- 
don, who brought us fuch curfed Wine as they fell at all 
the ‘Taverns in Paris. ’Tis true, I have drank good 
Wine at a few Great Mens Tables; but I thought [ 
muft have ran back to old Exglavdto-have gota Skin full 
of good Claret, (for ! find our Merchants buy up the belt 
here) if.a Friend, who I know I can depend upon, had 
not promifed me Yelterday to get me an Hogthead, which 
he is fure I fhall like. 

* [have been pretry bufy fince I came over: I have feen 
all the Royal Palaces, Chanzrily and St. Cloud. Ah! 
Ned, | am afraid I thall never more love Exgiifb Gar- 
dening ; and fhall fcarce have the Patience to look even 
upon Lord Cobbam’s Gardens, after what 1 have feen 
here. By Jove, that old Lew:s, tho’ you and | have 
heard an hundred frightful Stories about him, was a moft 
glorious old Fellow. I cannot tell yer, Ned, what | 
have feen: I have bought three Volumes which contain 
the Wonders of Verfailles; and when I have ftudied thefe 
about a Fortnight upon the Place, perhaps I may have 
fomething to fay to you ; and yet, after all, give me little 
Marli for my Money. Did you never hear, Ned, of 
the Pavillions of Adarli? Ah, Ned! if thee and 1, and 
thofe two Celicious Creatures we got acquainted with 
at Tunbridge, had but two of thefe fame Pavilions to pals 
one Summer in, | would not envy A/zbomer in his Para 
dice. I cannot tell thee what a prodigious Sum of Mo- 
ney matt have been laid out upon the Royal Buildings 
and Gardens; and yet, perhaps, the great Number 

* Strangers which come every Year into France, pt 
* phole 
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thofe Buildings, pay a large Intereft for the Money they 


‘coft. There is one thing befides, which makes the People 
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of France pretty eafy, who, perhaps, would never other- 
wife have endured to fee their King lay out fuch im- 
menfe Sums upon his Houfes and Gardens. You mutt 
know, Ned, that thefe delicious Gardens are, im a Man- 
ner, the Gardens of the People. ‘They are fo far from be- 
ing kept fout wp for the fole Ufe of the Royal Family, 
that every Suvday and Holyday the Gardens at Ver/ailles 
are full of Tradefinen, their Wives and Children : Nor 
is any thing more common than for thefe fort of People 
to make a Party of Pleafure, and go to Adarli. I have 
tead of a Roman Emperor that caufed this !nfcription to 
be fet over his Palace, The Publick Buildings : Accord- 
ingly his Palace, and all the Gardens belonging to it, 
were conftantly opew to the People of Rome, and the 
meaneft Romaw might, if he pleafed, have an Audience 
of this Godlike Emperor. To fay the Truth, methinks 
the Publick have fome fort of a Right in thofe magnifi- 
cent Palaces, for the building of which they have paid : 
But it is not only the Kiag of Frauce, who keeps his 
Palaces and Gardens conftantly open to be enjoyed by his 
Subjects : The French Nobility imitate their Prince. ‘The 
meaneft Peafant in the Neighbourhood of Chantilly, can 
thew a Man Monfieur the Duke’s Palace, and all over 
his Gardens, thro’ Part of which he has even fuffered a 
common Road to be made for Horfes. There is, me- 
thinks, fuch an Air of trae Grandure and Humanity in 
this Procedure of the Freach Nobility, as | could heartil 

with our Great Men (who have followed many a foalifh 
French Fafhion) would learn to imitate. 

‘You are fu jnguifitive, dear Ned, about the Great 
People at the French Court, that i muft fay fomething 
to fatisfy your Curiofity. 1 have feen the King and Queen 
very often: His Majefty is, in my Eye, much the hand- 
fomeft Man [have feen in all France ; tho’ he is a keen 
Sportfman, and never fcruples to expole his 'ace ro all 
Weathers ; ne has, notwith{tanding this, fo fine a Com- 
ple@ion, and fuch a charming White and Red in his 
Cheeks, as many an Englifo Lady would give ten thou- 
fand Pounds, and her very Smock from her Back to be 
Miftrefs of. His Beauty, however, is fat from making 
him look effeminate: He hasa certain Sweetnefs and Vi- 


 vacity in his Eyes, which | want Words to give you a true — 
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Notion of: He is very well fhaped, and, in my Opinion; 
neither too fhort, nor too tall: In his Behaviour and 
Dreis he is affable and genteel, and without Pride or Af- 
feCtation. Some of his Servants have affured me, that 
he is one of the beft humour’d Men alive, and lefs dif- 
ficult to be pleafed than moft private Gentlemen in 
France. If all his Coaches or Horfes are not ready at 
the Hour he ordered them, he goes away without 
them, and only makes a Jeft of it. Hunting is his chief 
Diverfion: At this Sporthe is indefatigable, and conftant- 
ly makes Ufe of our Exglifh Horfes, of which he has 
about three hundred in his Stable, and fome as good as 
I ever faw. Tho’ he is yet too young to apply himfelf 
clofely to Bufinef$, he is regularly enough at Councils, 
and after the Council rifes, is frequently fhut up for a 
contiderable Time, either with the Cardinal, or the 
Kecper of the Seals, who, ’tis thought, are endeavouring 
to give him juft and proper Notions of the State of his 
Kingdom, and histrue Intereft. The Frexch flatter them- 
{clves, that with thefe Lights and Helps, he will one 
Day, be capable of being his own fir/# Minifter. 

* The Queen of France, dear Ned, tho” fhe is far from 
being the moft regular Beauty, yet, take her altogether, 1s 
one of the moft agreeable Woman I ever faw in all my 
Lie. You muft know, Ned, all the French Ladies are 
of the fame Compleétion; and as they keep their Rofes 
and Lillies in their Drefling-Boxes, lay as gieat a Quan- 
tity upon their Cheeks as they have Occafion for. . It was 
lome Time before the Queen of Frazce could be brought 
to paswt. But at prefent, to pleafe the King, as it is faid, 
and to keep the Ladies of Paris in Countenance, the lays 
on a little Red, tho’ not in that Quantity which other 
Court Ladies do. So much good Humour, fo much 
Sweetnels and Condefcention, without the leaft Spice of 
Affecta ion, appear inall her Words and her Aétions, that 
thofe who come near her are infinitely charmed, 40 

picated with her Behaviour. The Splendor of the brench 
Court is more than fufficient to turn the Head of a filly 
or a vain Woman; yet all who fee the Queen of France, 
fee plaicly, that Grandure and Ceremony are {fo far from 
being naturally agreeable to her, that fhe only fupports and 
endures them to pleafe other People, She is become 10 
abtolutely and entirely a French Woman, that fhe has none 


ot her Country Folks or Relations about her: Even her 
* owll 
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‘own Father King Staniflaus refides at a confiderable Di- 
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lance from Verfurlles, and comes but feldom to Court. 


‘ This Prince, whois allow’d by all who know him to be 
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a Man of an excellent Underftanding, has behaved with 
fo much Prudence, and in fo gentee] a Manner fince his’ 
coming into France, that the French, far from being jea- 
lous ot his meddling in their State Aftairs, have conceiv’d 
an high Effeem and areal Affection for him. Shou!d 
King dugujias die, King Staniflaws, in all Probability, 
would once again mount the Polifh Throne, I have 
not yet feen this Prince, but intend fhortly to take a Trip 
to his Court. I have heard that the Emgli/b in Particular 
are well receiv’d there. 

* Having faid thus much of the crown’d Heads in Framce ; 
in thenexst Place in Obedience to your Commands, Ned, 
| will give you fome Account of their firtt Minilter, of 
whem I have a very. different Notion fince | came into 
France, from, what 1 had in |Exgland. 

‘ Cardinal de Fleury, tho’ | take him to be about Seventy, 
yet having always liv’d temperately, is flill an hail Man, 
and has a very good Conftitution: His Peron and Be- 
haviour are extreamly graceful : He has an honett, 
and a fenfible Look, and if 1 am rightly inform’d, is 
really an honeft and a wife Man. Every Body allows, 
that there never was a firft Minifter in Fraxce, who was 
fo little follicitous to lay up Money for himfelf, or to 
make a vaft Fortune: I am told that when he makes an 
Enteriainment for foreign Minifters, he is forc’d to bor- 
row fome of the King’s Piate, having lite or none of 
h's own; nor has he any fuch thing a$ a Country Seat. 
The Place call’d //j, to which he often retires, and 
which People in Exg/and fancy is fome magnificent Pa- 
lace, is nothing more than a Seminary for the Education’ 
of Priefts: It lies about a Mile from Paris: In this Col- 
lege or Seminary, the Cardinal has a finall Appartment, and 
when he is there, lives like a private: Man. While he is’ 
ia this Retreat, he is fure never to be difturb’d by any 
Female Vifitants; forby the Orders of the Houfe, no Wo- 
man can come within their Walls. It is very evident, 


that he has the fame Affe@ion for the King, who was edu-- 


cated under him, as a tender Father has for a Som; and 
that all the Gold in the /#dies would not tempt him to 
do any thing, which he imagin’d was againft the real In- 


terelt of the King, and Kingdom of France: There has been 
no 
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v 
« no fuch thing as any Alteration in the Coin fince his Mi- 
, niftry, and this was oneof thegreateft Grievances, which 

the French too often felt under other firft Minifters. He 
* isa Man of Letters himfelf, an Encourager of Learning, 
* and perfectly well acquainted with the Interefts of the fe- 
* veral Statesin Exrope. Thofe who belt know him, con- 
© fidently affirm, that he is far from wanting Courage; but 
* that he did not think proper to involve France in a Wat, 
* while their King was a Minor, and their Finances iy Con- 
* fufion: He has at laft brought thefe into Order, difcharg’d 
* many Debts of the Crown, and put others upon a regu- 
* lar Foot of being paid off. France is at prefent in a Ca- 
* pacity to make her Enemies fear her, and wherever the 
* Cardinal aims a Blow, he will inall Probability ttrike fure. 
* He feems to be one of thofe filent, prudent Men, whom 
* I fhould with for a Friend, and dread as an Enemy. 

* Nothing can be more falfe, than a Notion we had in 
* England, that the Cardinal was difcarded ; and that Mon- 
* fieur Chauvelin, the Keeper of the Seals, was put in his 
* Place. It was at the Cardinal’s earneft Defire, that Mon- 
* fieur Chauvelin was made his Affociate in the Miniltry. 
‘ There has for many Years been a moft intimate and frig 
* Friendfhip between thefe two Great Men ; the Cardinal 
* has long had a very great Affe@tion for the Keeper of the 
* Seals, and could not have plac’d his Favours upon a more 
* grateful, ora more able Man. 

* Monfieur Chaavelixz is in the Vigour of his Age, that is 

about Forty; a Man of great Capacity and Addrefs, has 
been converfant ina good deal of Bufinefs, and is indefa- 
tigable: I am affured, that he makes no Suppers, that he 
rites every Day of his Life at five 0’ Clock, and is ready 
to give Audienceto all, who have any Bufinefs with him. 
The French Minitt:rs in general, are indeed fo eafy of 
Acce/s, as is hardly credible, confidering the Number ot 
Attairs they are oblig’d to difpatch: Their Ears are cot 
(tantly open to hear any Complaints which are made to 
them, againft any inferior Officers ; andif the Perfon who 
complains is foundto have ‘fu/tice on his Side, he is fure 
to have his Complaints immediately redrefs’d, and to fee 
thofe who oppre//ed him punifh’d. ’Tis true, the King 's 
abfolute, and will be obey’d; yet I cannot find but im- 
partial and fpeedy Juftice is ufually done between private 
Men. There is an Officer in Paris call’d the Lientenant 
de Pelice, who upon any Complaint made to him, and 
© efpecially 
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‘ efpecially by Strangers, does Juftice in a fummary Way; 
‘in fach Cafes, where in England a Man mutt have en- 
‘gag’d in a tedious Law Swit, aud perhaps, after all, have 
‘ fpent his Money and his Time tono Purpofe. Upon the 
‘ whole, I cannot help doubting, whether the French are fo 
‘ much S/aves, or fome other People fo perfeétly free, as I 
* once believ’d. I cannot fee but the Arewch talk as freely 
‘ of their Minifters in Paris, as we do of ours in London. 
‘The Cardinal, and the prefent Set of French Minifters 
* are fufficiently rail’d at by fome People, who do not like 
‘ what has been done in the Affair of the Conftitution, the 
‘ Bufinefs of Madamoifelle Cadiere, and of. the Abbee 
‘ Paris; yet to be plain with you, | take the mighty Noife 
‘ which has been made about thefe three filly Affairs, to 
‘ proceed wholly from the natural V’ivecity of the French 
‘ Nation, and from their wanting fome other Subje& of 
‘ oreater Confequence to talk of. The Fresch have fo 
‘ much Life and Spirit, that they love to be in AGtion, and 
‘mut talk of fomething or other. It would therefore, 
‘ perhaps, be no ill Policy of their Governors to give them 
‘ fomething to talk of. France has hitherto been taking 
‘ Breath,and wanted Time torecover thofe terrible Wounds 
‘ we gave her in the lait War. By the Cardinal's prudent 
‘ Adminiftration, fhe is, at prefent, pretty well recovered, 
‘and feems capable once more of making a very confider- 
* able Figure in Earope. 

‘ Should the French fee any great Enterprize fet on Foot 
which they imagined was for the Glory of france, as 
there is no Nation upon Earth who have the Honour 
of their Country more at Heart, believe me, dear Ned, 
you would find them, one and all, unite in the Service 
of the Publick ; you would then hear nothing more of 
their Difputes about the Pope’s Bull; whether Mifs Ca- 
diere is a Maid, or not; or whether the Abbee Paris was 
a Saint or aSinner. You would likewife find one other 
Confequence from the French being engaged in fome 
Great AGion ; namely, that their pretent Miniltry would 
be the moft popular Miniftry in all Europe. Cardinal de 
Fleury is (even by the Confeffion of his greateft Enemies) 
the moft difinterefted Minifter France ever faw; and he 
is fo far from filling the Great Pofts in the Kingdom 
With his own Relations, or giving them an unjuft Prefe- 
rence to other Men, that in the Opinion of moft People 


he does not give them what is really their due, and yee 
their 
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their perfonal, Merit, feems fairly to demand. [ need not 
fay how’ effe€tual a: Shield ‘againit,Bavy fuch a Condua 
as this muft be, or how popular fuch a Minifter would 
naturaily geow, if People could no longer Obje& to hin 
the oaly Faals, which, with any Appearance of Reafoa | 
ever yet heard, laid to his Charge; namely, that He jaf 
fers the French Armies to lie idle. 1 have already ob. 
ferved to you, that his Coadjutor, Monfieur Chanvelim, is 
a Man of acknowledged Abilities, in the Vigour of bis 
Age, indefatigable in Bufinefs, and of a molt eafy Ac- 
ceis. I could name to you feveral other of the inferior 
Minifters, who are allowed to be Men of very great 
Abilities. As to the reach Generals, the famous Ma- 
re{chal )’sl/ars, tho’ he muft.now be near fourfcore, looks 
extreamly well, affifts conftantly at Councils, and I beat, 
keeps a’ Miftrefs. Our own Countryman, the Duke of 
Berwick, who islikewife a Marefchal of France, deferves 
to be mentioned next to Marefchal Vsi/ars,and will, proba- 
bly, be the General whom the Fre#eh will. chiefly rely on, 
after the Death of the former. . The Duke of Berweek is, 
at prefent, amufing himflf with Planting, and making 
Gardens at his Country Seat near Claremont, which lies 
within a, Days Journey of Paris. As he is a temperate 
Man, tives in a fine Air, and takes Care of himfelf, his 
Contticution, which is a very good one, will fully enable 
him to bear the Fatigues of the Field, if he fhould be 
call’d into A@ion: 1 need. fay nothing of his military 
Skill; The Battle of Almanza was too fatal a Proot of 
it. 

* You defire to know, dear Ned, what fort of Figure 
the Engli:/b Minifters have lately made in Paris ;and how 
they have been efteem’d at the French Court; bit, fince | 
am not able to fay what I wifh I could, you mutt allow 
me to be enticely filent upon this Head. 

* I will however venture to aflure you, that the French 
are very far at prefent, from having a defpicable Idea © 
our Nation in General. Inthe Reign of Lewis the X1Vt, 
when Arts and Sciences were carried to fu great a Height 
in Freace, the French, who are naturally apt to have 
too good an Opinion of themfelves, began, like the ancl 
ent Greeks and Romans, to look upon all other Nations S 
Barbarous ; and had no great Opinion of Englifh Genius 4 
The late Peace, which has made them better acquaint 
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with our Nation than ever they were before, has redtitied 
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‘reGtified their Notions with Relation to the Engii 

* Tongue and Writings: Some of our moft celebrated 
‘ Pieces, fuch as Tbe whole Duty of Man, Sidney upow Go- 
* vernment, Mr. Locke’s Human Underftanding, The Spetta- 
* port, The Guardians, The Tale of a Tub, and feveral others, 
* have been tranflated into French, and are univerfally admir’d, 
© by their Men of Genius'and Letters. ‘Even a Book, which 
§ you would think the leatt likely of any tobe tranflated into 
* French, has been lately put into that Tongue, and printed 
* at Paris ; the Book: I mean, is Milton's Paradife Loft’ 
* to which the Tranflator has prefix’d the Great Mr. Ad- 
* difon’s Remarks upon that Poem. — It is tranflated by 
* Monfieur Sasmour Du Prez, avery learned Gentleman, 
* and Treafurer of France: Good Judges fay itis much bet- 
* ter done, thamthey could have thought any Frenchman ca- 
* pable of doing it. AM4:/tow is at prefent read and admir’d 
‘in Paris, and the French have the fame’ Notion of him

* pas, who is Secretary of State, fpeaks it. The beft Judges 
‘ feem to allow that there is at prefent more Wit, Know- 
‘ ledge, and Learning in Exglavd and in France, than in any 
‘other two Nations in Pavint: and methinks, (tho’ 
‘am fure 1 am a True Exghjfhman,) | could with we hada 
© ood Underftanding with thefe our Polite Neighbours. 
‘ [don’t know whether it would not be poffible to put 
‘ Things upon fuch a Foot as might be for our mutual 
* Advantage: I fancy I could namea Nation, who are much 
‘ more likely to be our Rivals in Trade than the French; 
‘but | won't ftir a Step farther in Politscks, for fear of 
‘ wading out of my Depth. I fancy, Ned, I have already 
* gone much farther than you expeéted from me; but while 
‘ you are riding round your Park, or in Parfuit of a Fox, 


‘you cannot imagine how Wife and how Politick we 
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* Travellers grow. I thall fpend the Winter where I am, 
* but intend to pay my Refpects to you next Summer in a 
© Suit of Cloaths A-/a-mode de Paris, and this brings me 
© to fay fomething of the French Drefs. The Men’s Coats 
* are cut pretty much like ours, but all the young Fellows, 
* and fome of the old ones, wear their Wigs in Bags and 
* a Ribbon (inftead of a Cravat) ty’din a Knot under thes 
* Chin, which they call a So/starre. Some of them this 
* Summer have made their Appearance in white Bags and 
¢ Rofe-colour’d Solitatres, which to tell you Truth, dear 
¢ Ned, does in my poor Opinion look a little fantaftical. 
¢ Allthe Women wear aloofe flowing Robe, fo that you 
¢ cannot tell a bad Shape from a good one; however, let me 
* tell you, Ned, that in the Main they are good agreeable 
¢ Girls, and feem to have rather an higher Relith of shat 
¢ fame than our Countrywomen. As | am refolv’d to 
¢ make myfelf a compleat Matter of French, and have been

Braffels, April 12. The Report increafes of the French 
defigning to make a handfome convenient Port of Grave- 
ling, fituate between Calais and Dunkirk ; this, if true, 
may probably give Umbrage to a neighbouring Power. 

London, April 14. On Monday latt was held a Court 
of Aldermen and Common Council of the City of Lon- 
don; in which it was unanimoufly refolved to petition the 
Houfe of Commons againft the Bill then depending, for 
excifing Tobacco, and that it fhould be prefented to the 
Houfe by their Sheritts, in Purfuance of an ancient Privilege 
of this great City. 

On Tuefday the Sherifts accordingly went and prefented 
the faid Petition at the Bar of the Houfe. The Court of 
Requetts, Weltminfter-Hall, and all Places contiguous 
were filled with a vaft Concourfe of mercantile Beggars, 
who had the Infolence to go thither in theirown Coaches, 
which reached almoft from Guildhall to Weltmin{ter.——~ 
This is a plain Proof, according te the Dodtrine of fome in- 
gesious Robertfmen, that the Britith Merchants riot im Lyuxu- 
ry avd Riches, and therefore ought to be reduced. Bur, 
unfortunately for their Scheme, 

On Wednefday laft, the fecond Reading of that Bill was 
adjourned over to the r2th of June next; upon which 
Occafion the Evening concluded with Bonefires, [lumi- 
nations, Ringing of Bells, and other publick Demontftra- 
tions of Joy through the whole City. 

A few Days fince a fhort but pithy Sermon was preach- 
ed, at a certain famous Chapel in Weftminfter, from the 
mrp, Text in Ezekiel, Chap. xxvii. Verfes the 35th 
and 36th.

The MERCHANTS amongft the People fhall uiss at Thee. 
Thou fialt be a Terror, and never foalt be any more. 

We fhould have inferted in our Paper this Week, Lets 
ters from feveral Corporations to their Reprefentatives, in 
Relation to the intended Excife, had not that Defign been 
laid afide. 
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We hear that in the General Court of the South-Sea 
Company, which will be held on Tuefday next, the Di- 
rectors will take the Court’s Approbation of a Petition de- 
figned to be prefented to the Parliament, for dividing their 
prefent Capital, 3 4ths into.

Whenever a Senate or Parliament grows corrupt, the People 
are Slaves. 


R. Fog, iz bis laft Fournal, obferves, that be has ale 

ready made it appear by Comparifons between the Se- 
mate of Rome, sauder the Government of the Cafars, and 
the prefent Parliament of Paris, that in the beft contrived 
Conftitutions, whenever the Senate grows corrupt, the 
People are Slaves ; aud that:ow the contrary in thofe Go 
vernments whith are not geucrally éffeemed to be free, while 
the Magiltracy preferve their Honour and Integrity, the 
Subjects whe live under them may enjoy the Sweets of Li- 
berty. 

If we examine our Exglifh Hiftory (fays Mr. Fog) we 
fhal! fd fome Examples of both thefe Extreams ; nay, 
in the very fame Reign we meet with an Inftance of one 
Parliament, that behaved like a Parliament of Paris, and 
of another, that a&ed like 4 flavith Senate of Rome. 

No Prince ever came to 4 Crown with a more univer- 
fil Love and good Will of his People than Richard thelld, 
not only upon the Account of his Grandfather Edward 
the IIId, who was fo highly refpe€ted, but upon the Ac- 
Count of his Father the Black Prince, who was perfectly 
adored ; yet by the wicked and blundering Adminiftration 
of thofe he had the Misfortune to employ, he at length 
iusirely loft all Efteem and Affe&tion among his Subjeds 5 
for all the Politicks of thefe Men, had no other Tendency, 
but to fqueeze Money from the People at Home, while the 
troe Interctt o the Nation was fo negle@ed Abroad, that 
Calars, and other Dominions, were in Danger of being lott, 
Orrather fcandaloufl) given up by the Confent of the Mr- 
Hltcrs, for a Sum of Money ; as it appeared by Letters, 
thit were takin upon an Agent of France, by the Lords 
Confederated againtt the wicked Miuifters. 


The - 
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The Parliament, which had fome Indulgence for the 
young King, thought it inconfiftent with their Truft and 
Duty to bear longer, with, the Minifters. Wherefore they 
fent a Meflage to the King, who was at, Eltham, a Vil- 
lage not far trom London, declaring, that De la Pool, Earl 
of Saffolk, the Chancellor, and Rovert De Vere, the Trea- 
furer, ought to. be removed from all Office and Truft, and 
from about the Perfon of the King, for that their Coun- 
cils and Influence had proved to the Diladvantage of him 
and the Kingdom; and what exafperated the People and 
Parliament, (for the Parliament and People had the fame 
Inclinations and Interefts,) more particularly againft the 
Chancellor was, that he had in the King’s Name demanded 
of the Comnions an extraordinary Supply for the King’s 
Houfhold, or in other Words, that he had pretended a De- 
ficiency in the Civil Lift, and Demanded that the fame 
fhould be made good by the Commons ; to which Demand 
the Commons returned this brave and honeft An{wer, That 
they neither cou’d, nor wou’d proceed in any Bufinefs in 
Parliament, nor difpatch the leaft Article, till the King thou’d 
come in Perfon among({t them, and remove the Chancellor 
from his Office. 
The next Day the Parliament, by common Confent, 
(or Nemine Contradicente, as it is now exprefs’d) difpatch’d 
the King’s Uncle the Duke of Gloacefier, and Thomas De 
Arundel, Bithop of Ely, to Eltham, to deliver. to the King 
the Senfe of both Houfes, which they did accordingly in 
a Speech, in which were thefe Words: — . 
« * That it was eftablifhed by ancient Coftom in this 
« Realm, that the King ought to call a new Parliament 
every Year upon many Accounts. : a 

‘ Secondly, That if the King did by ungovernable Will, 
eftrange and withdraw him(felf from his Parliament for 
the Space of forty Days, the Members were at Liberty to 
recurn to their feveral Habitations without any farther 
Proceedings. f 
The Minitters being a little alarm’d at thefe Proceedings, 
as feeing that they threatued their Deftruion, thought to 
intimidate the Parliament, by advifing the King to tell 
them, * That he perceived his Parliament as well as People 
‘ intended to make Infurre@tions againft him, in which 
* Cafe he was refolved to call in his Coufin, the King of 
* France, aud to receive both Advice and Affiftance from 


‘him, and even to fabmit himfelf to him, rather than 
* trackle 
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* truckle to his own Subjects ;” ———— but fo far was the 
Parliament from being terrified at thefe Threats, that they 
returned this fevere Anfwer, * That they had an ancient 
* Conftitution, which was not long fince put in Execuiop, 

that if the King thro’ evil Council, Obttinacy, Contempt 
of his Subje&s, or by any other irregular Courfes, thon’d 
alienate himfelf from his People, and not govern by 
the ancient Laws and Statutes of the Realm, and thou’d 
precipitate himfelf into wild Defigns, and abandon him- 
* felf to an arbitrary Will, that from that Time it fhou’d 
be lawful for his People, by their full and free Confent, 
* to depofe that King from his Throne, and to fet upon 
* it another of the Royal Family. 

This Speech brought the King a little to himfelf, fo that 
in a few Days he came to the Parliameat, and fuffered 
De la Pool to be impeached by the Commons ;——— 
and having gratified them thus far, he thought fit to ask a 
Supply ; to which the Commons returned this Anfwer, 
* That he needed not to want Supplies from his People, 
‘ while he might fo eafily fupply himfelf from thofe, who 
* were his and the Nation’s juft Debtors, (meaning the 
* Minifters and other Place Men.) 

The publick Robbers (that is to fay, the Minifters) found 
it wou'd be abfolutely neceflary to go a little farther, and 
therefore the Councellor and Treafurer were removed from 
their Employments ; but this was but a meer Grimace, # 
being done by their own Confent and Advice, to fee it ® 
wou'd put the Parliament into a Humour of granting the 
Supply : And indeed it had that Effe€t ; for the Parliament 
expeéting that by their Removal the publick Money might 
from thenceforth be applied to the publick Ufe, granted 
fuch a Supply as they judg’d to be*neceffary. 

There is one Thing in the Nature of this Tax that mof 
not be omitted, becaufe it thews the Tendernefs our Par- 
Hiaments had for the Circumftances of the People —— 
for it was refolv’d that the Trading People fhou’d be 
tirely exempt from this Tax, and that none fhou’d pay 0- 
wards it, but Perfons diftinguith’d by the following Ranks; 
viz. Dukes, Earls, Archbithops, Bitheps, Abbots, Sheriffs, 
Knights, Efquires, Parfons, Vicans, and Chauntry Prietts. 

They contider’d next, that by the great Corruption of the 
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Place-Men, the publick Revenues being fquander’d, the 


King defrauded, Trade decay’d, the common People 5¥

the landed Gentry impair’d, and at the fame Time the 
Place-Men grown immeafureably Rich, they chofe eleven 
Lords, to whom they gave Power to hear all Caufes and 
Complaints relating to the publick Revenues, from thé 
Death of King Edward the Illd, to the prefent Time —— 
and then they broke up. 

The Money being gain’d, and the Parliament difmifs’d, 
the Minifters refum’d their Places and Pra@tices too, and 
their Influence appeared to be as great as ever, and now 
they bent their whole Study to make themfelves fafe. —— 
The general Difaffe&tion of the People they valued little, 
for they knew the People are nothing without Leaders, and 
if they cou’d take off fome great Men, who were become 
extreamly Popular by oppofing them, they thought the 
might afterwards a& without Reftraint ; to which Fane e 
they laid a Defign of having the Duke of Glouceffer and 
other of their principal Oppofers invited to an Entertain- 
ment in the City, where they were to be murder’d: But this 
Plot was fpoilt by its being communicated to Sir Richard 
Exton, the Mayor of Londom, whofe Concurrence they 
judg’d to be abfolutely neceflary, who not only refufed to 
be concerned in fo wicked an Affair, but gave timely No- 
ticeof itto the Duke of Gloucefter, who prevented the reft 
from accepting any Invitation. 

* Such is the feeble Policy of violent and felf-interefted 
* Statefmen, whofe Councils are only applied againft Men, 
‘ but never turn’d to the mending of Things, as if the 
* taking off afew Perfons who oppofed them would make 
* Affairs eafy ; whereas as long as there are injur’d Men ina 
* Nation, that is to fay, as long as there are Subjeéts, fuch 
* Minifters muft have Enemies ; and Jet them flatter them- 
* felves with what they will, their Safety cannot be fecur’d 
* but by more honeft Meafures, and this the Men of whom 
* weare writing prov’d to be true; for afterwards when 
‘ they found Means to compafs the Deaths of fome of thefe 
‘ Patriots, they were no fooner remov’d, but others had 
* the Courage to ftand in their Places ; fo that for them to 
* think of deftroying their Enemies was attacking a Hydra, 
‘ where one Head was no fooner cut off, but twenty ftart- 
* ed up inthe Place of it. ca 

Their firft Scheme was to take off all Terrors of Parlia- 
ment, and to render that Affembly paflive, and obedient to 
their Cemmands. ——In order to put this in Execution, 


they adyifed the King to go to Nottingham, or re the 
carrie 
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earried him there, fuch a Tool did they make of him; 
where Trefillian the Chief Juftice, as well as the other 
Judges, and, in fine, the whole Gang met him; the Sheriffs 
of all the Counties were alfo fammon’d to attend the King 
there. Nowthey tamper’d with the Sheriffs to raife Forces 
(for the King as they pretended, but in Effect for themfelves;) 
and, Secondly, they required of them that they would return 
none to ferve in the next Parliament, but‘fuch Perfons as they 
(the Minifters) would name.—The Sheriffs an{wer’d that the 
Perfons who oppofed the Meafures of the Minilters were 
greatly belov’d by the People, who they were ture would not 
fight againft them. Secondly, as to Perfons to be return’ 
for Parliament, they could not hinder the Peopie from their 
ancient and ‘undoubted Right of free Ele&tions. —— Upon 
this Difappointment they applied to the Judges, where they 
met with mach better Succefs;.for thefé worthy Gentle 
men mov'd {fome perhaps by the Promifes_of Advance. 
ment, others of Titles and Honours, and others of Perti- 
ons) promifed to make the Law {peak jult as they would 
have it. ‘ 

I cannot ‘omit ‘one Stary which happend about this 
‘Time: The feveral Lords and Commiffioners who had 
confederated tegether to relieve their Country from the Ty- 
rauny and Oppreilion of thefe vile Minifters, had a Meets 
ing at Harimgay Park near Highgate ; of which Intelligence 
being brought tothe King, ata Timethatone Sir Hugo a 
Lyn, who-was reckon’d crack-brain’d (perhaps for {peaking 
Truth at Court) was prefent; the King turn’d to him and 
ask’d him what he fhould du with thefe Men, the old Knight 
anfwer’d with a {miling Countenance, Let us mutch out 
and kill every Man’ of them, and'then by God’s Eyes you 
will have deftroy’d the worthieft Men and beft Subjects 10 
your Kingdom. 3 - 

Our Minifters finding they mifcartied in their Defgn 
vpon the. Sheriffs, djd not think themfelves fafe yet, dut 
when the Year was ‘out, and new Sheriffs were to be ap- 
same they putin a Pack-of profligate Fellows fit for theif 

urpote, who readily complied withewhat the others had 
refufed, and return’d fuch Tools to’ Parliament, as would 
have match’d a Xomaxz Senate in-its moft fcundalous Days- 
They were, in fiue, the very 3Beqreeg of the Men in 
Power, and did their villainous Drudgery pafling well; for 
they impeach'd all thofe Lords who had oppofed their Ma- 
Ker’, particularly thofe that had been appointed by the jaft 

Parliament 
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Parliament to in{pect the Diffipations that had been com- 
mitted in the Publick Revenues. —— Thefe, above alk 
Men, were never to be forgiven, for an Attempt to put an 
End to pilfering under fuch: an Adminifiration, was attack- 
ing the very Freehold of our Men in Employments, fo 
that tome of thefe brave Men were banith’d out of the 
Realm, and their Ettates confiftated, aud others brought 
to the Scaffold. 

Thus it will ever be where wicked Men pretide, and 
Meatures muit be fupported by the Oppreffion and Ruin of 
thofe who are confiderable enough ta make a flropg Op- 
polition againit them. In fuch a Government it will be 
always found, that when any extraordinary Efforts are 
made for the Safety and. Prefervation of any particular Seg 
of Men, it is certainly for thofe that deferve to be hang’d. 

Now Things went on fmoothly enough, and if it be a 
Happinefs for the People that the Minifters thou’d make 
the Laws of the Land the Rule of their Government, the 
People were now the happieft in the World; tor it mutt be 
own’d they were both tleeced and oppreffed according to 
Law, for never dida Parliament and Miniltry fuit each other 
fo well When they had done all that was required of 
them, they were only prorogued, which was a ftrange In- 
novation in thofe Days, when no Parliament was ever 
known to fit twice; but this Parliament was toa good ta 
be parted with, and therefore they were kept ilandiig. 





Mr. Fog concludes with obferving, that this Parliament 
continued-to gratify and fupport the Minilters, tl at laf 
they robbed the King of ze Affections of his People, and 
occaftoned the Lofs both of bis Crown and Lite.

N.S. The French Court have declar’d, 
that they will nor hear of any farther Demolition of the 
Fortificationsof Daskiré, having fully perform’d their Ene 
gagements in that Refpect. 
Numa. XI. ? D Here 
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Here goes a Report, that they defign to make a Harbour 
at Graveling, between Calais and Dunkirk ; which, if they 
pretend to carry into Execution, it is great odds but they 
will meet with Oppofition from a certain Quarter. 

London, April 14. A few Days fince, one Lee Barnaby 
was committed to the Houfe of Corre&ion in Southwark, 
as anidle Vagrant, where it feems they have no Allowance 
of any Suftenance, but what they earn by their Labour; 
and the Fellow falling fick, and, as ’tis faid, not able to 
work, and having no Relief, died in a few Days ; whereupon 
the Coroner’s Inqueft having fate on the Body, brought in 
their Verdict, ffarved to Death. We hope, for the Credit 
of our Country, it will be made appear, that the Fellow 
was not Sick, dut Obfiinate and Lazy. 

On*Monday there was aCourt of Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council at Guildhall, in which a Copy of the Bill now 
depending in the Houfe of Commons, for altering the pre- 
fent Method of ColleGting the Duties on Tobacco, and 
turning it into the Method of Excife, was read ; whereupon it 
was unanimoutly refolv’d to petition the Hon. Houfe of Com- 
mons againft pafling the {aid Bill: And a Committee being 
nain’d, they immediately withdrew,and drew up a Petition 
accordingly ; which, upon their return being read, it was 
unanimoufly agreed to, and the Sheriffs were directed to 
carry ic next Day to be prefented to the Houle. And ac- 
cordingly the Sheriffs went next Day in Form, and prelent- 
ed the faid Petition tothe Hon. Hovfe of Commons. Be 
fore the Sheriffs went from Guild-Hall, the Aldermen, 
Common Councilmen, and a very great Number of emi- 
nent Merchants and Citizens had affembled there; and tho’ 
they did not attend the Sheriffs ro Weftminiler, yet they all 
went thither ia their Coaches in about an Hour after, fo 
that the Cavalcade contilted of above 250 Gentlemens 
Coaches and Chariots, befides Hackney Coaches. From 
whence ‘tis to be hop’d, it will appear, that the O ppofers of 
an Lxcife are not all fiurdy Beggars. 

We hear that on Friday was 7-night the Grand Jury for 
the County of Middlefex at Hicks’s Hal] (to their great 
Honour) prefented one of the Jurymen for receiving from 
feveral Perfons Sums of Money as a Reward for his cauling 
and procuring feveral IndiQments, pretented to them, to be 
torwarded and difpatch’d.. The poor Fellow, we fuppote, 
imagin’d he might imitate his Betters, and make the moti of 
the Office he was in: But he ought to have confider’d, tbat 
ats Office was not above the Reach of the Law.. The 
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The fame Grand Jury alfo prefented (as very great Grie- 
vances) the Affemblies in Moorfields of loofe, idle and difor- 
derly Perfons playing at Cricket, and uling many other 
new-invented Ways of Gaming, to the Depravation and 
Corruption of Youth and good Manners, more efpecially 
by Booths being continually ereéted there. The good Peor 
ple of England feem refolved not to admit of any new-invented 
Way of taking their Money from them. 

On Wednefday Night laft a clumfy Figure of a Man 
made of Straw, drefs’d up with Ribbons, a Pipe in his 
Mouth, and a Bottle in his Hand, was burnt with great 
Triumph in Fleet-ftreet : Two fuch like Figures were burnt 
the fame Night in Smithfield, and two more fach in Bithop{- 
gate-itreet. ihe City throughout was illuminated with 
Candles and Bonfires, the Bells ringing, and the Populace 
crying out, No Excife, no Wooden Shoes.

Remarks on the Proceedings of the ComMMoN COUNCIL of 
the City of London, in Reading a Cory of the To- 
BACCO-Bitr, on Monday April the Ninth, in the Court 
Of Common Counce. 


HO’ Mr. Carus, Mr. Meanwell, and Mr. Osborne,

Of the 12th Inftant, feems co charge a certain M '

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having lately committed a Publick Robbery. It is no great 
Secret who this M ris: We fhal] not determine 
whether Mr. V/al/ingham’s Réficétions are jutt or not; but 
as his laft Free Britom is of an Extraordimary kind, we 
fall lay the Paper itfelf almoit ewt:re, before our Readers, 
which will enable each of them to judge for himfelf. 
Mr. Walfingham fays, that when he read the Dail 
‘Journal of Tuefday the 10th of April, he was exceedingly 
furprized: The Account (fays Mr. Walfingham) which 
that Paper gives of the Proceedings of the Common Coun> 
cit of the Crty of London, is moft extraordinary, and to 
me aftonifhing. 1 do not indeed think it furprizing, that 
they fhould affemble in order to petition the Hoafe of Com- 
mons againtt the paffing of the BiLi, for Repeal:ag the pre 





fent Duties on Tobacco imported into this Kingdom, and for 


impofing an inland Duty in Lien thereof. As tar amt 
trom difputing their Right to petition, as any smpartial Man 
will be trom denying the Arts and Management by which 
hey have been fpirited up to this Procedure. I am an 
Engi:forian, ad I fhall ever be tenacious of English Li- 
berty, however fometimes exercifed in any Manner againtt 
my private Opinion. But I fee in this Account, which the 
Daily Journal bath given us, and I am informed by feveral 
Gentlemen, Witnefles of the Proceedings in this Gourt 
of Common Council, that the Bit, now depending in the 
LHoufe of Commons, was exhibited in the Common Council, 
and a Copy of that Bill was publickly read by the Order, 
and itt the Hearing of this Aflembly. vf 

To me it always appeared, that the Powers and Priv 
leges of any Affembly are veited in that Affembly. for the 
Good of the whole Community: And when any pablick 
Atlembly is formed, and conftituted with Powers and Pt- 
vileges effential to the common Good, a Violation of thet 
particular Immunities is an A@ of Violence done to te 
whole Frame of Government. When once the Laws bY 
woich fuch Affemblies fabfift, and by which they are it 
abied to preferve the Publick, when once thofe Laws #¢ 
Rights are invaded, thofe Affemblies themfelves become 
precarious 5 and that very Publick which they fupport, and 
which their Power was given to them meerly to Support, 
b comes as dreadfully precarious, even as their own un- 
certain Power. Jf Powers and Privileges are therefore 
given for pudlick Good, it follows, that ro encroach upon 
tuch Rights, is making War againtt the Publick ; and, let 
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the Pretence be ever fo popular, the Tendency is never- 
thelefs deftruGlive to the People. 

Whoever contiders tne Coart of Common Council, mutt 
confider them as a. Body invefted with many and great Pri- 
vileges, which have been given them for the Good of the 
City of London. it is, neither the Wifdom nor the Virtue 
of thofe particular Perfons, that entitles them to fit in chat 
Place, and to exercife Power over other Men more in 
Number, richer in Property, and in all Refpeéts of great- 
er Contideration than themfelves ; but it is the Free Elecs 
tim of their Fellow Citizems, who chofé them to a@ for 
the Voole, and to exercife Powers, which, in their own 
private Capacities, they could with no Right, or Pre- 
tence, or Safety to the Publick, affume. Thefe Powers 
are facred to them as a publick Affembly; aud fo far as 
their Affembly is ufeful or neceffary to the publick Goad, 
fo far are the Powers of fuch an Affembly facred to pub+ 
lick Good : For Power in a Body politick, is as Life in 
a human Body ; and to deftroy the Power or Privileges, by 
which the one acts, islike ftoppingthe Breath, by which the 
other exiits, and leaves them both alike Deab CARCASSES. 
Whoever then attempts to violate thofe peculiar Rights, 
which form and conititute this peewliar Body, is an Ene- 
my to the People, and to the Publick. He breaks in up- 
ov the Fences of national Liberty: He renders thefe Forms 
and Contticutions precarious, by which all Liberty in the 
Comunity fublifts, and is maintained in the Community : 
He fets Examples to other Aden to invade other, and even 
more efjential Forms, as their Paffions, or privace Interefts, 
may induce them. So that all the Laws, which uphold a 
State, are expofed to Subverfion, by indulging the Humours 
of Party ; and all thofe Boundaries of Power, which the 
Witdom of Ages have ‘defigned for the Securities of 
egual Government, are thrown down and abolifhed in a 
bit of wild Popularity. 

If then the Common Council of London are a great pri- 
vileged Body, whofe Being is neceflary to the common 
Good of the City ; if the Invation or their Privileges would 
be invading the Welfare of the City, in how much greater 
Degree maft this Realoning be of Force with Relation 
to the House or Commons, the fapreme Representative 
of the People ; by whofe Power and Privileges rhe People 
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ad as a People, without whom they cannot act in any N 
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tional Capacity, and without whom they cannot be! 
even a Fie People ? ee m6 

Raifing Money is the great and facred Privilege of the 
Houfe of Commons, and hath therefore been defervedly fe. 
cured to the Houfe of Commons : They maintain Poffefion 
of this Privilege with the moft juft, and the mof fir@ 
Attention: They will not allow it to be debated at a 
Conference: They will not fuffer it to be argued by Coun- 
eil at their own Bar: They will not fufter the Brils to be 
printed whillt they are depending : And they will not faf- 
fer their Clerks to give Copies of fuck Bills to any but their 
own Members, and to them oxly for their private Ufe in 
the Debates and Proceedings of the Houfe : Cautions which 
have been eftablifhed from Time to Time, and continued 
from one Age down to another, by the Wifdom of the 
Houfe of Commons, that they might preferve this Power en- 
tire to themfelves ; that they might prevent, as far as pof- 
fible, all Encroachments, and maintain their Poffeflion of 
this Privilege as inviolable as it is ineftimable. . 

No Man can deny, that a Bill for repealing of certain 
Duties is a Money-Bill : No Man can deny, that a Bul 
for impofing Duties in Lieu of thofe which are repealed 
is a Money-Bill: Nor can any one fay, that a Bill, which 
aufwers both thefe Intentions, is lefs a Money-Bill, than 
it would be, if it propofed only one of them. The To- 
éacco-Bill is therefore a Bill of fuch a Nature, as, I con- 
ceive, with great Submiffion, the Cowmons would aflert 
to be a Money-Bill, even to the Lords: And they did af- 
fert it to be fuch by refufing to allow that it thould be 
printed, though for the Ufe of their own Members: Nor 
would they hear Council againft it on any Petition, be 
caufe it was a Money-Bill. 

If then, as a Money-Bill, no Member can be allowed 
a printed Copy of this Bill ; if alfu none, but a Member, 
can obtain even a written Copy of this Bill, by what Means 
did the Common Council obtain a Copy of this Money Bill, 
whilit it was depending in the Hoxfe of Commons‘ Is it 
poffible that any 14-—-r, even a M———r reprefenting 
the City itfelf, could be fo unfaithful to that Houfe, of which 
he is a Af r,as to betray the Truft which hath been 
repofed in Him by the Houfe ; betray the Copy of a Money 
Bill, which they allowed him to take for his own private 
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Perufal ; betray it in fo unexampled a Manner, as to. bring. . 
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it into a City Common Coxncil, and draw the moft facred 
of all the Proceedings of the Hoxfe ef Commons, even a 
Money-Bill, under the Cenfure of fuch a City Common 
Council? Is it poffible, that a AZ could bring a 
Money-Bill out of the Houfe of Commons, to be tried, Pa- 
ragraph by Paragraph, atthe BAR of a Foreign Jurifdidtion; 
and, even after the Houfe of Commons had proceeded in it, 
and ordered itto be read a fecond Time, exhibit a Copy of 
itto be arraigned and judged in the Chamber of a Corpora- 
tion ¢ 

As this would be fo heinous a Charge againft any M—r, 
I dare not affirm the Fa@ to be true of any M—r: But 
that a Copy of the Bill was read in Common Conancil is un- 
doubtedly true; and that none but a 44——r could ob- 
taina Copy, ————= let others judge how far this is true. 

None will difpute, that the Printed Votes were proper to 
be read in fuch an Affembly, and fufficient Foundation for 
the Common Council to form their Petition upon; but to 
neglect that Account of the Proceedings of the Hoxfe of 
Commons, which the Houle bad publifbed, and to enter on 
the View and Examination of fuch Parts of their Proceed- 
ings, as the Houfe had refufed to publifa, or even to print 
for the private Ufe of their Members, feems to me to be 
as high an Infringement of the moft facred Privilege of 
Parliament, as ever was attempted by any private Man, or 
particular Community. 

lt is an Infringement of the Privilege of Parliament, 
which tends to the Infringement of all their Privileges. 
if even the Money-Bills of a Houfe of Commons are tried 
and judged by a Common Council, I know not any Privi- 
lege that may not be difpenfed with ; and 1 know not why 
a Parifo Vefiry may not claim as much Liberty of — 
to the higher Powers, as a City Common Coxneil ; nay, 
will not undertake to fay, that the fame communicative 
Perfon, who oblig’d the Common Council with a Copy of 
the Bill, will not fend it to all the petty Fraternities.’ 
for their judicious Perufal.

Sect. L] N the feventeen hundred and thirty third Year, 

t in the third Month of the fayea Year, (COLLEIUS 
KiBERvus being Laureat of Great Britain, France, and Ire 
dad ; JOHANNES OLDMIXONUS Hiftoriographer, and Ep- 
MUNDUS CuRLEIUs Biographer, in chief, of the fayed Do- 
minions,) there arofe great. Sufpicion, Diflatistaéion, an4 
Exclamation 
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Exclamation among the Merchants and Traders refiding in 
the Cities of London and Weffminfter, and in ali the Cities 
and Towns of Great Britaiw. This Fermentation began at 
firftt among thofe whofe Dealings lay in Tobacco and Wine; 
and was occationed folely, (as many great, wife, and good 
Men afferted,) by the Leaven of Malicezad Wickednefs, put 
into their Mouths by one Demetrius, and his Crajftfmen ; 
which they {wallowed greedily with their Eyes fhut, at the 
fame Time ftopping cheir Ears againft all the frequent and 
Joud Remonftrances, reprefenting to them the great Danger 
and evil Confequences thereof. This Leaven was compofed 
of a large Quantity of acid Liquors, mix’d with fome Alkali’s. 
The former confifted of ftrong Affurances, that fome evil- 
minded and ambitious Perfons, not having the Fear either 
of God, or of the People, before their Eyes, but inftigated 
by an inordinate Defire of Gain, had refolved tolay an heavy 
Burden, called an Excife, upon Wine and Tobacco, in Time 
of full Peace and Tranquillity, in order to extend it here- 
after, in a Time of War, to all Commodities whatfoever. 
The alkalic Part confifted of great Commendations of the 
Peoples Judgment and Power, great Concern tor their Well- 
fare, great Compaffion for them on Account of the Hard- 
fhips under which they groaned, and much good {nftruétion 
and Information as to the Nature of them, in order to pro- 
cure a proper Remedy. ae This Leaven foon pat the Mer- 
chants and Traders ia Wineand Tobacco into a very great 
Ferment, and caufed them to utter very loud Complaints. 
Which paffing through the Air, as it were by Polt, to Pla- 
ces at a great Diftance, and meeting with Heads that had 
fomething in them, and being by them reflected back up- 
on more which were empty, rolled inceflantly from one to 
another, and by continual repeated Echoes founded through- 
Out the whole Kingdom. 

Secr. If. Now there were refiding in the Citics of Lon- 
don and Weffmixfter, at that Time, a great Number of Per- 
fons, who dealt in a {tiple Commodity called Dulinefs. 
The Trade in which was very extenfive ; and being not 
confined to particular Societies or Bodies of Men, was not 
liable to thofe Abufes and indireét Praétices, whereby the Di- 
rectors of Companies commonly inrich themfelves, to the 
Prejudice of the lefler Proprietors. But it was pees 
Open to every private Man, from the highelt to che lo si 
who might make uf of bis own nataral or acquired Stoc ‘ 
and utter and yend it to amy Part of the hingdom. Nay, 
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the Clergy, who are under fome Reftraint as to other forts 
of Merchandize, had full Liberty as to this: And fome of 
them, who were confiderable Dealers this Way, were iit 
thought at all the lefS canonical, or lefs worttiy of Prefer. 
ment. —— Neither was this kind of Merchandize burthened, 
like feveral others, with heavy Impofis, Cuftoms, or Ex- 
cifes; which lalt efpecially are reprefented by fome fiee 
political Writers, as Marks and Badges of the Subjects Sla- 
very. It is true indeed, that one particular Pranch of this 
‘Trade, which arofe from the daily or weekly Produétions 
of Grab-Streét, lay under fome Inconvenienccs bythe Duty 
upon Paper, but more efpecially by the Stamp-Duty, which 
brought in a great Revenue to the Crown. But notwith- 
fianding this Incumbrance, even this Part of the Britifh 
Manutatture of Da/lefs, (as it may be jultly called, fince 
it employs as many Hands as Heads) flourifhed excceding- 
ly; and not only moft of the Dealers gained a comfortable 
Support thereby, but fome of them likewife, who fut 
nifhed the Court-end of the Town with large Quantities, ar- 
tived atgreat Wealth and Eminence ; and whereas they tor- 
merly uled to foot it between Changery-Lane and Grab 
Screet,ethey now attract the Eyes and Envy of their tcrib- 
bling Brethren, as they pafs lolling in their Chariots through 
Pali-Mall to St. ‘Fames’s. 

Sect. IIl. In the midit of the Noifé and Clamour 0c 
cafioned by this general Averfion to the intended Extention 
oi the Excite, a certain ProjeGtor of Grub-Stréet propottd 
a new Scheme to the Confideration of the Parliament and 
good People of Great Britain. In which he intirely dif- 
approved of the Defign of excifing Wine and Tobacco, as 
likely to bevery detrimental to Comrage and Policy; which, 
he fayed, were much promoted and increafed, by taking 
large Quantities ot cole two Commodities. But he feems 
tO have béen a tittle miflaken in the very Todndation of 
his DbjeGtions, making the former of thote Commodities 
the lncitement only of Bravery in the Army, and the latter 
Of political Wifdom in Coffce-Houfes. For as to Wine, none 
but Officers can attord to drink ic: and yet it muff be ac 
knowledged, that the Courage of the private Ceniinc!s 15 
lealt equalto theirs. Andas to Tobacco, it is taken as much 
wa Taverns aud Ale-Houfts, as in Coffee: Houfes : So that it's 
Gificult to dilcover, whether Politicks do not proceed 4% 
much, Or more, from Wine, or Ale, or Coffee, in all thole 
Places, as trea Tobacco. — For my Part, 1 think, that 
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Liquor and T’obacco mutually affift each other, and jointly 
produce the molt coufummate Courage and Policy. Let 
any one obferve the Officers and private Soldiers in our Ar- 
my, he will find the Generality of them frequently taking 
Tobacco, either with their Nofe, or Mouth, or with both ; 
either inuffing, or finoaking, or chewing. To this [ 
chiefly attribute their intrep'd Courage ; which. however, I 
own, may be accidentally elevated, by Wine, or Gin, or 
Beer. In like Manner take a Survey of Taverns and Ale- 
Houfes, you will find them as full of Politicians, as Coffee- 
Houles themfelves. And Politicks is never at fo. great a 
Height, as cowards Midnight, when the Glafs has circulated 
agood while very freely.—This Objection therefore, proves 
too much, and holds equally ftrong againft any Excife upon 
Coitee, Ale, Beer, fc. and contequently feems to be infidi- 
onfly urged by fome Perfon, privately difaffeéted to the 
Government, and the LargenefS of its Revenues. For which 
Reafon, this Grubean Projeétor ought to be the Jefs regard- 
ed, when, ioftead of an Excife upon Wine and Tobacco, he 
propofes, that one fhoyld be layed upon Duillnefs ; which 
he affirms will raif@a° Sum much fuperior to that which 
can arife from both the other. 

Sect.LV. As foon as the Rumour of this Proje& had 
reached the Ears of the Traders ia Dullnefs (which it foon 
did, they being of a great Length,. aud none of themhaving 
been cropped of late Years, excepting thofe of CuRLEIUs, 
‘yc.) it made them all to tingle, and their whole Bodies to 
tremble exceedingly, like the trembling of an Horfe or Afs 
inthe Staggers. In this general Confternation, they thought 
fit te have recourfe to publick religious Ceremonies, gene- 
rally neglected in Profperity ; but frequently in Fafbion in 
Times of DiltrefS. And accordingly it was refolved to of- 
fera large Burnt-offering ‘9 the Goddefs of Dullnefs : A thort 
Account of v ‘ch here follows particularizing the Names 
of the chief of rhe Tiaders who brought their Offerings, 
aid the Quantity which each of them oifcred.. 

Sect. V. Befides the proféfied conftant Traders in, Dull- 
nefs, there were fome, who, only trading in it now and 
then accidentally$ were willing to thew their freedom from 
Pride and Hypocrify, by bringing their Offerings on this 
folemu Occafion; whofe Names | fhall firft mention. 
Thefe were DemeTRiUS, who brought fome Quires of 
Crafifmen, tefic&ing upon K. Cuarresl. Fogeic s, with 


vear the fame Number of Journa's taken from printed 
E 2 Books ;: 
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Books; and Bavius, with a good fquare Bundle of Grab: 
fireet ‘Fournals, written by variety of Authors, and perhaps 
fome of them by himfelf. — The mott eminent among the 
conftant Traders were Kiserus LAUREATUS; and his 
Offering was nine hundred Weight of tranflated Tragedy; 
half that Quantity of ftolen Comedy, fpoiled in the tranfino- 
graphying; and three hundred Weight of New-year and 
Birth- day Odes, finely printed in Quarto. CARus, fornam- 
ed (falfely as he fays) Boctroticus; whofe Offering was 
two Reams of unfold Daily Cozraxts. Franciscus Os- 
BORNIUS, who offer’d ten Reams of London Fourmal;, 
Franciscus Brironicus, whofe Offering was fifteen 
Reams of Free-Britons, which had been given away, but 
Were returned unread. Laftly, Purrerus Hyp-Orato- 
RICUS, whofe Offering confifted of Oratory Tranfadtions 
lately anabaptized, Books of zhe Oratory, proper for Gentle 
men and Ladies to take into the Country ; a Load of Acade- 
mical Le&ures, fo heavy, that they broke the Back of poot 
Mac-Ewen his Bookfeller; Hyp-dodfors, as innumerable, 
as unintelligible; Orations, Lecuresy Sermons, Expofitions, 
Poftills, &e. in Manufeript ; all new, and fuch, as the like 
to them were never delivered in any Pulpit in Great Bri- 
bain There were many others of lefs Note, whofe 
Names were unknown, who brought Offerings according 
to their feveral Abilities; among whom, I myfelf, who 
have but newly begun Trade, was one; and was willing 
t2 contribute my Mite on this extraordinary Solemnity.

FRANCE.

HoLiaAND and the Low Countries. 


HO? the News from Berliz be confirm’d, that the King 

of Prufia has given Orders for the Dutch Soldiers, 

who have been fome Time under Confinement, to be forth- 
with releafed, that Order is hitherto without Effea. 

The three Provinces, of which the Prince of Orange is 
Stadholder, made lately a Motion by their Deputies, in the Af 
fembly cf the States General, that the Etteéts belonging to

Carlos, and on his Account Spain, but likewife Portugal, 
Sardinia and Poland, are not fo affiduous in their Duties 
as his Holinefs feems to expect; even his e/deft Son, the 
moft Chriftian King, oppofes the fupream fpiritual Av- 
thority : His Holinefs, highly provok’d at the many Infults 
{as he calls them) offered to*his Nancio at Paris, lately 
fent for the Duke de St. Aignan,and among many other loud 
Complaints, told him, That he could wot reflect on the Arret 
of the Parliament of Paris of the 23d of February /afby ozber- 
wife than with aw holy Iudignation: Lhat it was an Attempt 
againft the very Foundation of Religion, and furnifhed Matter 
of fingular Triamph to the Hereticks. To which Cardinal 
Corfini, the Pope’s Nephew added, That he expected very 
quickly to fee the Edie of Nantes'revived, for the Encon- 
ragement of the Hugonots. 

The Emperor begins to give Inftances of his Favour to 
Don Carlos; having, according to Advices from Florence, 
at length confented, that the States of Tufcany may do 
Hommage to him on M:dfummer-day next: This is look’d 
upon as a pretty forward Step towards an Accommodation 
between his Jmperial Mayefty andthe Court of Spain. 


GERMANY.

It is likewife reported, that the Infant of Portugal Don 
Emanuel, has received the King, his Brother’s Confent ta 
enter into the Lift of the Candidates for the Crown of Po 
land, with a Promife, at the fame Time, that, if there be 
any Probability of Succef$s, he will remit-him a very cou- 
fiderable Sum to fupport his Pretenfions. 

From Berlix we have Advice, that the Margravine of 
Anjpach, ekdeft. Daughter of the King of Prufia, is hap- 
pily delivered of a Prince. Th 
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The Dutch Refident at Hamburg, Myn. Heer Muaaricias 
has received Advice, that another Ship from’Chiaa was ar- 
rived at Cadiz, defigned for the North Sea, under the Preé 
text of coming from the Coaft of Africa. 


PoLAND, SWEDEN, and the NoRTHERN ‘PowERS. 


THE Affairs of Polaud remain {till in the fame uncet- 

cectain Situation. It is however in general believed, 
that Kiig Sztans/laus has the mott Intereft in Great Poland, 
though the Lithuanians, and fome other Provinces, feem 
more inclined to, the Ele&tor of Saxony, or a Nobleman 
of their own Nation. Some of the Confederacies in the 
Intereft of théformer, are endeavouring to get him previ 
oufly made Generaliflimo of the Po&ifh Troops, and there- 
by to ‘pave. his Wayto the Throne. Some will haveit, that 
the King of Frauce, in order to know how the Polesin 
general ttand affected to the Family of Staniflaus, will at 
firlt only propofe the advancing one of his Nephews to the 
Crown. Others, on the contrary pretend, that King Sta» 
niflaus can never be duly eleéted, becaufe he is difquali- 
fied, by being declared a Traisor to his Country, by the 
Dyet in 1717, and. in Confequence thereof his Eftate con- 
fifcated, and ‘his Perfon out-iawed. This Obje@tion may 
probably be made, or at lealt backed, by the Czarina, her 
Predeceflor, Peter I. having been Guarantee to this Refo- 
lution of the whole Nation : Yet if the Poles fhould re- 
folve to reverfe this Decree, the Guarantee will fall of 
Courfe. Prince Lubomirski having engaged above 3000 of 
the Nobility to enter into his Confederacy, the Primate has 
ordered feveral of the Crown Regiments to take Pofleflion 
of the Palatinate of Cracow. Other Advices, however, 
will have it, that Prince Lubomirsk:, at the Perfuafion of 
the Senate, had disbanded moft of his Troops. 

The Mafcovite Tragps, to the Number of 15,c00 Men, 
are already arrived on the Frontiers of Poland ; and, it is 
faid, they are to be follow’d by 30,000 more to be ready 
for executing the Czarina’s Orders, ifthe Election in Poland 
fhould not fal! out to her Liking. This Princefs has declar’d, 
fhe would depart herfelf for Riga by the Middle of Apri, 
and all neceffury Preparations are making for that End. 

From Stockholm we have Advice, that the Squadron, 
which is fitting out at Carlfcroon, will be ready to put to 


Sea by the firlt of May: And that the Officers, ee 
an 
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and Land-Forces, defigned for the Service of that Fieet, 
had Orders to, be iv ReadinefsS to embark at an Hour’s 
Warning. tis faid, that a Squadron of Frexch Men of 
War are expected im the Baltsck to join with the Swedes, 
and that the united Fleet will then cruize before the Port

HY promifed our Readers, that with the Afiftance 
of the Seflions Paper, we would from Time to Time 
entertain them with fome of the moit Remarkable Tryals 
that happened at the Old Baily; we fhall in this BEE infert 
the Tryal of William Gordon the famous Highwayman, who 
svas convicted laft Seffions. 


William Gordon, of St. Margare:’s Weftminfi er, was in- 
dicted for robbing and affaulting Francis Peters, Gent. 

To this Indictment the Prifoner pleaded sot Guilty, and 
defired that the Evidences againft him might be examined 
feparately aud apart; which was granted. 

Mr. Peters, On the 26th of February, near 8 at Night, | 
and my Daughter were returning from Ken/ingtom in a 
Hackney Coach; the wooden Shutters of the Coach- doors 
were drawn upclofe; alittle on this fide of Auights-bridge, 
tome. body tap’d at one of the wooden Shutters, and my 
Daughter let it down, when prefently a Man on Horfeback 
pot fomething into the Coach (I fuppofe it was a Piftol) and 
faid, Deliver your Money! | took out fome Money, f 
evels it might be about 125. and gave him. He then faid, 
Give me your Hand, which I did; and he pulled off my 
King. It was a mourning Ring, 1 had it made with feveral 
ethers of the fame kind, on the Death ef my Uncle; the 
infcription was, Dan. Browz ob. 22 May, 1732. 2%. So. He 
asked for my Sword; I told him I hdd none ; Them give we 
your Watch, {ays he. I-putled my Watch out, and in pul- 
ting, the Chain flip’doff. I gave the Chain to my Daughter, 
and the Warch to the Prifoner. Whether it was after | 
had given him my Watch, or before, | cannot be certain, 
but he fnatch’d off -my Hat. and Wig. I expoftulated with 
him on that Occafion. I told him it was very unufaal for 
Men of his Profeffion to take fuch Things, and that it be- 
ing very cold it might indanger my Health. He fwore 
plentitully, gave me a great deal of opprobrious Language, 
and told me that he would take all he could get. While we 
were in this Debate, a Man came from the Caufeway with 2 
Candle and Lanthorn, upon which the Highwayman rod¢ 
oft. The Man with the Lanthorn follow’d, and alarm’d 
the Neighbourhood, and my Servant (Tho. Watts) who was 
behind the Coach, got down and went after them, but 4 
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rurn’d before the Pritoner was apprehended. I ty’da Hand- 
kerchief about my Head, and the Coachman drove on. 
Next Morning, being Tuejday, | fent for Mr. Delander, 
who made my Watch, to have it advertis’d. He went 
home to look for the Number, and brought me word, 
that the Prifoner was taken at Kuightsbridge. 1 have a 
Friend there (Major 4/dy) who is a Juttice of the Peace. 
J tent my Man that way, to enquire if any of my Goods 
were found upon the Prifoner; my Man went to the Ma- 
jor, who fent me word of the Particulars, and that he 
could not detain the Prifoner without my Evidence. | took 
Horfe, and went thither that Afternoon. Mr. Aldy thew’d 
me tnefe Goods. ‘This is the Watch, I have Reafon to 
kiow it, for I have had it thele 20 Years. The Swivel is 
broken off, and here’s my Name F. P. in a Cypher en- 
graven on the Back of the Cafe. This is the Wig, ’tis feal’d 
with black Wax (’tis my Daughter’s Seal, with my Coat 
of Arms in a Lozenge,) this, with as much Certainty as 
is potlible, | believe to be mine; and this is the Ring which 
verily believe is mine too.

My Miftrefs anfwered, My Father bas mone. And then 
he asked for my Mafter’s Watch and Ring, and | be- 
lieve they were delivered to him, but I do not know tor 
certain. And about that time I faw him make a Motion 
with his Hand in the Coach, and he brougnt out my Matter’s 
Flat and Wig.

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A Defcription of a Burning Vulcano, im the Coxnty of 
a as communicatea by Letter to tbe Ki ght Rev. hs 


Bi flop of K---m---e. 


My Lord, 

Should before now have fulfilled the Promife I made 

in my laft, to give fome Account of the Burning Ci, 
but waited till the Ear) of Kerry could be at Leifure to ae 

with me to it; and the low Ebb of the Tide at the Equ inox, 
aflorded an Opportunity of obferving the Cliff and the 
Coatt about it more curioufly. “Thefe Circumitances con- 
curred on Tuefday Jaft, and I hope the foll: wing Deicrip- 
tien will not be un: acceptable to one of the Bithop of 
K---m---e’s Tatte, 

On the Kerry Coalt of the Shannon, between the old 
Caitles of Dune and Lick (w hich are about half a Mile 
dfunder) and oppofite to Carrick a Holt, the ancient 
Seat of the Earls of Clare, the Cliffs rife to a great Height 
above the Sea, to 1, 2, or 300 Feet perpendicular, from 
which Height, by the undermining of the Waves, they 
fometimes fall with mi ighty Violence into the Occan. 

Near two Years ago a Piece of one of thefe high Cliffs 
fell off; whereupon there broke out a Smoak, ‘attended 
with a ftrong fulphureous Smell. [ will not take on me 
fo determine whether the fubrerraneous hidden lire was 
the Occalion of the Clitt’s falling, or the Collilion of the 
Rocks on that Accident, the Caule of the Fire ; whichto- 
éver Of thefe it was, it has continued burning ever fince, 
aiid has wafled away fo much of the Chis, that there was 
falling trom Time to Time a Space of it about 60 Feet 
10 Breadth, and 100 in Length. Thefe frequent Breacnes 
have made an eaty Defceut to the Sea from tne Top 
of the Cliff, which at firit was perpendicular. 

By this Means I pot down, and about Midway came 
Where I oblferved the Smoak breaking out: Here 1 & 
Notice that the Heap of Earth which lately fell trom th 
‘Top, was turned into a Cruft, which had, feveral loag 
Cracks from whence the Smoak iflued out. The Mix- 
ture of burat Clay, and Athes, and calcined Stones, was 
Wortlr obferving ; but the Heat was fo great, and the ful- 
phureous Stench fo trong, thar (though Pliny’ s Fate hac 
Rot come into Mind) 1 could not wait to be over cuil- 
OUs. 

From 
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From hence | defcended obliquely to the Bottom of the 
Clit, where [ had a full view of it, and of the Progrefs 
the kire made in it. It was entertaining to look up and 
obferve the different Figures into which the Fire had 
eat it, and the Varicty of beautiful Colours according to the 
ditferent Minerals and Stones it met with. In fome Places, 
I obferved valt Columns of the burnt Cliff hanging over my 
Head: In others, Veins of melted Sulphur and Allum con- 
gealed as they ftreamed down the Rocks, and hanging 
ike Icicles. The whole Face of the Cliff feemed to be a 
Compofiiion of red, yellow, black, and white calcined 
Stones and Afhes of Clay cemented ¢ogether by Streams 
of melted Sulphur and Copperas, that ran among them 
like the Cement, which Mafons pour into Walls. For 
your Lordfhip’s fuller Satisfaétion I fend you a Sample of 
each kind, and fhall here give you a particular Account of 
the Order they fcem to obterve. 

The firtt Thing | met with at the Bottom of the Cliff, 
was a great Number of burnt red Stones, from an Ounce 
to 20 Pounds in Weight, which feemed to compofe the 
lowelt Stratum of the Clit The Colour of fome of 
thefe Stones is a bright red, when the Sulpnur with which 
they are tinged is }wathed off, and they tafte fo ftrongly 
of Copperas, that touching ove of them with my longue, 
itt ratied a Blifier. 

Next to thefe, is a Stratum of yellow Stones, which 
are of a harder Nature, and feem by their Tafte to have 
more Sulphur and lefs Copperas than the former. 

The third Scratum is a burnt black Stone, refembling 
Irth Slate, its Taite is fharp like Allum. 

The Remainder of the Cliff, from the Stratum of black 
Stone, up tothe Place where the Smoak breaks owt, is 
a Compound of the three Strata, together with Lime, 
Clay Athes, Sulphur, and Copperas; and in this Part the 
Fire feems to be more intenie than in any other. 
fie Nature of a Fire compofed of Stones and Minerals 
is fuch as does not admit.of any great blaze, and though 
it had, the Sun fhone fo bright that I could not difcern tt. 
Bat | was informed by the Inhabitants, that they {ce the 
Flame very plainly by Night, and I could obferve the Air 
over it in a tremulous Motion like the Air over a burning 
Lime-Kiln. Nig 

It is not my Bufinefs to fearch what Mines this Vulcano 
may contain, nor how far its burning may 10 Time tio’ 
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ceed; thefe Enquiries more properly belong tothe Fellows 
of the College, on whofe Eftate it is, and who have the 
beft Title to whatfoever Gain or Lofs may accrue from it. 
Ican only fay at prefent, that the red, yellow and blac}; 
Stones are of Ufe in Colouring. The Ink with which [ 
write thefe Lines fhews the black Stone, and the inclofed 
Tigures will fatisfy you as tothe red and yellow. Your 
Lordfhip will regard them with more Pleafure, when I 
tell you, that they are the Works of a young Lady, of 
a noble Family, to which you are related, by whofe skil- 
ful Hand they are diverfified with fuch Contralis, as thew 
them to the greateit .Advantage. 

I can’t take my Leave of this Firework, without adding, 
that every Thing about it contributes to make it more en- 
tertaining and romantick. 

The Cliffs are of an amazing Height, arid when the Sun 
fhines on them, appear as if they were finely gilded. At 
the Bottom they are full of large Caves, into which the Sea 
rolis a great Way, and the Sea-Calves {port innumeraoly 5 
and while the Waves are foaming aud breaking below, 
there are three very beautiful Cafcades of frefh Water, 
which falling from the Top of the perpendicular Cliffs, are 
almoft quite diffipated before they reach the Sea, infoumuch 
that we took the Mitt arifing from one of them, to be the 
Smoak of another Vulcano.

Extrads out of this curioas [Pork, upon the Bee and the

The Spider furnifhes the Subje&t of the 4th Converfa- 
tion. The Prior begins by reckoning five Sorts of them; 
but Obferves, that they are all made alike, and that. fome 
have fix, and others eight, beautiful, tho’ immoveable Eyes. 
In the Fore-part of their Head (continues he) they have 
two Stings, or rather {trong Forcipes, with a hooked Nail, 
like that of a Car, at the End of them. This Nail they 
clafp or open at their Will, and under it there is a final! 
Aperture, out of which they emit a very fubtle Poifon. 
When tiey walk (fays be) upon Glafs, or any thing that 
has a finooth Surface, they prefs out of a Kind of Spunge, 
which they have at the Bottom of their leet, a Sort of 
glutinous Subftance, which cleaving to the Glats, enables 
them to keep their Hold, without depriving them of the 
Liberty of walking. 

The Prior, in the next Place, gives an Account of the 
Manner of their Spinning, which is (fays he) out of five 
Papille in their Belly, placed in fuch Manner, that they 
Cin widen them at their Pleafure.

Anc therSpecies, 4 
jinaller than either of them, which he sits Mules. and 
jays, they are neither Male nor Female. Here we might 
ovr objerve, what we have taken notice 0 , under the As- 
ticle of the Bee. It is the Bufinefs of this third Sort (Lays 
the Prior) to work for the reft, and they are tar more nu- 
merous than both the other. He next gives a very exaé 
Detcription of their Nett (4aving procur’d one for the bet- 
ter Information of the Young Gentleman) aud of the Man- 
ner of their building it. He thews, that the hexagonal 
form, which they always make ufe of, is the moft pro- 
per for fuch an Aflemblage of Cells. He obferves, that 
their food ts equally upon Fruits, Honey, &¢. or upon 
Hleth ; but that they never leave any Eggs behind them as Flies 
do; and gives a very good Reaton for it: For (fays he) 
the Females always keep at home, to watch their Eggs, 
and the Males bring them Food, which they diftribute very 
careiully, aud with great Equality to their Maggots or 
young Ones, when hatch’d from their Eggs.

fequences of any Aiempt to violate them, feem ta me ta 
have een lately imbibed by you. For had you entertain- 
ed the fame about a Year and a half aZ0, you co uld nor 
furely have fallen fo feverely upon that Conrr, oe for 
exerting an undoubted Power, Rizéz, and Priv lege be- 
longing to them, in rejechnga ’Petirion Without reading it. 

But tho’ I am for fecuring thetr Puzwers and Privileges as 
ftrongly as poffible from all Violation; yet I cannot think, 
thet a Violation of them would neceffarily be atten ded with 
all thofe dreadiul Confeqnences you mention. "he Argu- 
ment you bring to prove your Afferiion, is only 2 Compa 
rifon between the Natural Body, and th - Body Politick. 
* For Power, fay you, in a Body Politick, isas Life, [you 
mean Breath] ‘ inahuman Body; andto deftroy the Power 
© or Privileges, by which the one ads, is like flopping the 
* Breath, by which the other exifts [lives,] and LEAVES 
* them BOTH alike dead Carcafles.? —- Tho’ this may be 
Grammar, yet, I fear, that, without an Hyp-orarorical 
Eltiptis, itis not Senfe. For how does the defiroying of the 
Power of the one, LEAVE them BOTH alike dead Carca/fes* 
The Deftruétion of the Power of a Body Politick, may be 
like flopping the Breath in the Body Natural, and may 
leave the B “dy Politick a dead Carcafs ; but it can never leave 
the Body Natural fuch, upon which it has no influence. 
You meant to fay, I fappofe, that ‘to deffroy the Power,

Or, ia other Words, thata V-io- 
lation of any peculiar Powers or Privileges of that Body, 


sa Violation of all the Pawers and Privileg in genera 
of 
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of the whole Rody Politick of this Nation. To Prove this, 
it is laid, that ‘Power in a Body Politick, is as Life or 
: Breath in a human Body.’ and therefore, whoever de- 
ftroys that Power, a@s like one who flops the Breazh in a 
humah Boay.— But the Compaiifon is by no means ace- 
quate. He who obitrués the Power of the fupreme Head 
of the Lod) Politick, a&s indeed like One who flops rhe 
Breath in an human Body, and thercby renders the tornier 
as much a dead Carca/s, as the other does the latter; bue 
he, who only obftrudts any peculiar Power or Privilege of 
any leiler Community, which is only a part of the whole 
National Body, acts only like one, who hurts fome parti- 
cular Member of the Body Natural; which Obtt:eéion in 
the former Cafe, may caute fome Diforderin the whole po- 
lisical Body, as the Hurt done to one particular Member 
may caufe Pain to the whole natural Body; but in neither 
Cafe, the Life of cither Body is defiroyed or even necefla- 
tily indangered.— Nay, fuppofing this Comparilon had been 
brought to prove only, that an Atcempt to violate fome 
peculiar Rights of any letler Community, (as of the City 
of London) wasto deftroy all the Powers and Privileges of 
that Community, and to leave it like a dead Carca/s; it 
would have been of no Force. For to violate fome of 
their Powers, could be at worft only like wounding fome 
Member of the Body Natural, and exciting a Senfe of Pain ; 
but could not be like flopping the Breath, and rendering the 
Body @ dead Carcafs ; which fatal ACt can be refembled in 
that political Body, only by putting a Stop to all theic 
Powers and Privileges at once, by taking away their Charter. 
After all this flrong reafoning, Sir, abeur the dreadful 
Confequences of violating the peculiar Rights of the Common 
Coancil of Loudon, as extending to the whole Nationa! body, 
I am glad to fisd you a little more nwecrate when you 
come to apply what you had advanced, to the Righis and 
Privileges of the Houle of Commons.

that the Degree wili be according to the Degrees of Dignicy, 
by which the latter is fuperior to the former. 

Let us then, Sir, now examine, how yon prove, that 
the late Proceedings of the Common Council were an Irucfion 
of the Privileges of the Houfe ot Commons. ‘ OF all their 
‘ Privileges the Power of raifing Money is the mott facred : 
* they will not foffer it to be debated or argued: They will 
* not fufter the Adoney Bills to be printed : They will nor 
* faffer the Clerks to give Copies to any but their own 
© Members.’ — Did the Common Counc! prefume to des 
bate or argue this Power? Did they prefume to print any 
Money Bili? Did they clandeftinely procure a Copy of any 
Money Bill, contrary to any Order of the Houfe? No. 
But a Copy of the Tobacco Bill, which is a Money Bill, 
was read in Common Council, * which was as high an In- 
* fringement of the molt facred Privilege of Parliament, 
« as ever Was attempted by any private Man, or particular 
* Commanity.’ — This is a very ftromg Affertion, without 
one Reafon added to fupport it. And it is a good negative 
Argument againft it, that the Honourable Houfe of Com- 
mons, who are the only Judges of their own Privileges, 
have not taken the leaft Notice of this 4:zh Infringement. 
One fingle Refolution of theirs is, I own, fufficient to de- 
termine this whole Affair, and to filence all Difpure about 
it: Bur till they thal! interpofe, the bare Affer:ion of one 
Free Britow can be of no more Weight, than the contrary 
Affertion of another. . 

You are pleated, Sir, to allow, that the Common Council 
have a Right to Petition: And, I believe, you will not deny, 
that the more exaét Knowledge they had of the Nature of 
the Bill, the more rational would be their Proceedings ia 
petitioning. The grand Objection, which has been tepeated 
ever and over, againit the late /nfradrom: {ent from the 
feveral Boroughs and Counties to their Reprefentatives, was, 
that Perfons in thofe /wfradcFions declared themfelves againtt 
@ Bill, of the Nature of which they were altogether igno- 
rant. Here ts a large Body of Men, who, by hearing the 
Bill read, are exa@tly informed of its Nature, and upon that 
ieformation, ground their Petition againft it ; and, for this 
rattonal Way of proceeding, are charged with infringing 
the Privileges of the Houfe of Commons. So that the 
People, by this Method of reafoning, are brought under 2 
ratal kind of Ditemma, and prohibited from petitioning at 
sis they mult not do it, before they had feen the Bil!, or 
hearc 
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heard the Contents of it; becaufe if they do, they will 
bring themfelves under the jut Imputation of ading igno- 
rantly. and perverfely ; and they muft not fee the Bill, or 


hear it read, becaule this is as high am Jufringement as pof- 
fible of the moft facred Privilege of Parliament. 
‘ None will difpute,. you fay, that the printed Votes 
were proper to be read in the Gommon Couacil, and fuaf- 
* ficient Foundation to form their Petition upon.’ ——I am, 
Sir, intirely.of your Opinion : But then, at the fame Time, 
I am likewife of Opinion, that-none can reafonably difpute, 
that a Copy of a Bill ittelf isa more /ufficient Foundation to 
form a Petition upon, than any general Vores concerning 
it. And this, 1 think, may ferve to excufe, at lealt, if not 
to jultify, the communicating and reading of the Bill in 
that Affembly. —— Befides, fince it had been frequently af- 
ferted, that this Bill had been vilely mifteprefented by popu- 
lar Incendiaries, there could be no Way fo proper to give 
People full Satisfaétion in the real Contents of ‘it, as to read 
it to them:. And it is well known, that the reading of it 
had fuch an Effe&t upon many, as intirely to change their 
Opinion concerning it.

‘ fure.’ In Proof of which, you quote the Dicest Ap 
reEcEM JutiaAM Pecuratus, Lis. XLVIIL Tit. 13.

‘ gui et rei preerit, tabularum publicarum infpiciendarum

with, Sir, you had favoured us with a Tranilation of this 
Law: Which you was under a greater Obligation to have 
done, as well upon the Account of the Perfons againtt 
whom you was writing, as becaufe it is neceflary now 
that all our Pleadings fhould be in Eaghf.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


FRANCE. 


ALL Circumitances feem to confirm the Accounts we 
‘* hitherto hadof the Difpofitions of the Court of Frauce 
toa War. The Re-eftablifhment of King Stami/laxs vpan 
, E a the 
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the Throne of Polazd is made the Pretext for all the Pre- 
parations now making: But fome will pretend to know, 
that moft of the Meafttres that Courtisnow purlving. were 
concerted before the Death of King Auguftus was known, 
or could be forefeen. From Verfzilles we hear, that-the 
Emperor’s Anfwer to the Declaration made by the Mini- 
fters of France, contains in Subftance: That his Imperial 
M ijefly will make ufe of the ftrongeft Arguments he is ca- 
pable of to prevent any Prince, whom he has Reafon to think 
of an Interefl contrary to his own, from afcending the Throne 
of Poland. This Anfwer, tho? no Way determinate, is 
plainly exclufive of King Stamsflaws. The Parliament of 
Paris continuesto aétvery ftrenuoufly in the Maintenance 
of the'r Authority againft all Encroachments, from what- 
ever Side they coine. 


HoLitanpD and the Low CounrtTRIES. 


IN Otaithitanding the Report, that the King of Pr#fia 
had given Orders for the Releafement of the Dutch 
Soldiers, they are yet detain’d ; nor does the Accommo- 
dation between the Court of Berlin and the States General 
feem to be in f% great Forwardnefs as has been hoped. 
The Pruffian Minitter at the Hague has prefented a Memo- 
rial to the States, demanding an ample Satisfaction for the 
pretended Hoftiliry committed by the Garrifon of Arnheim, 
2s mentioned in one of our former. 

The Propofition which Mr. Ssingerland, Pentionary of 
Holland, made to the States General, in the Name of his 
Principals, and in Favour of the States of Zealawd, con- 
cerning the Marquifate of Ter Veer and Flufhing, being 
pretty remarkable, we fhall give our Readers tae Subtiance 
of it, as we find it in the Dutch Gazzetts. 

This Gentleman told them; That the States of Holland 
and Wet Friefland, having taken this Matter into mature De- 
biberation, had ordered their Deputies once more to declare, 
that the States of ‘Zealand bad very tmportant Reafons for the 
Kefolution they had unanimoufly taken to reftore the Towns of 
Ter Veer and-Fluthing to the Liberty and: Independency 
which they enjoved when they became Members of the So- 
vereign States of the Province: For that it was inconfiftent 
as well with the Effence of an Affembly of free States, as 
with the fundamental Maxims of Government in the United 


Provinces, that Towns, which have a Right to partake 
tie

the Deliberations of the States, and which make up one third 
of the Affembly, fhould be dependant upon a Lord who is 
himfelf a Vaffal. That bis Principals were perfuaded, the 
States of all the other Provinces muft, and would acquie(ce 
with them in two Points, (1.) That there are Cafes, in 
which Sovereigns have a Right to difpofe of the Eftates of 
their Subjects, for the publick Good, provided they give a 
valuable Equivalent for the fame, (us inthe prefent Cafe had 
been offered:) And (2.) That thofe Sovereigns alone are 
to be Judges of the Circumitances which may juftly an- 
thorize themto exercifethis Power. That hence it neceffa- 
rily, follows, the other Provinces ought to acquiefce with the 
Difpofition of the States of Zealand, concerning the Devaj- 
falage of Ter Veer and Fluthing ; e/pectally as they allow 
themfelves oblig’d to give a valuable Equivalent in Money 
for this Aaortifation, and were willing to enter either intoa 
Treaty or an Arbitration with the Prince of Naffau to rega- 
late this Equivalent: That therefore the States of Holland 
and Welt Friefland would not deviate from a Refilution 
grounded by the States of Zealand upow fo folid a Founda- 
tiom, which they themfelves had approv’d: nor could they 
confent that the Generality foould ufe any Means to prevail 
upon the States of Zealand zo relinguifh this Refilution, 


SPAIN and PORTUGAL. 


ROM Lisbon we have an Account, that the Fleet 
which arrived lately in that Harbour from Rio de Fa- 
aeiro, has brought in Gold, for the King, 4,000,000 of 
Crufadoes, and, for the Merchants, 10,000,000 ; befides 
a great Quantity of Diamonds, and other Merchandizes. 
Letters from Spain advife, that all Manner of warlike 
Preparations are ftill continued in feveral Parts of that 
Kingdom, and that at Malaga, in particular, 190,000 Ra- 
tions are getting ready for the King’s Troops. 


ROME aud ITALY. 


T H E Pope’s Commiffaries, who were fent to grant Leafes 
+ of the Domains of Caffro and Romecighone, were met 
by other Commiflaries appointed by Don Carlos, who, be- 
ing backed by a Detachment of Troops, obliged the 
former to make the belt of their Way back again to Rome, 
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Among the feveral Pretenfions made by the King of 
Portugal on the Court of Rome, as the Price of his Friend- 
fhip, one is, that the Pope, for himfelf and Succeffors, if. 
fue a Bull, by which the Patriarch of Lisbon, for the Time 
being, fhall always be entitled to the Purple. 


GERMANY. 


TH E Czariva ufes all poffible Inftances, by her Minif- 
ter at Vienna, to engage the Imperial Court in Favour 
of the Duke of Mecklenburg, that he may be reftored to 
the Government of his Duchy on more favourable Terms 
than have hitherto been enjoined him. 

The Troops which are to form the Imperial Camp in 
Silefia were to affemble the 21ft Inftant, and, it is now 
faid, they will be commanded by General Wallis, though 
fome will queftion whether the Emperor has yet named 
any General for that Poft. His Imperial Majetiy has, in 
the mean Time, given Orders for fome Regiments, which 
are now in Hungary, to advance towards the Frontiers of 
Poland. The Pruffiaz Troops begin likewife to march 
that Way. 

The Saxoz Plenipotentiaries, Count de Lutzelburg and 
Baron de Zeck, are received with a great deal of Diftin@tion 
and Honour at the Court of Vienva, and the good Har- 
mony which appears between them and the Imperial Mi- 
nifters, gives Reafon to believe, that all Matters of Dif- 
fention between the two Courts are either a@tually laid 
afide, or, at leaft, in a tair Way to be accommodated : 
And it is affured, that the Emperor will foon fend a Mi- 
nifter of Diftin@tion to Drefdex, to reconcile the Intereft 
of the two Courts in a more folemn Manner. AMinit- 
ter is likewife thortly expected from the EleQ@or of Bava- 
rta, and, it is believed, that Court will follow the Ex- 
ample of the Ele&tor of Saxony. 

Notwithitanding the Advices we have from France, our 
Letters from Viexma fay, that the Emperor has not yet re- 
turned any Anfwer to the Declaration made by the Keeper 
of the Seal to the foreign Minifters: But that, in the Inte- 
rim, the Imperial Minifters had declared to Mr. Bu//y, that 
their Mafter had as much at Heart, as any Prince in Exrope, 
to maintain a free Eleftion in Poland; but that, at the 
fame Time, it was natural for his Imperial Majefty to pro- 
mote the Choice of fuch a Candidate, as he knew was in 
clined 
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clined to cultivate a good Intelligence with his Terri. 
tories.

F8 OM Petersburg we have Advice, that the Ruffian 
Fleet was ina Readinefs to fail, in Purfuance of the 
Czarina’s Order, to watch the Motions of the Swedes. The 
Ruffian Land-Forces are likewife in a Condition to take 
the Field on the Frontiers of Lithuania. 

It is yet uncertain which Way the Attairs in Poland will 
tend.. The Primate carries it with fo equal a Hand, that 
it is hard to judge which Party he will at laft declare for.

What 
Courfe Prince Labomirsk: intends to take, is likewile as 
yet a Secret. The Primate has written to him again in the 
ftrongeit Terms, but all to no Purpofe, he fhewsno Mane 
ner of Regard to his Admonitions. ‘This Prelate has fent 
ico Cavaliers to the Borders of Silefia, to receive and con- 
voy the Saxoz Ambafly to Warfaw; and there feems to 
be a Reafon for their being well guarded, if it be true, as 
is reported, that they carry two Millions of Gold with 
them.

Father Seacset, in his Preface to the fecond Volume of 
this Work, obferves ; that we have long fince talked, in 
Europe, of the Efteem the CAinefe ever had for Aftronomy 
of their Application to this Science, the Obfervations they 
have made in the Celeftial Syftem, the Difcoveries of this 
Kind made by them, and the Affiftances which may be 

} drawn from thence to illuftrate Hiftory and Chronology in 
general: But. Gaxbil, (coutinaes he) is the firft who has 
attempted to give us a juft and adequate Idea of what the 
Chinefe Aftronomy was, before they were acquainted with 
the Improvements made in that Science in Europe. 

The Hazard of fucceeding in a Work of fo arduous a 
Nature, feems to have hitherto deterred the Miffionaries 
in China from attempting it: And, indeed, this Underta- 
king required a Perfon, who was not only fundamentally 
acquainted with every Part of the Exropean Aftronomy, in 
the Perfe@ion it has been brought to in thefe latter Ages; 
but who, with this Knowledge, was, atthe fame Time, a 
perfect Mafter, of the Languages of Chia and Tartary. It 
is very difficult to come at the CAmefe Books, which treat 
of their ancient Aftronomy. The Miflionaries in particu- 
jar cannot make the Enquiries, which are neceflary, in the 
new Emperor’s Reign, without expofing themfelves to ap- 
parent Dangers. ‘Thefe Books are, for the mott Part, un- 
digefted, without Order or Method, filled with innume- 
rable Quotations and Paffages of Morality, Hittory, Phy- 
ficks, and judicial Aftrology. How laborious mutt ir be to 
run thro” great Numbers of Books of this Kind. In order 
to trace out the Progrefs and Decay of Altronomy, to dif- 
tinguifh the different Methods of the Profeffors of this Sci- 
ence, to examiue and form a Judgment of them, and to 
penetrate, thro’ all this Obfcurity, into Secrets, which mott 
of the modern Chinefe themfelves are Strangers to: Be- 
caufe the moft !earned amougft them, confining themfelves 
at prefent to the Pra€tice of the European Aftronomy, know 
little of the Practice, and lefs of the Theory, of the an- 
cient Chinefe Aftronomy. 

Father Sozciet mentions all thefe Obftacles, that the 
Learned may know what Obligation they have to F, Gau- 
bil, for breaking thro’ fuch a Chain of Difficulties. This 
Father coming into China at 2 Time when he could not 
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exercife his Zeal for Religion, with that Freedom which 
he might have done during the Reign of the Emperor 
Cham-hi, had the more Leifure to attend the Study of the an- 
éient Chinefe Aftronomy. He read and abridged thofe fa- 
mous Claffical Books, which the CAsnefe cai) Kings, and 
which they look upon as facred. ‘The grand Hittory of 
China, the different Parts of which were written by cotem- 
porary Authors, beginning with the Empire of the Haz:, 
about two hundred Years before the Birth of Curist, and 
continued down to the Beginning of the XVth Century 
of the Chriftian Aira, contains the Hiftory of the Chinefe 
Aftronomy, and of the ancient Profefflors of that Science 
under every Dynafty. From thefe Books F. Gaubil ex- 
tracted whatever he found worthy of being inferted in his 
Work. He read all that had any Regard to Aftronomy in 
the Commients upon the Claflical Books, which were writ- 
ten under the Dynafties of the Tangs, Songs and Mings. 
He had Recourfe to the Works of the Chimefe Attrano- 
mers (fome of whom have compiled so Volumes in Folio 
upon Aftronomy) for their Syftem and Method. After 
thefe immenfe Labours F. Gaxbil thought him/elf capable 
or writing his Hiftory and Treatife of the ancient Aftrono- 
my in China, 

The Chinefe have a Tradition, that Fox-4:, who is fup- 
pofed to be the Founder of their Empire, was the firft Man 
who taught Aftronomy: But F. Gaxéil affures us, that not- 
withftancing all the Endeavours of the Chinese .o difcover 
the Methods this Prince follow’d, and to find out how far 
his Aftronomical Science extended, they are as yet ignorant 
of both. A large Fragment of a claffical Book, call’d 
Chou-king, which is yetin Being, informs us, that 2155 Years 
before the Birth of CuRr1ist, there were Perfons appointed 
co make Supputations and Obfervations of the Eclipfes ; 
and thar they had fome excellent and certain Roles, by 
which they calculated, is plain, becaufe fevere Punifhments 
were by the Laws diGated for thofe Aftronomers who 
fail’d in giving the exa@ Time of an Eclipfe. The Eclipfe 
2tss Years before Cutrst has ferved to fix a noted 
Epoch in the Chinefe Hittory. By this Fragment we likewife 
nnd, that the Cdinefe in thofe Days, obferved the Motions 
of the Sun, the Moon, and the Stars, to determine the 
Time of the Equinoxes and Solftices; that the Céi#efe Year 
then confilted of 366 Days and fix Hours, and that every 
fourth Year had 367 Days; thatthe Lunar Year was Jike- 
wile

wife known to them, and that they were exaét in their 
Reckonings, and made Ufe of Intercalation. Befides this 
they have fome other Fragments of ancient Books, com- 
pil’d in the enfuing Centuries which treat of Aftronomy ; 
But (as F. Gaubil fays) the Chinefe Aftronomers them- 
felves allow, that after the Time of Tchun-Thieau, which 
was abont 450 Years before Chri/t, Aftronomy was to- 
tally neglected by the Chinefe. They took no fa ther Pains 
to make Calculations or Obfervations of the Eclipfes, and 
by Degrees they entirely loft the Knowledge and Pra@ice 
of Aftronomical Supputations. The Emperor T/#-Céi- 
Hoang (A Monfter who was afraid of having his A@ions 
tranfinitted to Pofterity,) having begun his Reign 246 
Years before our vulgar Chriftian Era, caus’d all Books of 
Hiftory and Aftronomy to be burnt; no Books efcap'd 
this general Conflagration, but thofe which treated of Phy- 
fick, Aftrology and Husbandry; fo that nothivg remain’d of 
Attronomy, but confus’d Traditions, andthe I'ragments of 
fome few Books which had been preferv'd by being con- 
ceal’d. The Science of Aftronomy did not begin to flourith 
again till under the Dynafty of the Ha»s, whofe Founder 
was Lieon-Pang, about the Year 206 before Curisr. 
From this Time only can any certain Account be given of 
the Chinefe Aftronomy: and from this Time it is, that F. 
Gaubil begins his Hittorical Abridgment thereof. 

About 66 Years before Chrift, Lieou-Hin, a Native of 
Sutcheou, a City of Kiangnan, having collected the Obfervas 
tions of Lieou-Hiang, his Father, of Siemathen, of Lobia- 
honz, and other Aftronomers, compil’da compleat Body of 
Aftronomy, to which he gave the Name of Son-Tong, or 
the three Principles. ;, 

By this Work we {ve, that the Calendar of China had 
feveral Errors at the Time of the Birth of Carist. The 
Aftronomers under the Hans had a tolerable Knowledge 
of the Number and Situation of the Stars, and could give 
a pretty good Lift of them: They had a apie o Oe 
Eclipfes of the Sun, and fome Obfervations on the ore 
but they mark’d neitber the Longitude, nor the Latitude, 


nor the Declination of the Stars.

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the City, aud loud Conclamatiohs of Joy in the Streets, 
The Court was immediately cronded with another Body 
of Men, dreffed in plain Habits, with the Figures of Looms, 
Plaighfhares and Anchors embofled on their Breatts. One 
of them advanced before the reft, with a little Scroll in 
his Hand, which appeared to be @ Decree of the Senate. 
Having read this Paper aloud, the pretended ‘Judzes and 
their Jittle Officers were ftruck with a fudden Contterna- 
tion, and faeaked out of the Room, one after another, with 
vilible Marks of Shame and Confufion. The Gentleman 
then approached the captive Matron, with a chearful Gra- 
vity of Countenance ; and making a low Obeyfance, took 
her by the Hand, and led her from this Bar of Mock+Fuf- 
tice. As foon as the got without the Gates of the Court, 
fhe was received by a valt Concourfe of People, who fa- 
luted her with repeated Shouts of Congratulation, and con- 
duéted her in Triumph to her old Manfion, the Temple of 
Liberty, fituated on the Banks of the neighbouring River. 
Methoughts I made one im this glorious Cavalcade, and 
felt an inexpreffible Satisfation of Mind, upon obferving 
fo grateful a Concern of the People for the Deliverance 
of their awtient Patronefi, Heaving taking our: Leave of 
the good old Lady, with athoufand Wihes for het Profpe- 
rity, we returned into the City; where we found one ge- 
neral Scene of Mirth; the Rejoicings of the Night being 
equal to the Bleffings of the Day. The Streets blazed with 
huge Piles of Faggots ; and the Houfes were illuminated 
with an infinite Profuton of Tapers, whicti difpelled the 
Darknef$ of the Night, and made it appear like Noon-Day. 
Our Eyes were featted, on every Side, with a numerous 
Affemblage of joyfal Countenances, and out Ears with va- 
rious Kinds of Mufick. The Windows and Balconies 
were thronged with Perfons of higher Rank; and the Po- 
pulace below exprefféd their Joy, in their ufval Manner, by 
burning the Effigies of Thof2, whom they looked’tpon as 
their Enemies.

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When the Lords of the World, the Senate of Rome, (fays 
Mr. Log) firft began to purchafe the Votes of the People, 
and to fell their own, they little imagined, that they were go- 
ing to reduce themfelves dougiester Desseoes Slavery, than 
they had‘impofed on any of the conquered Nations. Would 
not every rational Man among them, who could have fure- 
feen fuch a fudden and terrible Change of Government, have 
refufed the Bribes, the Penfions, and the Employments, 
which were offered by Cafar? As often as I read the Hiftory 
of this great Revolution, it creates in me the utmoft Afto- 
nifhment to confider, that fuch a Venerable Magiftracy, 
who were looked upon as an Affembly of Gods, every 
Member of which was fit to command an Army, and 
to govern a-Kingdom, fhould be fo eafily enthralled: And 
that in lefs than a Ceutury, they fhould become fo bafe and 
degenerate as to feem pleafed with the Chains, which had 
been put upon them, and even glory in doing that Drudgery, 
which in the Days of Liberty they would not have exaéted 
from the meaneft of their own Slaves.. They did 
not only confer fo many Honours and Titles upon the Em- 
peror, till at laft they could invent no more; but they de- 
{cended fo low as to worthip his favourite Servants, upon 
whom, they beftowed the Wealth of the Romaz Empire 
fafter than thofe Wretches couid poffibly receive it.——~ 
To Patras, the Freed-Man of Claadias, they voted the 
Honours and Ornaments of ‘the Pretor-thip, and a Sum 
exceeding one hundred thoufand Pounds of our Moncy, 
though he was at that Time worth more than eight Milli- 
ons, which-he had plandered from the Treafury, or extorted 
from the People. And what do you think was the chief 
Reafon affigned for this extraordinary Decree of the Senate. 
Why truly, becaufe PALLAS had conde(cended to be Prime 
Miniffer to the Emperor, that is, becaufe he vouchfafed to 
tread on the Necks of the Great Lords and Senators of Rome, 
and to rule the People with a Rod of Iron. This 
Man, who was a manumized-Slave, and had been 2 Beg- 
gar but afew Years before, had found the Way to cayvie 
the Emprefi, and by her Means oF tore fo abfolutely, 
that it was afterwards pleafantly faid by Nero, whea he 
difmiffed him’ from his Employment, ‘ PALLAS ts gone to

In truth that univerfal Corraption, which now prevailed in 


Rome, bad madeall Men Sycophants, whofe Bufinefs odlig’d 
em to appear at Court. And their exccflive and tcandalous 
Fattery encouraged ahd confirmed the Tyranny of the Em- 
peror.-- The Graudees, who had an Opportunity of approach- 
ing his Perfou, and who oughtto have remonftrated againtt 
‘the Oppreffions of his Minilter, were the moft prone to flat- 
ter both the one and the other; and the chief Contention 
among them feem’d to be, who fhou’d firt offer his In- 
cenfe to PALLAS, and make the greateft hafte co fell him- 
felf and his Country. 

It muft indeed be owned, that the Cefars were generally 
of fuch a Make, and naturally to very wicked, that it was 
a dangerous Attémpt to give them any good Advice. And 
betides, they were always govern’d by fuch Men, as had 
nothing in View, but their own Interett. Thefe 
Favourites mifreprefented every Perfon, who was known 
to be a Paeriot, or who {poke of the prefent State of the 
Empire with Opennefs and Sincerity. They flattered 
the Prince into a Belief, that the moft violent Methods of 
Oppreffian were the jutteit Meafures of Government ; and 
they had the Addrets to perfuade him, that he was beloved 
by the People, when he was abhorred by every Body, even 
by his own Domefticks. The firtt time they ever foftered 
him to open his Eyes,, was to fee himfelf ftript. of -all the 
Enfigns of Sovereignty, and ta behold the Swords of his 
own Guards lifted Up againft him. 

But we need not go fo far backward to evidence the Folly. 
of thote-Princes who have delegated their whole Power to 
one Of their own Subjeéts. —y~ Modern Hiftory will furnith 
us with a fufficient Number of Examples. For as. it al- 
ways was, fait ever will be, the chief BuGinefS of a Court 
Minion, of Prime Miniffer to enrich himfelf withthe Spoils 
af the Publick, and ta raife his own Family and. Depen- 
dants by oppreffing all the reft of the ‘People. Fo etfe& 
this Purpofe, his firft Attempt is to magnify and enlarge 
the Royal Prerogative to aflure the Sovereign, that all 
who are call’d his Subje€&ts were created merely for his 
Kileafire and Service, and that they cannot be eniitled to 
ary 
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any Property or Favour, but what muft’ flow from his 
Bounty, Such, were the Maxims, with which Cardi- 
nal Mazarin poflels’d the Queen Regent of France, and 
which were the Caufe of all thofe “popular Commotions 
during the Minority of Lewss the XIVth. —— Cardinal de 
Aetz fays, that in-all the Converfations he had with that

not conceive that a King ly Poscramebs Was any thing but 
Arbitrary Power: Aud the was therefore perfwaded, that 
to confult the !ntereft of the People, and the Good of the 
Publick, was tobe a Republican, atid toa in Oppofition 
to the eftablifhed Government of Frazce. Upon which 
Mr Gordon in one of his Difcourfes prefix’d to the Trant- 
lation of Tacitus, which is dedicated to Sir Ronert WaAL- 
pole, makes the following Reflection: * Was it any Won- 
‘der that the People of France gafped under Oppret- 
* fions and Taxes, when the Government was {way'd by 
* [uch a Woman, herfelf blindly governed by Mazarin, 
* a publick TAief, if ever there was any; one convicted to 
* have ftoien from the Finances Nine Millions in a few 
* Yeers; one who had fpent his younger Years in low 
‘ Rogueries; who had no Maxims of Rule bat fuch as 
were adapted to the fevereft Tyranny in /taly, that of 
the Pope; and one, who in the highelt Poft of fir Mi- 
wifter could never help thewing the bafe Spirit of a Little 
* Sharper. Le vilain Caur paroi [fait toujours ax travert, 
* fays, de Retz. The Duke of Orleans cail’d him, Us Sces 
lerat, &§ Miniftre incapable &9 abborvé du Genre bumain ; 
un Menteur fielf¢. , ef hh: © 

In thofe Cates where the Bore Prerogative is limited 
by the Laws, the Nameof Prime Miniffer has been always 
odious. For in {uch Governments all the People confider 
themfelves as Members of the fame Society, and as ftand- 
ing upon a Level, notwithftanding the Diflin@ion of fome 
exterior Ornaments. And therefore they can hardly bear to fee 
one taken from among themfelves and rais’d up to a nee 
of Sovereignty. And I will venture to add, that bar oat 
Man, or who really intends the Good of the Prgict! wt 
ever accept of fuch an Employment. For if he os sia 
Great Ofiices of State and all Places of Traft weber then 
Honour and Abilities, they will never fubmit to act un 


*. T)irec}} ‘° ith Creaturcs of his 
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own railing, Men of bafe and weak Minds, they will foon 
bring his Adminiftration into the utmoft Contempt both 
at Home and Abroad. The Confequence of this wil] 
be, that the whole Nation will unite as one Man to pull 
him down, and then if he makes any further Efforts to 
maintain his Power, it mult be by an open Invafion of 
the Peoples Liberties. This is the laft Game he has to play: 
And if bis Conftituent fhould be weak enough to fupport 
him in fuch a wicked Attempt,.they will probably be in- 
volved in one common Ruin. For Men, who are born 
Free, will not be awed by any Haman Titles, or frighten’d 
into Slavery bya Q Wig, a Red Coat, and a Pair of ‘Fack- 
Boots.. lf an Angel fhould command me to give up my 
Liberty, L.don’t know whether I fhould not be bold enough 
to enquire into his Commiffion.

Bat, MADAM, the Circumftances of France witl 
not fuffer her to make any farther Advances: If Money and 
Arguments will not do, we muft not think of employing Force. 
It is likewife faid, the Cardinal has declared, that the Fo- 
reign Minifters at that Court had taken what his Adjunct 
had told them in a wrong Senfe, it never having been his 
Majefty’s intention, that it fhould be looked upon as Equi- 
valent to a Declaration of War: That it was true, the 
Mott Chriftian King’s Defign was to maintain, to the ut- 
moft of bis Power, the Freedom of Eleétion in Poland; 
but without ufing any Force, or caufing any Dilturbance. 

The Parliament of Parts exerts itfelf daily, and has late- 
ly publifhed an Arret. which forbids any Perfon to look up- 
on the Conftitution Unigenitus as a Rule of Faith, and any 
Moleftation being offered to the Faithful om Account of the 
faid Confiitution.

HoLtLAND and the Low CounTRIES. 


‘TBE two Provinces of Overyfel and Utrecht alledge as 
a Reafon for their having recalled their Confent (a 
Circumftance, perbaps, withvat a Precedent) to the Extra- 
dition of the Domains belonging to the Prince of Orange, 
by the late King Wrli:am’s Wilt that they bad been mif- 
informed: And as thereare now four Votes to three again 
this Prince, he has little Reafon to hope any Refolution of 
the States General in his Favour, till he complies with the 
vey of the States of Zealand, concerning Ter Veer and 

i” stng, 

Count Sinzendorff, the Emperor’s Ambaflador, has de- 
livered a Memorial to the States, in which he acquaints 
them, that, by his Mafter’s Interpofition, the King of Praf- 
Jia bad confented to the Releate of the Dwtch Soldiers ; 
and that his Imperial Majefty hoped they would now make 
fome Advances towards a farther Reconciliation. This 
Memorial being referred to fome Depaties, in order to 
their contcrring with the Count an this Matter, they have 
lately declared in the Name of the States, that they are fa- 
tisfied with his Pragian Majefty’s having fet their Subjects 
fice; but that they now hoped he would likewifegive them 
, Satisfaction 
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Satisfadtion for the Indignities offered their ‘Minifer: And 
that, on their Side, if it can be made appear, that the Coun. 
cil of War, which condemned the Prufian Officer at 
Maefiricht has, in any wife, a&ted repugnant to Law and 
Juftice, they are ready to give all reafouable Satisfadtion. 


SPAIN avd PORTUGAL. 


Here is a Report in Spain, that Don Fofeph Patinho g 
difgraced, and that the King will not fo much as hear 
him named. Some think, that he will be banithed to forme 
diltant College of his Order, and that Don Grimaldo will 
be reftored to the Miniftry. Notwithftanding the Recon- 
ciliation of the Court of Spain, with that of Mrenme, con- 
cerning the Affairs of Parma, the Spaniards continue their 
Armaments by Sea and Land. They talk now of no lef 
than 40 Men of War, and 40,000 Men, Land- Forces, ready 
to be embarked. 


RoME ead ITALY. 


TH E Senate of Genoa is pretty much embarraffed, fince 

the Arrival of an Exprefs from Vienna. It is faid, that 
his dmperial Majefty infilts upon a Right of regulating the 
Form of Government in the Ifland of Corfica. The Ge- 
avefe have been at no fimall Expence in ashe Tran 
ports to fend to Baftia, in order to take in the Impersal 
Troops which were left in that Ifland, underthe Command 
of the Baron wow Wachtendonck; but that General dees not 
feem to be in fuch Hafte to embark. 


GERMANY. 


QY¥ R Advices from Vienna confirm what we have _al- 
ready mentioned, that the Differences between that 
Court, and the Courts of Sevi/ and Parma are adjufted, 
by the Mediation of the Court of Great Britaiv. We 
have likewife an Account from thence, that the Emperor 
had fo long deferred giving a categorical Anfwer to the 
Declaration of France, with Regard to the Affairs of Po 
land, in order to coniule the feveral Powers with which 
that Court is in Alliance: But that now the Imperial Mi- 
‘nifters had- communicated a Counter-Declaration to the 


French Ambaflador, of which, we are ateneey on 
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tents are; That tho’ rhe Emperor is inclined to wifh the en- 
faxing Election in Poland may fall upon a Prince who is well 
a -bted to the lutéreft of the German Empire, he has never 
f tees any Defire of obtaining this End otherwife thas 
by a fair Negotiation, a Method which every Prince is al- 
lowed to put in Pradtice; mor ts he confcious of having de- 
Signed any thing that could be interpreted as an Ad of Vio- 
lence upon the Trecdims of the Polith Nation ; and is there- 
fore the more furprized at the late Proceedings of the Court
